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PREFACE 


20 months ago, The Destiny Codevas published. I’m pleased to say that the book has 
had a good reception amongst Chinese Astrology practitioners and enthusiasts on the 
subject. I had planned for this book to come out much earlier. However, this book 
has been rewritten several times since its inception late last year. Writing this book has 
been a real exercise in persistence and determination. Originally it was meant to go 
out in April 2006 but in light of feedback from students, practitioners, members of 
the public and colleagues in the field, I went back and added more content, notably 
more examples. I felt it was important not to replicate the content of Chinese books 
on this subject as in my research of Chinese language BaZi books, I discovered that the 
important elemental relationships in BaZi were often only briefly and vaguely explained 
— Punishments, Clashes, Destructions, Harms and Combinations were accorded one or 
two lines, a page at most. Hence, I felt it was important thafhe Destiny Code Revealed 
was thorough on these subjects, but without being unduly complex and dense. Hence, 
the many numerous rewrites that this text went through. 


As a result,The Destiny Code Revealesla slightly thicker book than its predecessor. 


If you have not readThe Destiny Cod¢his book may be a little hard to follow because 
it makes certain assumptions with regard to certain types of information, such as how 
to plot a chart, and the Five Elements and Five Element relationships, as well as basic 
chart interpretation. Hence, it is probably best if you readhe Destiny Codf&rst, before 
moving on to this book, unless you have some background in BaZi. 


Many people ask if they can learn BaZi through my books, without attending a class. 
I think a class has its own unique benefits. You get to meet like minded people and 
have interaction with an instructor. But at the same time, some people handle personal 
study better. To be a practitioner, you probably need both — formal training with an 
instructor, and some texts to help clarify certain concepts or give you insight and ideas. 
But if you just want to utilise the knowledge of BaZi for yourself, or family members, 
then probably reading books is good enough. 


Think of it as being like brain surgery. If you want to be a brain surgeon, you 

probably have to read the textbooks and cut a few brains under the guidance of a 

brain surgeon. But if you’re going for brain surgery, reading the textbooks is probably 
helpful so you understand what you’re getting yourself into, but you don’t really need 
to cut a few brains. 


For someone who wishes to make use of the services of a BaZi consultant, I am certain 
that my books in the BaZi series will be helpful in enabling you to maximise any BaZi 
consultation because you will have a better understanding of where the BaZi consultant 
is coming from and whether you are getting your money’s worth in the consult. If a 
BaZi consultant only delivers the technical analysis but no interpretation or clear line 
of advice on what to do, then you might as well have done it yourself, with the help 
of this book. 
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Lao Tzu once said: "He who knows others is wise, he who knows himself is enlightened". 
If every person felt more confident about themselves, and understood themselves better, 
there would be fewer disgruntled, unhappy and displeased people. Most people out 
there don’t know what they want in life — they are going through life on cruise control. 
It is because they do not understand their purpose in life or perhaps, even why they are 
here on this planet. I truly believe that BaZi has the ability to illuminate for people this 
very important question of their purpose in this universe. Unconsciously, most people 
know the answer to this question. They probably just don’t dig hard enough, even 
though they really want to know the answer. A motivational seminar, a self-help session 
or going for NLP is an external method of finding your answer. BaZi lets you tackle this 
problem from the inside out — to seek the answer from within.

People want certainty in their 
life. BaZi is an excellent tool for finding the answers and certainty that you need in life.

This book is also designed to help the public understand the difference between classical 
BaZi and what I term ‘New Age BaZi’. Classical BaZi is about making improvements 
to yourself through your own actions. New Age BaZi is kind of like retail therapy 
— change your hair, change your clothes, wear some jewellery, decorate your house, and 
your life will change overnight. I have no opposition to New Age BaZi and New Age 
practices — however, I do feel that they should not be confused with Classical BaZi and 
a more serious and studied approach towards BaZi. So I hope this book will help you 

differentiate between New Age BaZi practices and the more Classical BaZi practice. 


I hope you will find this book a useful companion on your journey towards a deeper 


understanding of BaZi and the first, or many steps, towards understanding yourself 
better and achieving your goals, dreams and aspirations in life.

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Chapter One: 
A BaZi Moment 


In many Asian countries such as Hong Kong, Singapore, 
Taiwan and Malaysia, it is not uncommon for BaZi consultants 

to be engaged by top business tycoons, prominent corporate 
leaders, and other well-known personalities, as in-house 
advisors to help them make important decisions, based on 
their own personal Destiny Chart or BaZi and Luck Pillars. 


BaZi advisors also play an important role 
in the selection of key corporate personnel. 
A business leader, for example, cannot do 
everything himself and at some point, he has, 
to rely on his manager. And a business is 
really only as good as its managers and othe 
key personnel. This is where the services of a BaZi consultant 
is useful in helping to select key corporate personnel. 


Working hand in hand with their Feng Shui counterparts, 

BaZi advisors are also consulted for appropriate dates for the 
opening of major businesses, hotels and offices. The BaZi 
charts of all key members of an organisation are taken into 
consideration in order to find the ‘perfect’ day of the year 
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for the launching of the enterprise. Why the need to select a 
good day? Every day the Earth is affected by different forms 
of Qi. The exact timing of Qi (year, month, day and hour) 
is selected to facilitate the Qi patterns (or BaZi) of the key 
individuals involved in the business to ensure smooth sailing 
and a good start to business. So Feng Shui and BaZi, or Zi 
Wei (Purple Star) Astrology, if you are into other types of 
Chinese Astrology, go hand-in-hand and, if you are planning 
to use the services of a Feng Shui practitioner, it is always 
advisable to look for someone who is also a highly skilled 
BaZi or Destiny consultant. 


As I have stated many times in my articles and earlier books, 
no Feng Shui practitioner can offer a complete service 
without some knowledge of Destiny analysis. Feng Shui is 
the prescription, and Destiny analysis is the means to make a 
diagnosis. If your Feng Shui consultant has no idea what your 
problem is in the first place, how can he be expected to fix 
your problem? Would you go to a doctor who cuts you open 
first in order to find out what is wrong with you? 


BaZi for Public 


Okay, but you are not a business tycoon you say. Not 
even anywhere near a superstar unless one counts 
singing in the bathroom. Perhaps you are just 
a modest millionaire. Or a hard-working blue- 
collar worker. How is BaZi useful to you? 


BaZi and knowledge of BaZi is infinitely more 
useful in many respects to the average person 
than a big business tycoon or a superstar. Tycoons, 
superstars and millionaires have the advantage of 
being able to throw money at a problem if they 
encounter any obstacles. Most people do not 
have this kind of luxury. Tycoons, superstars and 
millionaires can afford an entourage of advisors to 
help them make every decision with all the information 
and knowledge that money can buy. The average person has, 
at best, whatever free advice the Internet offers. The tycoons, 
superstars and millionaires, to some degree, can afford to 
make a mistake, or lose some money. Of course they may feel 
the pinch, but not in the same way as the average individual 
who cannot afford to lose a couple of thousand of their life 
savings on a failed business venture. 


BaZi is a powerful tool that levels the knowledge playing 
field. Sure, you may not be able to call upon an in-house BaZi 
advisor like the truly rich and wealthy can, but access to BaZ1i, 
be it for knowledge or consultations, is no longer only the 
purview of the fabulously wealthy. 


Let’s be a little bit honest as well - if the super rich are using 


it, and it works so well for them, why not empower yourself 
with the same skills and techniques? 
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BaZi for Life 


Let’s talk practical and not hypothetical. Different situations, 
scenarios, events, outcomes, actions and behaviors can all be 
defined as types of Destiny Codes. Even colours, sounds, places 
and attitudes can be converted to Destiny Codes. It is simply a 
matter of determining what type of Qi represents the variable 
in question, adding the Five Elements layer and then deriving 
the Destiny Code. By converting various situations, decisions, 
opportunities and issues into BaZi Code, and then analysing 
the Code into the context of an individual’s Destiny Code, 
a BaZi consultant can determine if the outcome, decision, 
action or inaction will be favourable or unfavourable. 


Should I move or should I stay? 


A good practical example is the issue of migration. 
Migration is something that almost every one 
contemplates or considers at one point or another in 
their lives. It’s a major decision. And it’s a decision 
that is most effectively decided with the help of 
your personal BaZi. 


Your BaZi can reveal to you whether your 
decision to move is wise or unwise generally, 
and more specifically, whether the period of 
time you are choosing to move is favourable or 
e. BaZi can also help you determine 
er or not the country or destination you 
wish to move to is suitable. Why? 
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Geographical directions have an elemental value as well, 
derived from the Luo Shu. So every town, country, and 
continent, has an elemental value to it. By reviewing these 
elements, and co-relating them to a person’s BaZi, a BaZi 
consultant can determine if the movement is favourable or 
unfavourable for the person from many angles. A move may 
yield greater financial rewards, but the person could feel deeply 
unhappy living in a foreign city or country. Alternatively, the 
move could bring about greater personal satisfaction, but 
there could be some compromises when it comes to financial 
rewards or perhaps, career opportunities. Sometimes, a move 
makes good career sense but may produce problems for the 
person in other areas. 


Moving to another country and uprooting yourself should 
be an informed decision but being informed does not 
mean visiting the country and deciding you can live there. 
Remember, a place you like may not necessarily be ‘good’ for 
you from a BaZi perspective. Sometimes, a place you are not 
comfortable working in could be favourable to your personal 
development. BaZi takes the stress out of a move, takes the 
stress out of a decision, and allows you to truly understand the 
pros and cons of ‘making the Big Move’. 
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Why can’t we all just get along? 


Today, we’re a society that’s all about understanding people. 
Since ‘Men are from Mars, Women are from Venus’, why 
not use Chinese Astrology to further your understanding of 
your Other Half? Life would be a lot easier if relationships 
were less complicated. And relationships can be easier to 
manage if we simply understood the other person better 
- their motivations, their beliefs, their personal ideals, their 
innate character. A person’s Destiny Chart affords us this 
understanding and depth of knowledge of the person, making 
it easier for us to communicate with them in the appropriate 
manner or fashion. 


Health is Wealth 


Health-care is estimated to be one of 
the rising costs facing the world today. 
Medical advances mean we are better 
able to treat many health conditions 
but that also means higher medical 
bills. Understanding your potential 
health issues through BaZi means you 
can focus on spending your money on managing your health 
better or making sure you detect any health problems early. 


A person’s BaZi reveals their potential health conditions 
during various points in time. The harmony and inter- 

relationship of the Five Elements explain which parts of 
the body are likely to break down or experience ailments, 
at certain points in time. Some people smoke all their life 
and die of natural causes at 98. Yet there are non-smokers 
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out there who get lung cancer just by breathing in second- 
hand smoke! Understanding your health through BaZ1 is like 
having an annual medical or blood screening, except with 
BaZi, you have a better idea of which body parts should be 
monitored closely. 


Queen Bee or Worker Ant? 


BaZi doesn’t get any more practical than when it’s used to 
answer questions about money and one’s ability to make 
money or venture into entrepreneurial endeavours. Is it a good 
time to start on a new business venture? Is this business partner 
trustworthy? Should I change jobs? Is the new job opportunity 
better? Does my new business partner have a hidden agenda? 
These are issues that could be converted into BaZi elements 
and analysed through a person’s BaZi. 


If you are not suited inherently for partnership, then you 

should not participate in one. But if you chose to participate 

in a partnership, then be prepared for certain problems. If you 

are suited for partnership, what kind of partner should you 

look for? What are the skillsets that this person will bring to 
the table that will complement your own abilities? Can you be 
sure this person will be able to work with you? Can you see 
how BaZi can be illuminating in so many ways? 


BaZi is applicable to almost every major decision you will 
make in your life. When all the knowledge is at your fingertips, 
all you have to do is make the right decision. Press the right 
button. Hit the right gears. 


Who says BaZi isn’t for 
everyone? 


Helping you, help yourself 


Self-Help is a big business these days and there are many 
people who feel that the answer to their problems is first, to 
understand their problems. I completely agreeThat is exactly 
what BaZi is all about. Understanding your problems, and 
then fixing them. Sounds easy, right? 


Perhaps you have heard about this very famous international 

best-seller called “Who Moved My Cheese’ by Dr Spencer 
Johnson. It’s a great story that applies to BaZi as well. In “Who 
Moved My Cheese’, Dr Johnson talks about two mice who 

discover one day that someone has ‘moved their cheese’. He 
then talks about the mouse who goes looking for cheese after 
it disappears from the maze, and the other mouse who keeps 

going back to the same place in the maze, hoping the cheese 
will appear again. 


When it comes to BaZi, people fall broadly into two categories. 
Those who, having decoded their Destiny, act positively upon 
what they have learnt and see themselves as empowered by 
the knowledge, irrespective of whether or not what they learn 
is what they want to hear; and those who do nothing but 
continue to hope that their wildest dreams and ambitions will 
magically appear. 


Every single BaZi has a dynamic and static component to it. 
It has an unchanging value, as well as a changing value. Today, 
we no longer have the fatalistic approach to Destiny that 
prevailed in the old days. Destiny is not only what is already 
made, but what you make of it also. 


In other words, there are always options. 


So why then do some people come out of 
a BaZi consultation feeling dissatisfied? ‘

Or how it is that some people, upon 
decoding their Destiny, become 

demoralised rather than empowered? 

The difference, in my experience as 
a consultant, lies in how the person 
approaches the situation. 


As a BaZi consultant, I tell a person what is in the chart. That 
means the good, and the bad. My role as a consultant is not 
to tell a person - give up on your dream, unless that dream 
is truly unattainable. My role is to encourage a person in the 
areas that they need and deserve encouragement, and also 
offer them advice on avoiding the wayward path. There is a 
big difference between hope, and false hope. BaZi is not about 
false hope. 


Sometimes, we have to tell people things they don’t want to 
hear. One of the most obvious examples of telling people what 
they don’t want to hear includes making it known that they 
will not become rich beyond their wildest dreams and they are 
not about to strike the lottery. It is often devastatingly hard 
for people to accept that they are going to have to make their 
money the old-fashioned way: through hard-work! 
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Do I tell people to accept mediocrity? 
Mediocrity is a state of mind. It is 
a matter of perception. If you 
are a modest school-teacher, but 
your children are great successes 
- are you mediocre? If you are 
not rich, but you are blissfully 
married and contented with your 
life, are you mediocre?

Do I tell people to accept that they will 
never be millionaires? No. I tell them to realise that they will 
have to work hard and smart to become a millionaire. That 
for some, opportunities for them are fewer so they must 
make the most of what comes their way. That thinking about 
short-cuts will not get them anywhere. 


Sure, everyone wants to be a millionaire at 30. But does it matter 
if you didn’t achieve it by 30, if you got there eventually? 


In BaZi, there are always solutions. But people who feel 
that BaZi offers no solution are people who don’t 
like what they have heard or refuse to move the 
goalposts. They insist on holding on to something 
which they haven’t even grabbed hold of in the 
first place. They are impatient, focused on the now Al 

and cannot see how ‘bad news’ can be goodIf it { 

was the case that bad news is never good, then 

CNN would be out of business. If it was the case _ Rg 
that bad news is never good, we wouldn’t have 
weather forecasts. 


Empowerment is not just about working with the 
positive. It is also about the negative. Sometimes, | 
people only make progress after a jolt or a scare. 
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Other times, they need hope and the knowledge that there is 
a light at the end of the tunnel. BaZi is not a ‘need to know 
basis’ type of knowledge. It is a ‘the more you know, the better 
field of knowledge.

People who win with BaZi and who gain the most out of BaZi 
are those with the ability to first, accept a situation, 

and then, figure out how to make the most of 
the situation.

Okay, it’s hard to accept sometimes. You di 
know what? Go home, have a cry, stay in 
bed for 10 days, eat gallons of ice crea 
call your best-friend and tell them about it, 
whine, grumble, complain, shake your fist at 
the heavens, beat a boxing bag, throw darts at 
Bill Gates' picture - whatever. (By the way, BaZi 
will also tell you which works best for you when 
it comes to situations like this!) 


Then, take decisive action. Make the change you 
have to make. Re-align your goals to what is best 
for you at this point in time. Adjust your expectations 

if you have to. Bide your time. Strategise. Craft your response, 
for the right time. 


Your Destiny is shaped by the actions you take and the 
decisions you make based on your chart! 


Many a time, people forget that the 33 percent of BaZi comes 
hand in hand with the 33 percent of Man Luck. And let’s face 
it, not enough of us make use of Man Luck. There are many 
things that are within the power of a person to change. 99.9 
percent of the time, it is a question of whether they want to, 
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or do not want to do what is needed. Can they bite the bullet? 
Man Luck refers to what you do (or don’t do), your thoughts, 
your goals, your principles and basically your virtues. Anything 
within your control is Man Luck — the 33% component in the 
Heaven, Earth and Man Cosmic Trinity. 


” The Cosmic Trinity 


I didn’t say it would be easy. But nothing is worth doing if it is 
easy now, is it? And the greatest rewards come to those who are 
prepared to do what it takes, to achieve their goals, whatever 
that may be. 


It is not about being ‘governed’ by destiny, it is about ‘shaping’ 
our destiny. If our destiny is good, follow it. If the destiny 
is unfavourable, then don’t walk down that path. Why do 
you think that in military academies, they still teach military 
officers about retreat? Because in war, pride is not a factor. 
Winning is what counts. And if you have to retreat to avoid 
defeat, then you retreat. 
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BaZi offers the answer to the question of what is the problem. 
Man Luck - your own efforts, your actions, your deeds, your 
choices, is the solution. 


Every person in their life, has a moment. That point in their 
life, when all is as it should be. You can stand by, and let that 
moment slip past you, or you can grab it and run with it. 


What if it has already passed you by? Then you grab what is 
on the plate now, and make the most of that. Complaining or 
feeling sorry for yourself gets you nowhere. Doing something, 
at the very least, means you have made an effort. 


The power is in your hands. You can be what my English 

students call ‘a moaning minnie’ and complain about your lot 
in life, or you can get on with the business of achieving your 
goals, modified of course, to the circumstances and situation 
of your Destiny Code, and strive to be the best YOU can be, 

knowing what that is. The choice is yours. 


The world has no room for losers today. But being a winner 
is not about crossing the finish line first, or being one of the 
richest persons on the planet. Being a winner is living your 
life on your terms, and being firmly in the driver’s seat, rather 
than being dictated by backseat drivers. It is taking control 
of your life and facing up to yourself, and maki 
the best of your situations, warts and all. It 1 
understanding who you are, being comfortable 
with that person, and achieving happiness. 


Delving Deeper into your Destiny Code 


In my previous book,The Destiny Codeve talked about BaZi 
as a tool for personal empowerment, and most importantly, 
the basics of deriving your personal Destiny Code. I 
showed you how to plot your personal BaZi 
chart, plot the Luck Pillars, as well as the 
Age Luck Limits, which tells you when your 
Luck Pillars change. Another important 
component of the basics of BaZi is the Five 
Elements and the Five Element cycles. 


You can also obtain your personal Destiny 
Code by visiting my websitevww.joeyyap.com and 
using the BaZi Ming Pan calculator there. Of course, plotting 
by hand is preferred at this stage to familiarise yourself with all 
the characters, but if you want to be fast or perhaps you just 
don’t want to carry The Ten Thousand Year Calendaaround 
with you, then using the calculator is convenient.

The next step in decoding your Destiny is to understand the 
relationships that are present within your personal Destiny 
Chart. What do I mean by relationships? 


Every element in your chart has an elemental relationship or 
interaction with the other elements in your chart. The next 
stage in decoding a BaZi is understanding and appreciating 
how the Heavenly Stems in your BaZi interact with each 
other and also how the Earthly Branches in your BaZi interact 
with each other. To do this, you will need to understand 
the different types of relationships that Heavenly Stems 
and Earthly Branches can have. Hence;The Destiny Code 
Revealedis very much about understanding the relationships 
of the codes in your chart. 
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As with broaching any new subject, we must always begin at 
the basics. So in this book, I will be exploring the key basic 
relationships between the elements in a Destiny chart that 
you will need to know. These relationships go by the names 
of Combination 4, Clash 1, Harm 2, Punishment Jf!) and 
Destruction fk. As we delve deeper into the study of BaZi 
and your appreciation of BaZi becomes more sophisticated, 
these basic relationships will take on a new dimension and 
the information you derive from these relationships will also 
become more precise. 


These key basic relationships are a new level of codes that 
unlock new information and bring dimension and depth to 

a Destiny Code. By understanding how the various elements 
of the BaZi chart interact with each other, and understanding 
who or what these relationships relate to or involve in (i.e.: 
objects, individuals, events), we can then decode the kinds 
of challenges, or the possibilities that are open to a person, 
during a specific period of time in their life, as well as during 
their life journey. Combination, Clash, Harm, Punishment 
and Destruction relationships give us indications on all aspects 
of a person’s life - marriage, business partnerships, health, 
moving house, gaining new assets and even, if you’re going to 
be forgetful or lose your keys. 


Now, like I have said before, do not be alarmed by the names 
of these BaZi terms. Treat them as technical terms used to 
describe an elemental relationship between two components 
of your BaZi chart. No doubt, as you read through the 
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chapters and study your personal Destiny chart, you will find 
that some of the elemental relationships are present in your 
chart. Don’t be alarmed or concerned or get negative about the 
situation - remember, the point of BaZi is to get information 
and empower yourself. 


That means that if you have decoded something negative 
or perhaps less-desirable in your BaZi, you need to DO 
SOMETHING ABOUT IT. 


In BaZi, Action Matters 


If you look back at my introduction to 
BaZi in The Destiny Codeyou will notice 
that I constantly talk about ‘taking action’. 
That is what BaZi is all about. Knowing 
the problem, and then taking active steps 
to prevent the problem from occurring. 
When faced with a situation, there are 
always options available to you. 


Steel yourself against such a situation so that you _ 
are psychologically prepared for the problem when it 

occurs. Engage in remedial steps to minimise the problem and 
prevent it from becoming serious. Perhaps you can’t make it 
go away but you can take action to stop it from becoming a 
significant problem. BaZi is not about living your life in fear. 
It is about knowing what to expect, and then dealing with it 
in an intelligent, pragmatic and wise manner. 


In many cases, you might find that there are some positive 


codes in your chart! Then, more than anything, you need to 
TAKE ACTION because only then can you benefit from the 
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opportunities when they arrive! Perhaps you discover that you 
have some latent talents that have yet to be awakened — then 
it’s time to take action and unleash those hidden abilities! 
Your destiny is in your hands. Understand your life path, 

make better decisions to shape your destiny and live a better 
life. That should be your goal in studying your own personal 
Destiny Code. Bits

A person’s Destiny Code or BaZi (sometimes called ‘Eight 
Characters’ or ‘Four Pillars of Destiny’) is derived from a 
person’s birth data: the year, month, day and hour of birth. A 
BaZi comprises of Heavenly Stems, which form the top four 
characters of a BaZi, and Earthly Branches, which form the 
bottom four characters of a BaZ1.

You might be wondering: how did the Chinese create this 
system of BaZ1? It all started with the Chinese calendar. The 
Chinese calendar traditionally was produced and distributed 
by the Imperial Palace, under the auspices of the reigning 
emperor. A specialised department within the Imperial Palace 
was tasked with coming up with the calendar every year, 
with information on eclipses, astrological observations and of 
course, information about the harvest for agricultural needs. 
The Chinese have always had both a lunar and solar calendar 
but around 2BC, a consistent date for the Winter Solstice was 
introduced, resulting in the use of a dual-system calendar. 


The solar calendar uses a sexagenary cycle to count the years, 
months and days but in the early days of the calendar, it was 
only the days that were counted. 


The result of this calendaring system was that in any one 
month, there are only a maximum of three repetitions of any 
one day. Finding that this system was still not quite ideal, the 
12 Earthly Branches were paired with each Heavenly Stem, 

creating sixty pairs, each pair known as a pair of Jia Zi. 
Hence, the Chinese Solar calendar consists of 60 paired 

pillars or Jia Zi4?-, for each Year, Month, Day 

and Hour. 
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The Ten Heavenly Stems (7 A-F) and 12 Earthly Branches 
(+H) are the central focal point of BaZi as a field of 
study. There are a total of 22 characters to commit to memory 
and it is important to know them at your fingertips in order 
to speed up the process of learning BaZi. 


Now, here is the magic of the system of BaZi. Each character 
carries a different meaning, depending on the context. A single 
character can represent a diverse range of objects, subject 
matter, relationships, people and events.And each character’s 
value is changed, enhanced, or weakened, depending on how 
the character presents in a chart. 


By judging the quality of these characters in a person’s Destiny 
Code, we can find out a range of details about their lives, their 
aspirations, their hopes, their ambitions, their talents, their 
abilities, their relationships and their deepest dreams. That is 
the power of BaZ1. 


The Building Blocks of BaZi 


In my first book, The Destiny Coded exposed A ‘i BALI 
readers to the ten Heavenly Stems and twelve J s DESTIN} 
Earthly Branches. As the Stems and Branches } CODE 


are an essential component of a BaZi, they 
bear repeating. 


Let’s first review the Ten Heavenly Stems first, 
with the diagram below:

As you will remember inThe Destiny CodeI mentioned 
the importance of trying to approach BaZi from a pictorial 
standpoint, early on. Many of the attributes of the Stems and 
Branches are derived from the sages’ observations of nature, 
planetary movements and the universe. So it is important to 
think in pictures as often as you can, when you are looking 
at a BaZi. 
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Jia 2 Wood is the first of the Ten Heavenly Stems. 
FA Jia 2 Wood is Yang Wood. When picturing Jia 
Jia FA Wood, think of tall trees, big trees, timber and 

big logs. This wood is tough, hard and rough. 


Yi Z Wood is the second of the Ten Heavenly 
Stems. YiZ Wood is Yin Wood. To picture Yi G 
Wood, think of flowers, twigs, leaves or grass. Yi 
Z, Wood is flexible and supple. 


Bing A is a Fire Element Heavenly Stem. It is 
A Yang Fire. Picture Bing Fire as the great ball of

Ding J is Yin Fire. Picture Ding J as a candle, 

or the glowing embers from the fireplace.

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It is important to know which is the Yin and Yang variation 
of each of the Five Elements that form the ten Heavenly 
Stems. However, as you advance through your journey of 
understanding BaZi, you must also speak the language of 
BaZi. Begin by calling the ten Heavenly Stems by their names, 
rather than their element and polarity. What do I mean by 
their names? Say Ji&# Wood instead of Yang Wood. Say Ren 
-E Water when you mean Yang Water. 


You should also try to appreciate the pictorial quality of 
the Stems. Every time you think of Jit? Wood, imagine a 
soaring California redwood. Each time you think of Ding” 
Fire, imagine a slim, flickering candle in the night. By 
understanding BaZi by elements, polarity and ‘image’, you are 
starting the process of learning BaZ1i in the right dimension. 


There’s another very good reason for referring to the ten 
Heavenly Stems by their names and also, keeping the pictorial 
image of the Stems in mind. It relates to a core concept of 
BaZi analysis, which requires all analysis be related to and 
defined by the Heavenly Stem of your Day of Birth.

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The Heavenly Stem of your Day of Birth is known as the ‘Day 
Master’. Your Day MasteH 7t is not JUST the Heavenly Stem 
of your day of birth. It is not just a calendar symbol. Your Day 
Master is YOU. It represents you - your basic nature, your 
characteristics, your behaviour, even your appearance! The 
Day Master is your personal element. 


So, from this page on, begin to think of yourself in the context 
of BaZi. If you are born on a BingN Day, call yourself a 

BingW Fire Day Master. If your Day Master is Yin Water, 

refer to yourself as a Gus Water Day Master. 


This is the first and very essential step towards using your 
personal Destiny Code to understand yourself better, and in 
turn, better yourself. 


Know YOUR Day Master, Know Yourself! 


By this stage, you would have plotted your own BaZi and 
identified your Day Master. If you are unfamiliar with plotting 
a BaZi chart, visit my websitewww.joeyyap.com and you'll 
find a BaZi Ming Pan calculator that you can use. There’s also 
a CD and PDA version for those who want to be able to do 
charts on the move. Personally, I advocate anyone interested 
in BaZi to learn how to plot the chart manually and you can 
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You probably have already begun to notice you have some 
personal characteristics, attributes or parts of your personality 
or innate nature that correspond to your Day Master. It’s 
time to delve deeper into the Ten Heavenly Stems and 
understand more about the characteristics of each of the ten 
Heavenly Stems. 


You might be wondering - why are we still on the subject of 
the Day Master? What about the other 7 characters in the 
Destiny Chart?

The Day Master is the central focus of a BaZi chart - it 
provides context, background and definition for a chart. Also, 
remember, we must not under-estimate the importance of 
basics. As you delve deeper into BaZi, or if you are keen to do 
some reading of your own, you will discover that many BaZi 
classics, such as Di Tian Suijij <8, are all dedicated to the 
finer attributes of each Day Master! So, while the Day Master 
is but one of the characters in a BaZi, it is definitely a Very 
Important Character! 


So, let's find out more about each of the 10 Day Masters.

Am I Intelligent? 


Most people wants to know whether they are smart and 
intelligent. Some people believe they are, genuinely, while 
others don’t think they are ‘smart enough’. What element 
governs intelligence? Water. Water represents wisdom in the 
study of the Five Elements.

of a BaZi, the Earthly Branches. 


The table below shows you the 12 Earthly Branches. You will 
notice that they correspond with what is often loosely termed 
‘the animal signs’. Initially of course, you will find you prefer 
to refer to the Earthly Branches by their animal call signs as 
it were. However, try to familiarise yourself with the proper 
names and use these proper names. To learn BaZi, one must 
speak the language of BaZi. So, try to think of Rat as Zif, 
and Pig as Hai %, rather than just Rat and Pig.

The 12 Earthly Branches are used to represent ‘time’ and 
‘seasonal Qi’ in the study of BaZi. Earthly Branches contain 
stronger ‘Qi’ than the Heavenly Stems. This is because the 
Branches represent the sector of the earth’s orbit around the 
sun, whereas the Heavenly stem is only ‘Prevailing Qi’. 
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Branches are grouped into the ‘seasons’. Now, you may 
remember this term from The Destiny CodeJust to refresh 
your memory, the seasons do not actually refer to the actual 
Four Seasons, although it is derived from the sages’ observation 
of the seasons. For now, think of it as a descriptive language to 
describe the strength and cyclical nature of Qi. 


The table below explains how the Earthly Branches are 
grouped by season.

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The Hidden Stems: Keys to the Code 


Earth contains ten thousand things. This is the saying in 
Chinese. In the study of BaZi, the Earthly Branches each 
‘contain’ or store certain ‘Heavenly Stems’. These are called 
the Hidden Stems and they play a major role in a complete 
BaZi analysis. In BaZi terminology, this is called Zi Cang Ren 
Yuan 32 je A. 76. To gain the full benefit of BaZi, it is essential 
to know the Hidden Stems contained in EACH of the 12 
Earthly Branch. 


The true nature of a Branch is determined by the main 
element or Main Qi hidden inside the Earthly Branch. The 
old books of BaZi write of ‘Heavenly Qi’ being pure and 
clear, and Earthly Qi being sophisticated and dense. Earthly 
Qi is sophisticated because it contains hidden Heavenly Stems 
inside. When we add all three together, we get the Cosmic 
Trinity: Heaven-Earth-Man in each pillar.

The table below explains what Hidden Stems are contained 
within each of the 12 Earthly Branches. 


So, within the Earthly Branch of Yini#¥ (Tiger), there is 
Jia 1 Wood, Bing WJ Fire and Wu JX Earth. Inside the 
Zi $ (Rat), there is Gui2 Water. Within the Xu FX 
(Dog), you will find hidden Wu/¥% Earth, Xin == Metal 
and Ding J Fire. 


Some Earthly Branches contain just one Hidden Stem, while 
others contain up to three. The main thing to remember at this 
point, when it comes to Hidden Stems, is we are interested in 
the Main Qi of the branch. The Main Q1 is the core Qi of that 
particular Earthly Branch.

Not knowing the Hidden Stems is like not knowing 
how to plot a BaZi chart. Any kind of BaZi analysis must 
include an analysis of the Hidden Stems. Without the Hidden 
Stems, you are effectively only seeing 25% of the Code. It’s 
like knowing a strand of DNA belongs to a mammal, but not 
knowing if it is a dog, whale or human being! 
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Of course students always like to ask, what is the easiest way 
to remember these Hidden Stems? Here 1s a quick summary to 
help you learn them better but remember, there’s no substitute 
for good old fashioned memory work sometimes. So if you 
want to be good in BaZi, you MUST commit the Hidden 
Stems to memory. 


One way is to group all 12 Earthly Branches into the following 
THREE groups:

The Four Growths (V4) 


The Four Growths derive their name from the fact that in the 
study of advanced BaZi, these four branches are positioned 
in the ‘Chang Sheng{<“E’ or growth stage of Qi. With the 
exception of HaiX (Pig) branch, ALL the branches in this 
group have 3 Hidden Stems. Only HaiX (Pig) contains 2 
Hidden Stems. You will also notice that ALL of the Hidden 
Stems are Yang.

Earth element Earthly Branches. These four branches are 
sometimes also referred to as ‘storage’ because they store excess 
Qi. With the exception of the main Qi of Chen Jig (Dragon) 

and Xu i (Dog), ALL the Hidden Stems in the Four 
Graveyards are YIN Heavenly Stems and each of them contain 

3 Heavenly Stems. Chenj (Dragon) and Xu F% (Dog) are

Watson posited the concept of the double helix, till today, 

it has remained more or less similar in its presentation form, 
only more sophisticated. The Equals sign has been used in 
mathematics for centuries.

Hence, we must show the same 
respect for BaZ1i. 


We cannot change the way the BaZi is presented simply to 
cater to whims and fancies or just to make it ‘a little easier’ for 
everyone to understand.

This is the correct way to present the Chart. 


The Hidden Stems are another area where mistakes are 
common. Hidden Stems are sometimes regarded as an ‘advanced 
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subject’, which is why many people who independently study 
BaZi are sometimes unaware of Hidden Stems. The most 

common mistake when it comes to Hidden Stems is getting 

the wrong polarity for the Main Qi of the Hidden Stems. 


This mistake is common with the Wu4F (Horse) and Hai X 
(Pig) Hidden Stem. Now, the reason for this mistake is simple 
enough. As I mentioned in Chapter 2, the polarity of the 
Earthly Branch, and the polarity of the Hidden Stem inside 
the Earthly Branch, are not one and the same.

The Wu “F (Horse) is a Yang Branch and the HaiX% (Pig) a 
Yin Branch. The ill-informed would presume that the Wu/F 
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(Horse) must contain Bing Fire since Wu 4F (Horse) is a 
Yang Branch and therefore, it must contain Yang Fire, which 
is Bing Fire. The same (incorrect!) assumption is extended 
to the Hai &% (Pig), which is a Yin Branch and so is assumed 
to contain Yin Water or Gui 3S Water. 


BaZi classics make it clear that the polarity of the Earthly 
Branch, especially when it comes to Fire and Water Branches, 
must not be confused with the polarity of the Hidden Stems. 
This is because Earthly Branches are, in Chinese Astrological 
terms, Palaces, with each palace containing certain Stars. The 
Stars, what we know as the Hidden Stems, each contain their 
own polarity. This is particularly the case with the Fire and 
Water Earthly Branches, which have a reverse polarity with the 
Hidden Stems they contain. 


t 


Here’s the technical explanation for those who are interested 
in understanding this difference. Fire and Water are the 
transition between Yin and Yang. Hence, these Branches are 
Yin on the outside, but Yang on the inside, or vice versa. 
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Separate the polarity of the Earthly Branch from the polarity of 
the Hidden Stem in your mind, and you won’t be making this 
mistake. Assume you are cleverer than the system (seriously, 
would all the classics be making the same mistake?), and that’s 
when you get into trouble! 


Some Branches, such as Chenig (Dragon) and Xu % (Dog) 
contain both Yin and Yang Hidden Stems. There is also a 
reason behind that but it is very complex so we shall leave 
that to another time. For now, the main thing to remember is 
that the polarity of the Earthly Branch and the Hidden Stems 
inside that Branch are not always the same. 


Getting the Luck Pillars Right 


Another area, where mistakes are frequent, relate to the Luck 
Pillars. Chapter Four of my previous bookIhe Destiny Code 

explains how to correctly plot the Luck Pillars, so I shall not 
go into detail on that. Presentation of the Luck pillars should 

follow the technique of writing the BaZi from right to left, a 

form that all Chinese writing follows.

Common sense will tell you that it’s easier to read the BaZi 
when both the BaZi and Luck pillars are written using the 
same form, which is from right to left. Imagine how hard it 
would be if you had to read the BaZi characters from right 
to left, and then the Luck Pillars from left to right - how 
confusing would that be? 


As people say, if it isn’t broken, don’t fix it. BaZi has been 
written in this form since the days of its founder Master Xu 
Zi Ping #4-F and even before his time! So why change it 
when there is nothing wrong with it? 


It may seem like I am harping on a minor point but just like 

learning BaZi requires appreciating its language, so we must 
respect the forms. You don’t see modern mathematicians 
changing the equals sign, or rewriting e=mc2 to make it 
look more ‘marketable’ or ‘easier to understand’ - why do 


that with BaZ1? 


Quality, not Quantity 


This mantra bears repeating, ad nauseam. I rarely 
use so strong a word as ‘never’ but in the case o 
counting the elements in a chart, it is not only 
the wrong way to approach BaZi, but it is 
something you should NEVER do. 


The objective in any BaZi analysis is to unlock 
the coded information within the chart, and 
then determine how to bring balance to the 
chart through the elements. 


By balance, we are referring to the balance of th 
elemental energies in the chart and the flow of Qi. 
This is because when the chartis balanced, then the 
Qi is flowing smoothly between the elements and SO 

the person is comfortable, happy and able to perform at their 
best and maximise the opportunities that come their way. 


Just because you have an equal number of the Five Elements, 
does not mean your BaZi is balanced. In classical BaZi, there 
are techniques for evaluating whether or not a BaZ1 is balanced, 
but these are not based on mathematical considerations as 
simple as counting the elements. For that matter, just because 
a particular element shows a zero value, does not mean that the 
element is entirely absent from the chart. In some instances, 
the element is still regarded as present, even though through

Counting your wealth, before ihatches 


Ultimately, when it comes to evaluating a 
BaZi chart, quantity is never the deciding 
factor. Otherwise, everyone with a high 

‘Wealth Element’ count would effectively 
be millionaires. But yet, you can encounter 

charts where there is a preponderance of 
Wealth Elements in the chart, but the person 
is not anywhere near a millionaire. To illustrate 
the danger of counting the elements in the chart, 

take a look at this example below. It was brought to me by a 
student. I will first tell you the analysis derived by this student 
and then explain the correct approach to decoding the chart.

Based on the ‘counting method’, the student declared the 
chart to be weak but yet due to the other two Fire elements 
and the two Wood elements, was not that weak since Wood 
and Fire support the Bing Fire Day Master. Wealth was 
strong in this chart according to this student because of the 
number of Wealth elements (3 in total) and the fact that there 
is additional wealth from the extra element of metal that comes 
into the picture through the You F§ (Rooster) and Chen Jk 
(Dragon) combination. When will the person become rich? 
I asked this student casually - it is a learning exercise after 
all! The answer was during the Geng ZB¢S Luck Pillar, as 
Water was favourable to the chart since there is only one Water 
element, based on the counting method. 


Of course, if you’re counting the elements, I’m sure that’s 
the correct interpretation. And even then, this interpretation 
is just technical mumbo-jumbo. It tells us nothing about 
the person, which is part of the study of BaZi. But since 
counting is the wrong way to analyse a BaZi, the analysis is 
ect.

Here is the correct interpretation. This is a weak Bing¥ 
Fire Day Master but not because of the number of elements, 
but because of the SEASON of birth. Remember inThe 
Destiny Codewe talked about the seasons and which element 
is strongest in what season? Well in Autumn, Fire is weak to 
begin with.

Bing A Fire cannot be read like the other Day Master’s when 
it comes to the strength of the Day Master. BingW is the 
fire of the sun. Since when does burning Wood make the sun 
brighter? When you reach a more sophisticated level of BaZ1i, 
your appreciation of the elements will change and you will 
realise, not all Fire is strengthened by Wood. Wood in fact, 
only helps the Ding J Fire in the chart. Finally, this Bing 
Fire Day Master is born at the Rabbit Hour (Sam-7am). The 
sun is dim at this hour of the morning. 
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What does it tell us about the person? This BaZi belongs to 
a person who is outshined by the people around him and 

lives in the shadow of other people’s achievements. The 
person 1s timid. 


As this Bing Fire Day Master is weak, it cannot control the 
Wealth Element in this chart. Granted, Wealth is strong in this 
chart but it is not because of the NUMBER of elements, but 
because this person is born in the season of Metal and thus, 
Metal is strong in the chart. Now, Metal, specifically Xir@ 
Metal, represents the wealth AND wife star of this person. 
Since Metal is vastly stronger than the Fire in this chart, we 
can conclude that this person’s wife bosses him around and is 
more capable than he is.

at the Heavenly Stem level and is not rooted in the Earthly 
Branch. So the Metal or Wealth is superficial in nature. The 
Zi (Rat) combines with the Chen} (Dragon), destroys 
the You F§ (Rooster) and punishes the MaoJJ (Rabbit). 
Don’t worry if it doesn’t make sense now - it will as you get 
through this book. 


All these interactions between the Zif 
(Rat) Earthly Branch and the BaZi tell us that 
things look good during this period, but in | — cee 
fact, are far from it. Zi (Rat) also contains aie 
Gui 2S Water - Gui 2 Water is the clouds, 
the mist. Guess what makes the sunlight look 
dim? The clouds and the mist. So this Bing 
WW Fire Day Master can expect career and 
emotional setbacks during this period. 


See what is the danger of counting the elements? Not only do 
you get an inaccurate picture of the situation, but the analysis 
lacks precision, accuracy and detail. This student wisely 
decided to re-evaluate the chart before giving any further 
advice to his friend. 


Remember, when it comes to judging the elements, determining 
dominance and weakness is based on the season and the roots 
of the element, not merely by the number of elements present. 
There is no magic formula on how many elements a person 
should have in their BaZi. Every Destiny Code is unique and 
so should be interpreted dynamically and not mechanically 
through set formulas on the number of elements. 


Also, as you advance in your study of BaZi, you will realise 
that when you over-lay the principles of Five Elements theory 
over the BaZi, interpreting the strength of the chart becomes 
an even more sophisticated process. 


BaZi is like peeling an onion - the deeper you 
go into it, the more you ‘see’ and the more 
sophisticated your thinking and approach 
~.. to it becomes. Of course, this is only 
the beginning of your journey in 
decoding a BaZi chart but as you 
go through this book, you will 
realise that you are seeing the charts 


in a new light as you gain more insight into how the Five 
Elements work and see the many levels in the analysis. 


Reading the Pillars in Totality 


Another common ‘interpretative’ error that novice students 
make early on is to assume that the Hidden Stem affects the 
first five years of the 10-year Luck Pillar, and the Earthly 
Branch affects the last five years. This is incorrect.

We read the pillars holistically as ONE. We don’t call it a Pillar 
for no reason. At the highest level of BaZi, pillars are perceived 
pictorially, as a single unit. So this 5-Years Stem and 5-Years 
Branch approach is plainly incorrect. If that was the case, if 
the Heavenly Stem was a favourable element and the Earthly 
Branch unfavourable, that means 5-Years of good luck and 5- 
Years of bad luck and that’s just illogical. 
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Each year interacts differently with the entire Luck Pillar 


The correct way to look at the impact of the Luck Pillar is 
to see how it relates or interacts with the individual years in 
the Luck Pillar. The Earthly Branch relationships that you 

will learn about in the chapters to come will show you how 
the Luck Pillar interacts with the individual years and with 
the BaZi. That tells you how a person's Luck will be within 
those 10-Years. Hence, the pillars must be read in totality 

and not separated. 
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Colour Therapy, Food Therapy, Element 
Therapy, Name Therapy, Retail Therapy? 


I have written extensively in my books on 
Feng Shui about what I like to term ‘the 
x placebo effect’. Many laypeople tend 
~ to place faith in what I call the “Put 
+ Therapy’ to resolve Feng Shui 
issues. ‘Put Therapy’ refers to the 
mentality that every problem can be 
resolved with a placement or “Putting” of a figurine 

or by placing something in a corner somewhere. As long as 
you know what that something (object, item, symbol) is, 
everything will be just fine. Unfortunately, it does not work 

this way. 


The idea of using colours, food, or surrounding yourself with 
certain types of furniture or elements has sprung forth from 

the ‘Put Therapy’, I believe. Now, even in BaZi consultations, 
clients ask about what they should put in their rooms, what 

symbols to put in their offices, colours they should wear or 
even, elements they should make more use of in order to solve 
problems diagnosed from their BaZi charts. 


Honestly, if therapy was the answer to solving BaZi 
problems, then BaZi consultants would simply 
recommend retail therapy and be done 
with it. ’'ve yet to meet anyone 
who didn’t get some happiness 
from spending money! For that 
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matter, if the solution to an elemental imbalance is a matter 
of changing the furniture or elements of the objects around 
us, then the whole swathes of people are potentially living 
in houses that are elemental time bombs (since they don’t 
know what elements they should have around them or the 
elements are mixed) and we would have to re-draw the entire 
population map of the world because certain people should, 
or shouldn’t live, in certain places or houses! 


Oh, and not to mention the thousands of people living 

without Chinese names who will now have to 
find inventive ways to ‘incorporate’ their helpful 
elements into their names. Perhaps the Queen 

(a Geng Metal lady) should reconsider 

using the name ‘Windsor’.

Let’s face it - this is just unreal. And that is why the ‘Put 
Therapy’ and its resultant therapies are simply not in tune 
with the correct approach to BaZ1. 

This is not to say that colours are not helpful, or that 
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geographical location is not relevant. But colours at best carry 
a negligible advantage only and I always say, don’t just wear 
a colour because it’s a favourable colour according to your 
BaZi elemental requirements. If you hate the colour, you’re 
not going to be comfortable wearing it and any nominal 
benefit is instantly cancelled out. Your luck is not going to 
change just because you are wearing something. Your luck 
may change if you do something about the situation that 
relates to the problem. 


Let me pose this question: If Water is 
your unfavourable element, should you 
stop drinking water? Obviously not. So 
if you’re not about to stop consuming 
an element because it’s bad for you, 
so clearly adding or wearing more of an 
element physically is not going to improve 


things. 


For that matter, if you are told a certain symbol (say al 
%& Ru Yi) is helpful to you, and hey, the bigger it is, the 
better right? - Are you going to lug around Ps 
a giant 411% Ru Yi with you everywhere 
you go? > 


An object or a symbol cannot change or ¢ 
influence an elemental problem. But 
your actions in tackling that problem 
correctly can. 


Otherwise, we might as well ask all the people who need water 


to move into biospheres at the bottom of the sea or work out 
of their bathtubs at home! 
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BaZi - It Ain’t no Miracle 


Solutions in BaZi are not always easy. But there is always a 
solution. Often, it is not a case that there is no solution, as 
much as the solution is unpalatable or unpleasant to consider. 
Changing your character to overcome weaknesses is never easy. 
Changing the way you think about yourself is accomplished 
not without effort. But that is why you have that 33.3 percent 
Man Luck factor. 


Destiny is in your hands - the question is, do you have what it 
takes to take control, or are you content to just go along with 
the ride and be a backseat driver? 


But where clients (in the case of those who seek a professional 
consultation) and individuals are prepared to do what it takes, 
and are willing to face up to the obstacles and challenges, 
mental or otherwise, then Destiny has a chance to be fulfilled, 
and your dreams have a chance to come true. 


BaZi, as you all know, is about taking action. Doing the right 
thing, at the right time, with the right person or in the right 
place. However, the ‘Put Therapy’ is hardly what we consider 
taking action in BaZi. Placing certain objects around you is 


not the solution to a missing element, or a weak element or 
an element needed to balance your BaZi. Instead, in BaZi, 
the solution is derived from determining what the missing or 
weak element is, and then translating that element into action, 
thoughts, attitude or behaviour. 


The ‘add physical element solution’ is not the way BaZi is 
done and I will show you an example of how ‘put therapy’ 
can be misguided. The following chart was shown to me by 
an American student. It belonged to a friend of his and his 
friend had recently gone for a BaZi consult. The consultant’s 
advice was to build a swimming pool as the Ji#!_ Wood Day 
Master’s chart was too dry and needed Water. The person was 
also advised to wear blue colour and paint her office blue. 
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3 November 1979, Horse Hour (9am), Female 
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Let’s do the analysis together. 
= This is a Jia! Wood Day 
= Master, born in the Autumn 

season. Clearly, it is weak 
Wood. Yes, there are small 
' tiny roots in the Wei % 
(Goat) branch but these roots are quite weak. It is also obvious 
that this chart has a missing element, namely Water. 


Now, sometimes, people jump to the conclusion that an 
element is missing without checking the Hidden Stems. It 
is very important to make sure an element is really missing. 
One good way, if you are not sure, is to plot the chart using 
the BaZi Ming Pan calculator on www.joeyyap.com and 
check the elemental values table on the charts plotted. If 
there is a zero anywhere in the table, that means the element 
is really missing. 


Elemental Values°:

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Just because Water is missing from this 
chart, that does not mean that the solution 
to this person’s BaZi is to ‘add water’. 
We’re not talking about cooking a stew 
here where the pot runs a bit dry and so 

you add water. An element being missing, 

does not mean that element is favourable to 
the chart. The correct question to ask is whether this charts 

NEEDS water, and also, whether it can USE Water effectively 
in the first place. 


As Water is non-existent in this chart, this Jid# Wood Day 
Master does not have any affinity with Water. That means that 
eventhough the Water element appears in the Luck Pillars or 
Annual Pillars, the Jia-# Wood Day Master is not receptive 
to it. So trying to ‘add water’ to this chart in the form of 
building a swimming pool doesn’t help this Jia Wood Day 
Master for two reasons: firstly, building a swimming pool is 
not how we introduce an element into the chart in classical 
BaZi and secondly, this Jia4? Wood Day Master is not 
receptive to Water. 


Accordingly, the advice this person received to build a 
swimming pool is highly debatable with regards to its efficacy, 
especially if the swimming pool is not located using Feng 
Shui principles. In fact, the lack of affinity with the Water 
element suggests that the swimming pool may end up giving 
her problems after it is constructed! Even if, for the sake of 
argument, building a swimming pool could be construed as a 
means of introducing Water into this person’s BaZi 

chart, a swimming pool is Rent- Water. Ren=E- 
Water does not feed this dead Jia? Wood - it 
is Gui 2 Water that the Jia ? Wood needs. 
Perhaps, the consultant should have suggested 
she hire a medicine man to bring rain!

I have always emphasised the importance o 
looking at BaZi when it comes to Feng Shui audits 
or consultations.

Many people are aware that Feng Shui and BaZi 


must be used in a complementary manner. i > = 


As this 1s a book about BaZi, I want to explore the issue 
from the reverse perspective and talk a little bit about how 

is Feng Shui used, to assist with problems identified through 
a BaZi consult. Firstly, this will help put to rest some of 
the misconceptions about using elements from a person’s 
BaZi in their personal Feng Shui and secondly, it will help 
foster further appreciation of how these two complementary 
disciplines work together.

I think the best way to understand how BaZi and Feng Shui 
are complementary is by using an example. In this example I 
will show you how Feng Shui recommendations are offered to 
a client, when the problem is identified through BaZ1, 
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When I met this gentleman, his chart revealed a Zif (Rat) 
and Wu “F (Horse) clash, which is indicative of, amongst 
other things, a heart problem. Ding J Fire represents the 
heart and the clash is already present in his chart between 
the Ding J Fire in the Wu “F (Horse) and the Gui2s Water 
inside the Zi (Rat). At the 53 Luck Pillar of Jia ZH, 
the Zi (Rat) appears again and clashes with the WF 
(Horse) in the BaZi chart. This makes it very clear that a heart 
problem is on the boil. 
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Off we went to his house to have a look. Sure enough, in 
the South Sector of this house, there was an electric pole. 
The South sector is governed by the LH Gua and Li Gua 
amongst other things, represents the heart. 


Gen Kan Qian 


The neighbour’s roof points at the Northwest sector of the 
property and the Northwest sector of his property is very 
small. The gentleman himself is Gua #6, Qiar#’z Gua. The 
Early Heaven Ba Gua of Qian#z Gua is Lif#ff Gua. An 
Early Heaven relationship between the Gua’s indicates health 
problems or matters. 
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What does all this analysis tell us? That the problems in a 
person’s BaZi chart will always show up in their Feng Shui. 
Hence, the two are inter-related and should always be used 
together. Because this gentleman had a pre-disposition in his 
chart to a heart problem, he would invariably choose a home 
that ‘confirmed’ the likelihood of the problem. 


What was the Feng Shui prescription, now that the BaZi 
diagnosis had been made? 


First, the Northwest sector was expanded and tall trees were 
planted in the Northwest to block out the sharp roof from 
the neighbour’s house pointing at the Northwest sector. Qian 
#7, Gua, which represents him, is strengthened. He is also the 
head of the household, which Qian#z Gua represents. He 
was also advised to try and remove the pole in the South. 


Tall trees were planted in the Northwest to block 
out the sharp roof from the neighbour’s house 
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Secondly, regular health check-ups, specifically with a 
cardiologist, had to be rigorously adhered to, especially in 
2002 =-“F (Ren Wu) and 2008 JK (Wu Zi), which is when 
the clash with the Wu 4F (Horse) materialises. 
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Take a deep breath... 


Some of the analysis in this chart probably goes over your head 
- [have mentioned certain Earthly Branch relationships which 

you are unfamiliar with, talked a bit about Feng Shui. It’s all 

a lot to absorb. But BaZi is one of those wonderful subjects 

where getting thrown into the deep end is one of the best ways 

to learn. Also, by illustrating the common errors made with 

examples, I hope it makes it easier for you to see why certain 
analysis techniques are simply not appropriate. 


Of course, you should not reverse engineer too much when 
it comes to BaZi, but what is contained in this chapter’s 

examples is just a flavour and taster of what is to come. When 
you get to the end of the book, revisit the chapter again and 

you'll see all the examples in a new light. 
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Chapter Four: 


Combination Codes 


Let’s kick off the types of Earthly Branch 
relationship codes with something that «°° 
I’m sure most of you have heard about 
before. Ever heard some people saying 
those born in the year of the Dog should avoid 

marrying (or for that matter working together 

with, embarking on a JV or even hiring!) people 

born in the year of the Dragon but they could do any of the 
above activities with someone born in the year of the Rabbit? 
Guess where this advice originates from? You guessed it - 
Combination Codes in BaZi. 


Unfortunately, Combinations are also one of the most ‘abused’ 
BaZi principles, often employed to sell animal pendants or 
to give a BaZi basis for the theory of ‘secret friends’ or to 
justify why those born in the year of the Snake should marry 
Monkey-born spouses but not Pigs. All these are what I call 
‘New Age’ BaZi ideas - they do not have any basis in classical 
BaZi studies and represent an incorrect use, interpretation and 
explanations of Combinations. 
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Remember in BaZi, the aim is to make informed \ 
decisions and take the right action. Buying a 

pendant, wearing a pendant, or being superstitious, 
is not considered ‘taking the right action’ or 
‘making an informed decision’ by any stretch of \ 
imagination. Why not just marry someone born 


/ 


in the same year as you - that way, there would \ 
be absolutely no clashes because you’d both be / 
of the same character and nature! S o ) 


The real meaning behind Combination Codes 


Combinations are in effect relationships between two Earthly 
Branches. It is one of the most important relationships that 

must be considered when analysing a Destiny Code because 
Combinations indicate a compatibility between two Heavenly 
Stems or two Earthly Branches. At its most basic level, the 
presence of Combinations in a BaZ1 tells us that two elements 
in a BaZi have a connection that we must consider or pay 

attention to. 


What do I mean when I say ‘compatibility’ between two 
Heavenly Stems or Earthly Branches? This does not refer to 
compatibility within the context of a personal relationship 
between two people. Rather, it means the two Earthly 
Branches have a connection or an elemental association. 


Combinations in BaZi are typically an indication of union 
or a connection between two aspects of a person’s life. By 
determining what those two aspects are, using a technique in 
BaZi known as the Ten Gods -}-##!, it is possible to determine 
which two aspects of a person’s life (be it relationships, objects 
or persons) have a connection or a union. 
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Essentially, there are TWO levels of combinations: Heavenly 
Stems combinations and Earthly Branches combinations. 
A Heavenly Stems combination refers to the presence of a 
connection between two Heavenly Stems in a BaZi chart. 


An Earthly Branches combination, as the name suggests, 
involves a union or affiliation between two or three of the 
Earthly Branches. An Earthly Branches combination has 
stronger effect, while a Heavenly Stems combination is usually 
weaker and more superficial or surface level only. Because of 
this, I will first discuss the Earthly Branches Combinations 
here in this chapter. 


The Earthly Branches Combination 


Earthly Branches combinations are derived from astrological 
phenomenon - an Earthly Branch is a segment of the planet’s 
location. Certain Qi and stars are compatible with the Qi and 
stars of that Branch and it is from here that the Combinations 
are derived. 


Earthly Branches Combinations indicate a strong union, 
link, bond or connection or nexus between the objects or 
relationships represented by the elements involved in the 
Combinations. These bonds or connections are less easily 
broken or challenged. 


Connections, affiliations, relationships and associations are 
sometimes simple matters, sometimes complex matters, and can 
involve a diverse number of possibilities and subjects. So these 
are reflected in the types of Earthly Branches combinations. 
Sometimes a combination involves two Branches, sometimes 
three. It is a wise idea to try to commit to memory all these 
combinations but don’t be too worried if you can’t do it right 
away. Instead, look to appreciate how combinations work and 
the subtleties of combinations for now. 


There are three types of Earthly Branches combinations: 


* The Three Harmony Combination (=) 
¢ The Directional Combination (= #7) 
* The Six Harmony Combination (\4 


When working with combinations, remember that we 

must always consider if the Combination is favourable or 
unfavourable before arriving at a conclusion. Sometimes, 
there is a strong bond to something, but it is to something 

that could be harmful, such as an abusive or tormenting 

relationship. The Combination creates a situation where the 

person cannot let go, or is unable to close off the relationship 
or end the connection. 


The Three Harmony Combination =F 


I like to call the Three Harmony Combination the 
‘three musketeers’. It helps my students differentiate this 
Combination from other Combinations. 


Before we learn more about the Three Harmony Combination, 

I must touch upon the subject of ‘Secret Friends’. You may have 
heard of this concept - it is quite popular in New Age Feng 
Shui and is often referenced in populist Chinese Astrology. 
The ‘Secret Friends’ concept states that individuals are more 
likely to be ‘compatible’ with individuals born in certain years 
and those compatible years are derived from animals 
within certain groups which are deemed to have Be ES 


special affinity with each other. S

For example, a person born it the year of the _ “Qe? 


Rooster is supposedly more compatible wit 

those born in the year of the Snake and Ox, 

according to the 'Secret Friends' concept.So what 

happens if you scrutinise your little black book and 

discover you have no friends born in those ‘compatible’ years? 
No big deal - buy a pendant of the animal that forms your 
‘Secret Friend’ and your Secret Friend will soon turn up! 


If only it was that easy! 


There is absolutely no basis for the concept of wearing a 

pendant of the animal of ‘Secret Friends’ in classical BaZi , nor 

is there anything in BaZi called ‘Secret Helpers Luck ’The

So, what is this Three Harmony Combination? Have a 
look at the chart below which shows the Three Harmony 
Combination:

If you are familiar with or have been an understanding 
of Feng Shui, you will realise that the Three Harmony 
Combination is derived from the Water, Fire, Metal and 
Wood Frames. 
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What the Three Harmony Combination does is empower one 
of the Five Elements in the chart, and enable it to become 
the dominant Element in the chart. The Three Harmony 
Combination in the BaZi chart typically indicates a powerful 
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network or special relationships. When such a combination 
exists within a BaZi, in the correct sequence, and it is 
favourable to the Day Master, the person is usually someone 
who has a special connection or link to certain groupings in 
society or rub shoulders with many high-ranking or high- 
status individuals. 


If the element that the Three Harmony combination produced 
is NOT favorable to the BaZi chart itself, it can denote 
troublesome relationships or complicated associations that run 
like the typical plot of a daytime soap opera. In other words, 
very complex, complicated and not fun. 


Let’s take a look at the example below:

Look at the Year Branch, Month Branch and Day Branch of 
this Bing Fire Day Master’s chart. Do you see the Chetix 
(Dragon), Zi  ( Rat) and Shen -1 (Monkey)? Now, check 
the Three Harmony Combination table on page 84. 


This BaZi chart has a Water Frame Three Harmony 
Combination. 
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Now, is this combination favourable or unfavourable? 


This Bing WW Fire Day Master is weak. The presence of 
the Water Frame Three Harmony Combination diminishes 
further the quality of the sunlight in this chart and overwhelms 
the Bing W Fire Day Master. The Water Frame therefore 
is clearly not favourable since Water is a negative element 
for the Day Master. From this, we can deduce that this 
individual’s relationships with his superiors and legal issues 
are complicated, dramatic and frequently long, protracted and 
dragged out. 


Now, let’s look at an example of where a Three Harmony 
Combination is positive and favourable. 
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Tiger Snake Rooster Ox 
Yang Wood Yin Fire Yin Metal Yin Earth 


Again, look at the Year Branch, Month Branch and Day 
Branch. See the Chou H. (Ox), You F§ (Rooster) and SiE 
(Snake)? This is a Three Harmony Combination that forms 
the Metal Frame. Now, this Ding J Fire Day Master is 
strong enough to handle the Metal element, even though it is 
not born in season, as it receives support from the Wood 
element in the Yin # (Tiger) and the Fire element in the Si 
E (Snake). 
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Accordingly, the combination is favourable. So how is it 
favourable to this Ding J Fire Day Master? Metal, is the 
Wealth element of a Ding J Fire Day Master. This person’s 
business connections and networking are the key to his ability 


to amass great wealth. 


A Three Harmony Combination can also be activated when the 
missing Earthly Branch required to complete the combination 
arrives through an annual pillar or 10-year Luck PillarTake 


a look at the example below: 
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In the above instance, the Three Harmony Combination is 

completed during the 10-year Luck Pillar beginning at the 
Chinese age of 33. This example shows the Three Harmony 
Combination of Hai X (Pig)-Mao J) (Rabbit)-Wei A (Goat). 
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The Three Harmony Combination can also be activated 
during the one year when the missing Earthly Branch that 
completes the Combination arrives. Have a look at the 
example below: 
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Here, the Fire Frame combination of Yin (Tiger), Wu 4F 
(Horse) and Xuf&% (Dog) is activated in the year 1966, 
during the Geng Yin 10-Year Luck Pillar, when the Fire Frame 
combination’s component Earthly Branches are all present.

The Directional Combination =? 


Directional combinations are another type of combination that 
involves three Earthly Branches. A Directional Combination 
is present when, within a BaZi chart, all the Earthly Branches 
from a season are present in the chart. Just in case you have 
forgotten about the Branches of each season here is the list:

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For example, a BaZi chart containing Yir#i (Tiger), Mao JU 
(Rabbit) and Chen J& (Dragon) can be said to contain the 
entire season of Spring. This Directional Combination is 
known as Eastern Wood. 
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The Directional Combination produces one overwhelmingly 
strong and dominant element in the chart. This is because 
the entire season is present in the chart and so that particular 
Element is strongly supported. A Directional Combination 
may be favourable or unfavourable, depending on whether 
the strong, dominant element is a favourable element or an 
unfavourable element. 
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The Six Harmony Combinations, like the Three Harmony 
Combination and The Directional Combination, can appear 
within a BaZi chart itself, known as an Internal Combination, 
or can materialise during certain Luck Pillars (a 10-year cycle) 
or during a particular year (Annual Pillars), known as an 
External Combination. 


You will notice that sometimes, Combinations transform or 
produce an element. Now, the technical term for this is ‘He 
Hua #1t’ - transform or produce is not strictly speaking an 
accurate translation so do not take the term too literally. 


A combination is like a union of two of the Earthly Branches. 
They unite and, under certain conditions, they may transform 
into another element.

The Heavenly Stems Combinations 


Heavenly Stems can also have Combination relationships. 
These usually represent obvious relationships, meetings and 
joint ventures, or obvious connections. But because Heavenly 
Stems represent only prevailing Qi, these relationships may 
not last, or may be superficial only in nature. There is the 
appearance of combination but it may not be a strong one, 

unless the combination is rooted. 


The table below lists the Heavenly Stem Combinations. 


Heavenly Stem El = have specific meanings 
attached to them. Jia? and Ji G is called the combination 
of benevolence. People with this combination are typically 
merciful and nice. 


The Yi Z and Geng combination is a combination that 
indicates loyalty and altruism. People with a Yé.-Geng J3t 
combination in their chart usually treat their friends like 
blood brothers or are extremely close to their friends. Yi and 
Geng combinations in a chart, especially where Geng Metal is 
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the Day Master and is a male, usually means the moment the 
man is married, his wife becomes the most important person 
to him. 


Bing Aj and Xin +4 is usually described as a betrayal 
combination. It can also mean that the person is lusty and 
sensual. Ding J and Ren = is a combination that marks 
out the person as a fiercely loyal person. Finally, Wi and 
Gui 4% is known as a non-merciful combination (Wu Qing 
He #144) because the combination does not last. 


Each combination also has the possibility of producing or 
transforming into a new element. For instance, Wu and 
Gui 2 can combine and transform into the Fire Element. 
However, any transformation needs the correct conditions 
to facilitate the process. For instance, Wu and Gui 2% 
will only transform when the person goes through Fire Luck 
Pillars, since conditions then become conducive in the chart 
for the successful transformation into Fire. 


Combination Caveats 


When looking at combinations, we are interested in looking 
at several issues. First, obviously, is determining if the 
combination is a favourable combination, or an unfavourable 
combination. Just like not all marriages turn out well, not 

all combinations bode well for a BaZi. Secondly, it is also 
relevant to consider if the combination fran eto obs or produces 
an element. Just like not all marriages produce 


transfor or produce the eleme nt in que 
Thirdly, we must consider if AS combination 
is an internal combinatic 
combination, because th 

combination varies in 


The common assumption which is frequently made is that 
combinations indicate good relationships or marriages and 
that combinations are a good thing. In BaZi, we never assume, 
just like we never pre-judge, something to be instantly good 
or bad. Combinations basically just indicate a relationship 
between two Earthly Branches and a nexus or connection 
between two subjects, issues or persons in your life. It’s always 
important to assess what aspects are in combination before 
determining whether it is something you want! 


Consider the result, before making a judgment. If 
- the Combination is favourable for the chart, then 
the relationship outcome between the elements 
is positive. If the combination is not favourable 
to the chart, then there is a union or a nexus 
between the elements that brings about an 
unfavourable outcome. 


To Transform, or not to Transform? 


Two of the most frequently asked questions by students of 
BaZi when it comes to Combinations are: When does a 
combination produce an outcome? And what does it mean? 
Does it add an extra element to the chart? 


Whether or not a Combination will produce an additional 
element depends on the Combination itself. A combination 
does not always transform or produce an element, if the 
conditions within the BaZi chart are not conducive to a 
transformation. What does this mean? 


Essentially, the Month Branch and Season must support the 
transformed or produced element. If the BaZi chart’s month 
branch and season are not supportive of the transformed or 
produced element, then the transformation does not materialize. 
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Take a look at the example below: 
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Shen and Si E. combine; supposed to transform to water. 


This BaZi has a Combination between the SiG (Snake) in 

the Day Branch and Shen 1 (Monkey) in the Hour Branch. 

Based on the Six Harmony Combinations, this Combination 
produces Water. Now, if the person is born in the Winter 
months of Hai & (Pig) and Zi $ (Rat) then Water is strong 
and so the additional Water element will be produced.

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However, if we change the positioning of the Combination 
slightly, as per the diagram below, then the situation is

The Shen #4 - Si & combination is still present, but this 
time, the season is Summer. During Summer, Fire is strong 
and it is dry. So, the combination between SiG (Snake) and 
Shen FA (Monkey) will not produce Water. However, when 
this person enters their Water 10-Year Luck Pillars, then this 
Combination will transform to become Water. 
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There are some schools of BaZi 
which state that once the SiE 
(Snake) and Shen (Monkey) 
combine, the Branches lose their 
individual elements of Metal and 
Fire, and become Water. This is 
an incorrect explanation of how 
the Water element is derived. Again, 
let me use the analogy of a marriage to 

explain why this explanation is incorrect. When a woman 
marries a man, and they produce a child, the woman and 
man do not die upon the birth of the child. 


Think of Combinations as a marriage of the BaZi chart’s 
Earthly Branches. Sometimes an additional element is 
produced, sometimes an additional element is not. It depends 
on the fertility of the chart, so to speak. 


When an additional element is present in the chart, that 

element represents one of the five factors in your life. 
Remember, Wealth, Influence, Companion, Resource 

Output? The question then is whether or not this element 

is favourable or not. This will answer the question of 
whether or not the Combination and its outcome are 

favourable or unfavourable. 


You may have also heard of a concept known as ‘Combined 
Away’ but as this is slightly complicated, I will leave it for 
the next book in this series. Right now, as we are still on the 
basics level, let’s keep things simple!

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Combining with Who and What? 
Decoding Combinations 


Generally, Combinations indicate a bonding, a joint venture, a 
union, a nexus between the elements, and what those elements 
represent. Getting an exact picture of what the combination 
involves however requires decoding the combination. How 
do we do this? By looking at the palaces involved, and 
determining whether or not the Combination is successful or 
unsuccessful, favourable or unfavourable and of course, the 
Ten Gods involved in the combination. 


Let’s look at how we can use the Palaces to decode a 
Combination. 
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Rooster 


A combination between the Year Branch of the BaZi chart and the Luck Pillar. 


When a combination involves the Year Pillar, this indicates that 
extended family is involved in the picture. If the combination 
involves the Month Pillar, then it hints at a relationship 
involving an immediate member of the family, or a superior. 
If it is the Day Branch that is involved in a Combination, 
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the Combination relates to your spouse, your home or you 
personally. If the Hour Pillar is affected by the Combination, 
then it relates to your career or your children. 
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A combination between the Month Branch of the BaZi chart with the Luck Pillar. 


The element produced, or affected by the combination, 
also indicates what the scenario or subject matter that the 
combination affects will be. For example, if the Influence 
Element is produced, or affected, then the combinations 
outcome or occurrence will affect the person’s reputation, 
authority, superiors or relationships or objects under the 
person’s control or dominion. 


If the Resource element is impacted by the combination, health 
is the issue at hand. If the Companion Element is produced, 
this indicates meeting new friends. If the Wealth element is 
involved, and the combination is a favourable one, then it 
indicates making money. However, if the element produced is 
an unfavourable one, then you may lose money! 
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Will You Marry Me? 
When a Combination Means Marriage 


In certain circumstances, a combination does really 
denote a marriage or meeting a spouse, or a n 
Significant Other. What is this circumstance? 
When the combination that takes place 
produces the element that is also the 
Spouse Star of the Day Master. 


In case you’ve forgotten how to derive the 
Spouse Star, I’ve reproduced the table below, 
from The Destiny Codefor quick reference.

By modern standards, this man got married at a very early 
age, namely, the age of 23. Let’s see what the BaZi chart tells 
us. This man is a Ren Water Day Master. Accordingly, his 
Wealth Element, which is also his Spouse Star, is Fire. 
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In the Ren Yin E#% Luck Pillar, in the year of Wu WulX% 
“F(1978) there is a Yin#-Wu 4F-Xu K Three Harmony 
Combination that produces Fire. Fire, we know, is this Ren 
Water Day Master’s Spouse Star. 


The Day Master here is strong, as it is born in season. So this 
Ren + Water is strong enough to control the Fire element. 
You will notice this chart is also a bit cold, being born at the 
height of the Winter season. So, Fire is clearly a favourable 
element as it helps warm the chart and make the Day Master 
comfortable. So, the combination is clearly favourable, usable 
and needed by the Day Master. Since the combination 
produces the Spouse Star, the person got married in 1978.

This BaZi chart belongs to an individual who, in his mid- 
twenties, commenced a business partnership manufacturing 
plastic household wares. His partnership was phenomenally 
successful, making both individuals in the partnership very 
wealthy in the process. 


This Ren - Water Day Master is born in the Summer season. 
usiness ideas are strong in this individual as 
ere is strong fire in the Year Pillar of Bing XpY /% and Fire 
is the Wealth) Star for this Ren-- Water Day Master. And 
because this Ren=E Water Day Master is 

weak, having been born out of season, he 

has lots of ideas but is unable to execute 
them solo. This weak Water needs help 
from other ‘Water’ - a partner in the 
form of Gui 3 Water. 
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Gui 4 Water will help this Ren== Day Master control the 
Fire. What does this mean? It means the partner helps him 
achieve and materialise his goals. In the Bing Shey A 
(Fire Monkey) Luck Pillar, commencing at the age of 26, a 
combination is activated between the Shert! (Monkey) and 
the Si (Snake). This combination has a strong tendency 
to produce the water element. So, a combination is already 
waiting to happen and it involves a partner. 
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Now, telling a person that a business partner is about to come 
along any time during the 10 years is not very helpful to a 
person. He wants to know when is the big moment!So how 
do we know when the partnership kicked off?

Take a look at 1972. That is the year of the Rat. Now, do 
you see that the Shen} - Zi { - Chen J& Three Harmony 
combination that produces the Water Frame is complete? 


Water is the Companion Element of this Ren=E Water Day 
Master and is exactly what the weak Rent Water Day 
Master needs. The Ren Zi-=- year allows the Shei - 
Si combination to transform into Water. A partnership 
was formed that year and the business ideas were able to 
materialise for this gentleman. 
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These are of course just two illustrations of how combinations 
work and are very simple applications of combinations. As 
you progress through your understanding and learning of 
BaZi, particularly with the Ten Gods component added to the 
BaZi chart, greater depth of understanding of combinations 
will emerge. For now, focus on remembering what Stems and 
Branches have combination relationships with each other 
and practice identifying combination relationships in BaZi 
charts. As your acuity of combinations improves, and you 
start to think about the combinations in relation to the Day 
Master and the Five Relationships, so the combinations will 
make sense! 
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Chapter Five: 
Clash Codes 


This is one type of relationship between the ¢ / 
Earthly Branches that is actually already 
familiar and known to most people. 
Perhaps you may have heard someone 
saying that a couple should never have 

a six-year difference in their ages because 
otherwise, the year of their birth ‘clashes’. Or 
sometimes, people think that the reason they 
do not get along with certain people is because 
their animal signs clash. For example, Rats 
should not marry Horses, or Dogs should not have bosses who 
are Dragons, or Roosters will not get along with people who 
are born in the Year of the Rabbit. 


Unfortunately, this is a wrong understanding and erroneous 

application of the Clash Relationship amongst the Earthly 
Branches. This incorrect understanding of the Clash 

Relationship is what has given rise to lots of fodder for annual 
horoscope books, the Sunday newspaper horoscopes and 
superstitious practices. 
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A Clash7#, in BaZi theory, involves an opposing or a repelling 
relationship between the Branches, based on the elements or 
contrasting attributes of the elements. Each Branch represents 
a specific position of the Earth in relation to the sun. The 

Branches that have a clash relationship with each other are 
those which have opposing planetary positions. 


In reality, a Clash brings about challenges, obstacles, deterrent, 
interruptions and difficulties. It represents opposition, change, 
and sometimes, loss or removal of something or someone.

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A Clash can manifest in many ways: it can mean an 
incompatibility with a situation or path you have chosen, it 
can make a person lose something, such as wealth or a spouse 
or a company, it can mean physical harm or danger such as 
an accident, it can mean a problem or incompatibility with 
certain people such as a spouse, a family member, a friend or 
a business partner.

The severity of a Clash in a BaZi chart is determined by several 
factors. The methodology for evaluating a Clash is usually 
first, to decode the Clash itself. We want to look at the type of 
Clash, and determine if, for example, it is an emotional Clash, 
or a physical Clash. We also want to see what is the element 
involved in or impacted by the Clash. If a favourable element 
is clashed, clearly, the Clash will not be a pleasant one. If 
it is the Useful God or Yong Shen} ##, which is the most 
important element in the BaZi, is clashed, then definitely it is 
not a pretty outcome. 


Secondly, the Palace that is involved in the clash will also 
indicate the degree of severity. A Clash that impacts the Year 
Branch, manifests differently from a Clash that impacts the 
Month, Day and Hour Branches. 
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Hour | Day | Month | Year 


An Internal clash between the day branch and the hour branch. 


A third consideration is whether the Clash is already present 
in the BaZi, known as an Internal Clash, or only occurs upon 
the arrival of certain Annual or Luck Pillars and thus, only 
occurs and affects the BaZi chart during certain points in 
time in the person’s life, known as an External Clash. External 
Clashes are usually drastic or shocking change, that affects the 
person’s health, their relationships or their business or work 
endeavours. However, they are also usually problems that you 
can see coming, and are challenges which if you are aware are 
on the horizon, you can take pro-active steps to handle 
or psychologically be prepared for.Internal Clashes 
by contrast usually involve a certain internalised 
questioning or debate by the person on a matter. 
They often involve change or events forced by 
circumstances that are already prevailing. 


Finally, there is the practical question that must always 
be considered, which is, what exactly is being affected by the 
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Clash? Which of the Five Factors does the Clash relate to? 
Is it an Output element? Resource? Influence? By looking at 
the Clash, within the context of the 10 Gods, we can further 
decode what the clash will affect, how it will affect the person 
and the severity of the Clash. By knowing what is being 
affected, only then, can we place the Clash within the context 
of the person’s life and determine if the Clash is a hard hit, or 
just a little jolt. 


As you make your way through this chapter, I want you to 
bear something very important in mind. Do not assume that 

a Clash is always bad or is automatically bad. The presence of 
a Clash in itself is not cause to be upset or worried. Until the 
Clash is properly decoded and understood within the context 
of the person’s life, keep an open mind and just treat it as an 
elemental relationship between the Branches. 
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The Six Clashes 7\¥! 


The table below shows which Earthly Branches have a Clash 
relationship with each other. 
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Clash, No Clash or Potential Clash? 


The Earthly Branches that have a Clash relationship with each 
other MUST BE next to each other in the BaZi in order to 
be considered a Clash in the BaZi. If the two Branches skip a 
pillar, this is not considered a Clash in the strict sense although 
the Clash may be activated in certain special circumstances or 
may impact on the person in a mild or moderate form. 


Mao You

The Clash in this BaZi is between the YoufY (Rooster) in 
the Month Branch and the Mao Jj! (Rabbit) in the Day 
Branch. It is side-by-side and therefore the impact of the 
Clash is more serious.

Now, take a look at this BaZi chart. Strictly speaking, the 
Clash is considered present because the two Clash elements, 
the You F§ (Rooster) and the Mao Jl) (Rabbit) are present. 
However, as the Clash is separated, the elements are not close 
enough to cause substantial impact and so the Clash is not 
severe and it is usually tolerable. 
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This Clash is between the Month Branch and the Hour 
Branch. In my first book, The Destiny Codd indicated that 
the Month Pillar is also known as the Parents' Palace whilst 
the Hour Pillar is also known as the Children’s Palace. Hence 
we can say that the relationship between these two palaces 
is not favourable and there may be some incompatibility. In 
simple terms, the person’s children will not get along or have 
an affinity with their grandparents. 
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A person may also ‘meet’ with a Clash if the Earthly Branches 
in their BaZi have a Clash relationship with the Annual 
or Luck Pillar, as illustrated by the example below. This is 
referred to as an External Clash. 
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When the year 2005 arrives, there is a Clash between the Day 
Branch of the BaZi chart, which is MaojfJ (Rabbit) and the 
Branch of the annual Luck Pillar, which is You} (Rooster). 
Now, simple mathematics tell us that since there are only 12 
animals signs, this means that every twelve years, a Clash will 
occur. So does that mean that this person has to be nervous 
and worried every time the Rooster year rolls around? 


An annual clash is usually interpreted differently because the 
10-Year Luck Pillar will function as a filter on the impact of 
the Annual Pillar on the BaZi. Depending on the 10-Year 
Luck Pillar, the impact of the Clash may be neutralised, or 
softened, or amplified. 
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Luck Pillaract as filter. 
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Internal Clash 


An Internal Clash refers to a Clash that is already present in a 
BaZi, and the Branches with a clash relationship are side-by- 
side. Take a look at the examples below.

Internal Clash between the Day Branch and the Hour Branch 
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An Internal Clash represents a certain incompatibility that 
is present at the time of the person’s birth, or an obstacle or 
change in the person’s life that is just waiting to happen. So 
how do we go about decoding the Clash to understand what 
it means and what implications it carries? 


One very powerful feature of BaZ1 is its ability to give us insight 
into the timing of events, and not just say that a certain event 
is likely to happen. Once the BaZi is decoded, it is possible to 
drill down to the precise year or month in which the event is 
likely to occur. When it comes to Clashes, knowing when it 
is going to happen is as important as knowing what is going 
to happen. 


The Age Pillars are one way of broadly determining when a 
Clash will take place.

So a Clash between the Year and Month Branch tells us that 

between a person’s teenage and youth years, a momentous 
event will occur. As your understanding of BaZi increases, you 
will see that it is possible to pin it down to a precise year, and 
month. But let’s not get ahead of ourselves! 
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External Clash 


An External Clash is sometimes viewed as a dynamic clash 
because it is influenced by elements that are not within 

the original Eight Characters in the BaZi. An External 

Clash is a clash that occurs as a result of certain Branches 
appearing during certain Annual Pillars or 10-Year Luck 

Pillars, which have a Clash relationship with the Branches 
in your BaZi chart. 


Since every day in the year has a pillar, along with every 
month of the year, it is possible to analyse your BaZi very 
meticulously. However, it is not necessary at this stage to get 
into such complex analysis. Focusing on Clashes between the 
Annual Pillar and 10 Year Luck Pillar is more than adequate 
for you to gain an understanding and appreciation of the 
obstacles or problems that a Clash will throw up for you. 


Here is an example of an External Clash. 
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Now, let’s see if we can get a clearer picture on this Clash, by 
decoding it. 
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Assume that the Wu“ (Horse) in the Year Branch of the 
BaZi chart is, after careful analysis, determined to be a 
negative element. At the age of 34, this person will enter 
the Zi -— (Rat) 10-Year Luck Pillar. Now, if you refer to the 
Six Clashes table, you will see that Zi (Rat) and Wu “F 
(Horse) is a Clash. However, this Clash involves a negative 
element in the chart. 


What does this mean? It means that this person goes through a 
drastic change or event but this drastic change or event brings 
about a good outcome for the person because, although there 
is an impact, the result is the removal of a negative element. 


Let’s drill down and decode the Clash further and understand 
what area of this person’s life will be positively affected 
by this Clash. Ask yourself, which of the Five Factors 
(Influence, Resource, Companion, Output, Wealth) is 
affected by this Clash? 


Start by dissecting the two Branches involved in the Clash. 
Let’s take the Zi (Rat) first. The Zi (Rat) contains the 
hidden stem Gui 2S Water. Gui 2S Water, to a Xin 7 

Metal Day Master, is the Output Element. More ; 
specifically, it represents the Output Element — 
known as the Eating God. The wl 
Eating God star represents 


ideas, thoughts, cultivation and 
inventions. 


Okay, now turn to the other element in the Clash equation - 
the Wu 4F (Horse). Wu “F (Horse) contains Ding J Fire as 
its main Qi. Ding Fire represents the Influence element to a 
Xin == Metal Day Master. More specifically, it represents the 
Influence Element known as 7 Killings. This star denotes legal 
problems, hassles caused by petty people and back-stabbing. 


When this Clash takes place, this person would have mastered 
new skills, knows what they believe in, has confidence in 
themselves, and can rise above the pettiness that is around 
them and the problems created by petty individuals around 

them. As 7 Killings also indicates bodily harm, it also can 
mean this person, through a skill learnt or acquired, or 

through action taken, saves their own skin from a dangerous 

situation. 


In advanced study of BaZi, this Clash represents a relationship 
known as of ‘Eating God Controlling 7 Killings’. It denotes 
rise in power, status and authority after conquering all obstacles 
and opponents. It is a sign of victory and great stature. 


You might have noticed, when we decoded this Clash, that a 
lot of emphasis was put on the Hidden Stems. The Hidden 
Stems are in fact, an absolutely essential aspect of decoding 
a BaZi chart, along with the Ten Gods. Without the Hidden 
Stems, you’re only getting 25% of the picture! And remember, 
BaZ1 is a pictorial science. So if you’re only seeing 25% of the 
painting, you’re not going to be able to appreciate it in its 


Clash of the Elements: Who wins? 


In every Clash, one element will prevail over another. By 
understanding which element will prevail, we can understand 
whether the Clash will bring about a positive outcome, or a 
negative outcome. It will then enable us to take the appropriate 
steps to deal with the Clash, or embark on precautionary 
measures. Remember, in BaZi, not taking action is as good 
as not knowing what is going to happen. Why listen to the 
weather forecast if you are not going to bother to take an 
umbrella with you, right? 


So how do we decide which element prevails in a Clash? The 
answer is to look at the Month Branch of the BaZ1.

In this BaZi, there is a Clash between the Zif- (Rat) and the 
Wu “F (Horse). It is a clash between Water and Fire. Now, 
think back to the Five Elements Cycle, and the Control Cycle. 
The Five Elements Control Cycle principle is that Water 
controls Fire by extinguishing it. 


As you advance in your study of BaZi, you will develop a more 
sophisticated appreciation for the Five Element cycle and see 
that there are subtle differences in the application of the Five 
Element cycle, as your understanding of the elements grows. 
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In this case, this BaZi belongs to a person born in the Summer 
months. The strongest element in the chart is Fire. It is the 
most prosperous and timely element because it is supported by 
the month, which is the height of the Fire season. By contrast, 
the Water element, during the Summer months, is weak and 
trapped. So, while it is true that Water controls Fire, it is not 
the case in this BaZi because the Fire element is vibrant and 
strong and the Water is weak. It is like putting out a bonfire 
with spit. 


Thus in this Clash, we can say that the Zif (Rat) loses out 
to the Wu “F (Horse). Now, once we know what Gui 
Water represents to the Day Master, we will be able to decode 
the Clash more completely. However, take a look at the chart. 
Notice that the Clash involves the Spouse Palace? So, without 
having completely decoded the Clash, we already know that 
this Clash involves the Spouse Palace, and affects the spousal 
relationship. Of course, for an accurate conclusion, the 
intensity of the Clash, and the nature of the Clash have to be 
decoded. But, just looking at the Palace location, we already 
have an inkling of what is going to happen. 


Of course, sometimes, the Month does not hold sway over the 
outcome of a Clash. However, at this level, it is quite safe to 
use the Month as one indicator and method of determining 
which Element triumphs in a Clash. 
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The Meaning of Clashes 


Each Clash brings about a unique outcome, depending on 
the type of Clash, severity, elements involved and Ten Gods. 
To give you an idea of how Clashes impact on a person, I will 
explore some simple scenarios and show you how the Clash 
can be decoded. 


As you go through this section, always try to think about what 
are the Hidden Stems involved in the Clash, and keep in mind 
which of the Five Factors is being affected.

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Loss of Relationship Clash 


A Clash with the Branches always involves some emotional 
impact or response. This is particularly so when the Clash 
involves the Spouse Palace. If you’ve forgotten, the Earthly 
Branch of the Day Pillar is also known as the Spouse Palace. 


Now, it goes without saying that a Clash to the Spouse Palace 
affects the person’s relationship with his/her spouse. Remember 
in my first book, The Destiny Code] said the Spouse Palace 
is the ‘Untouchable Palace’? We don’t like the spouse palace 
to have a relationship with the other Branches in the BaZ1i, 
just like we don’t want our spouses to have a relationship with 
other people! 


Of course, it is not necessary to be stressed at every instance 
the Spouse Palace is involved in a Clash. Remember, we must 
judge a Clash objectively at all times. We must consider the 
severity of the Clash, the nature of the problem, and whether 

it affects a favourable or unfavourable element in the chart.

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This BaZi chart indicates that a problem is 
just waiting to pop to the surface for this 
person, with regard to the relationship 
with their spouse. By looking at the Age 
Pillars, we can see that this problem is 
likely to surface during the person’s middle 
age years. 


Since the Clash already exists in the chart, tension is already 
likely to be present between the person and the spouse. 
So, tolerance and patience must always be exercised by the 
person, when it comes to their relationship with their spouse. 
In particular, this type of clash, involving the Zif(Rat) and 
Wu “F (Horse) indicates lingering and tiresome, annoying 
squabbles, and a lack of peace in the person’s life. 
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When the person arrives at the luck pillar where there is a 
‘Luck Pillar Clash’ with the Spouse Palace, and this happens 
to be around middle age, then this means this Clash is going 


to take place during that time. The problem will come to the 
fore at that point in time. 
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This Clash indicates the likelihood of a very serious change 
to the relationship. It will be a difficult and challenging time. 
Now, to know exactly whether the problem is a third party, an 
attitude problem or a health issue, we must decode this Clash 
further, applying the Five Factors, or for greater depth, the 
Ten Gods. Since this is still a Beginners’ book, let’s just focus 
on the easy-to-decode aspects first. Decoding this Clash at its 
most basic level, we can say a serious obstacle to the person’s 
marriage will occur, during their middle age years, that will 
challenge the marriage significantly. 


Loss of Object Clash 


A Clash can also indicate a loss of an object or an item. Take 
a look at the BaZi below. 
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This person lost his passport while on a family holiday. Why 
did it happen? BaZi can actually give us an answer! 
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During the month of June, which is the Wu‘F (Horse) month, 
this person went on holiday. During that month, there is a 
Clash between the Month’s Branch and the Year Branch of his 
BaZi. Now, what is affected by this Clash? It affects the Resource 
Element, specifically, the Direct Resource star of Jia Wood. 


Direct Resource star, in the study of BaZi, represents, amongst 
other things, documents. Direct Resource also represents a 
person’s sense of comfort - as there is a Clash involving the 
Direct Resource, it indicates discomfort, hassle or unpleasant 
matters that affect how the person feels. Since the Clash 
involves the Year Pillar, it denotes extended family is involved. 
He was on a family holiday. 


Now, because the Clash impacts on the Year Pillar, and 
involves only the Branch of one of the month’s in the year (as 
opposed to an Annual Year Branch or a Luck Pillar Branch) 
the problem is not a major clash. 
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Loss of Job Clash

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Take a look at this BaZi chart. This person is a Geng 

Metal Day Master who lost his job during the HaiX (Pig) 

month, of a Zi (Rat) year. What happened? The main two 
elements involved in this equation are Fire and Water. What is 
Fire to a Geng #¢ Metal person? It is the Influence element. In 
BaZi, the Influence Element, amongst other things, denotes 
the boss or superior. 


The Clash between the Zi-f (Rat) and the Wu 
(Horse) affects the superior because inside the 
Wu “F (Horse) is Ding J Fire. Specifically, 
Ding J Fire represents the Direct Officer 

star of Geng) Metal. So, the boss is 

clashed away. 
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But that is not the only Fire affected. You will notice that this 
Geng }#t Day Master has both BingAj Fire and Ding J Fire 
in the month pillar. Zi — (Rat) contains Gui 2 Water. Gui 
Water is rainwater or rain clouds, which cover the Bing Fire, 
diminishing its brightness and brilliance. 


With one fell swoop, all the Influence Element in this person’s 
BaZi chart is removed. Hence, the person lost his job during the 
Hai & (Pig) month. 


Now, let’s say we want to know if this was caused by the boss or 
the employee. At a basic elemental level, this problem is caused 
by a Clash between the Water elements and the Fire elements 
of the person’s chart. What is Water to a Geng Metal? It is 
an Output Element. Specifically, in this case, Gu® Water, 
that is found inside the Zi-~ (Rat), represents the Hurting 
Officer star. The Hurting Officer star indicates a rebellious 
nature, going against the order of authority and not toe-ing the 
line. Thus, this person lost his job because he was outspoken 
and rebellious and went against his boss. This resul 
person being ostracised and then forced to resig 


Loss of wealth Clash 


Now, a clash can mean the removal of something. When this 
involves a wealth element, then there’s a high chance that the 
Clash indicates loss of wealth. 
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This Geng /# Metal Day Master’s Wealth element is Yi 
Wood, which is found inside the MaoJ[J (Rabbit), located at 

the Hour Branch. This particular Wealth Element is a Direct 
Wealth star. When the You Ff (Rooster) appears in 2005, 

it clashes with the Mao Jl] (Rabbit). Decoded, this Clash 

means that there is a Clash involving Wealth in 2005. 
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Now, why does this happen? Look at the BaZi chart - this 
Geng ft Day Master is born in the month of YouP¥ 
(Rooster), which is the season of Autumn. Metal is strong in 
the Autumn, and Wood is weak. The You (Rooster) and 
Mao 5}) (Rabbit) Clash is also present, in weakened form, in 
this Geng # Day Master’s BaZi. The arrival of the Yow§ 
(Rooster) in 2005 strikes an element which is already weak 
and has already been affected by a mild Clash within the 
BaZi. Thus, the Wealth element is easily removed in 2005 
and this aster will experience a loss of wealth 
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Moving House Clash 
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This BaZi chart shows an External Clash between Cheri 
(Dragon) and Xu #{ (Dog). If you refer to the chapter on 
Hidden Stems, you will note that the main Qi in both these 
Branches is Earth. When Earth and Earth clash, it usually 
denotes changes to assets or changes involving places. 


This Clash involves the Year and the Day Branches of the BaZi. 
The clash between the Earth elements indicates that it is a 
change involving the home environment. As the clash involves 
the Day Branch, which also denotes the person's home or the 
person themselves, hence we can conclude that this Clash results 


in the person moving houses. 
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Now, let’s say you don’t have a Chen (Dragon) or Xu FX 
(Dog) in your BaZi chart - does that mean you will never leave 
the house you are living in? Of course not. I’m simply showing 
you the most obvious and common possible situations - there 
are many other circumstances which would prompt movement 
in a person’s life and as you progress along your understanding 
of BaZi, we will NS scenarios! 
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Dealing with a Clash 


Now, a simplified approach to a Clash would be to see 
it as something negative or unfavourable. However, this 
kind of blanket approach is not correct. A Clash is always 
uncomfortable and unpleasant, but that does not always mean 

it is bad or negative. A Clash that removes an unfavourable 
element in a chart is a good Clash. A Clash that shakes a 
person out of complacency, or makes them a better person, is 

not a bad outcome. Sometimes, a Clash brings unfavourable 
outcomes, but sometimes, it can be a cloud with a silver 
lining, a lesson or problem or challenge, that brings about a 
positive lesson. 


It is all about how you perceive it. Do you see the situation 

as a challenge, and rise up, face it and become a better person 

and a stronger person as a result of the difficulty? Or do you 

submit and let it take you down and get nowhere? Do you 

chose to manage the situation with the skills you have, or 

do you just stand in the middle of the road and wait to get 

knocked over? Sometimes, we all need a little adversity in life | 

because it is adversity that creates character and adversity that 

let us see our true strengths and abilities. 
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Can you cure a Clash? 


You may have heard certain New-Age BaZi practitioners 
(or even goldsmiths or jewellers) saying that wearing certain 
animal pendants will cure a Clash. The solution to a Clash, 
according to these practitioners, is to wear a pendant that 
combines with the offending animal that causes the clash. By 
doing so, you ‘combine away’ the clashing animal, thus, saving 
the day. 


Ox combines with Rat, 
thereby removing the 
clash element. 


Horse combines away 
the goat, therefore saving 
the Ox.

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Now, I don’t deny that wearing a pendant might bring certain 
psychological influences but do not for a minute be convinced 
that you have solved the Clash problem! Remember, a Clash 
in the chart represents an astronomical clash, involving the 
planets position in relation to your BaZi chart. A pendant is 
not Kryptonite. It cannot move planets, shift stars and change 
the impact of the elements. 


In BaZi, the cure is always “action.” The solution to a problem 
is to know how you will deal with it when it arrives, or be 
prepared for its outcomes. You should not be focusing on the 
things you supposedly to ‘wear’ for good luck or protection. 
This is wishful thinking. Rather, it is much wiser to focus on 
what you must do and what you should avoid doing. 


Chapter Six: 


Punishment Codes 


I was to start this chapter with a story about a person. Let's call 
him Mr N (for Negativity). We all know a person like Mr N. 


Mr N is a nice, amicable and pleasant sort. He’s not 
demanding, doesn't ask for attention and is happy to sit 
back and let other people do the talking. Mr N has a good 
job, and he’s pretty talented, but he’s not exactly the 
world’s most ambitious person. He’s happy to just 

do what he’s asked, take the promotion when he’s 
given one and do precisely what is written out “7 
in his job description, no more, no less. Mr N is @ | 
not interested in being better. And even if he wa 
vaguely interested in improving his lotetnslife, “hie. , 4 
would never ask for anyone’s help: "Not becatise nate 
Mr N doesn’t want help - he just doesn’t s see —

Does it sound contradictory? Don’t be surprisec 
because Mr N, and all his type, are full of 
contradictions. The glass is always full and yé 
always empty to them. 


Here's Mr N's BaZi: 
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Now, why does Mr N, who is not an unpleasant sort in a 
sense, have this attitude and problem? It’s quite simple - it’s to 
do with the Punishment formations in his BaZi.

The Punishment Relationship is one of * \. 
the more complex relationships between 
the Earthly Branches that can be found 
in a BaZi chart. The Punishment 
relationship is often not very well- 
understood, largely because even some > . 
Chinese books on the subject tend to <<" 

be vague in their explanation of this type 

of relationship. Most practitioners of BaZi 

know that a Punishment is something they don’t like to see 
in a chart, but they often do not know for what reason it is 
unfavourable and how it manifests itself in a person. 


Essentially, a Punishment Relationship can be explained as a 
situation that is caused by something done in the past coming 
back to haunt you. It is something said or done that comes 
back to bite you. Think of a Punishment as something that 
results in instant karma — it is payback for something you have 
done or didn’t do in the past. 


Punishment or XingJt!] is most of the time, psychological in 
its effect, rather than physical. It almost always relates to how 
people feel about something in their lives, be it an event, a 
person or a state of affairs. People with Punishments in their 
BaZi usually feel permanently unhappy or never satisfied. 
Happiness never lasts long for them and even when they are 
in a good mood, they’ll find something to make themselves 
feel unhappy about. 


Generally, Punishments are not something that we would like 
to see in a chart — it is not a good feature to have but of course, 
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it also depends on what is being affected by the Punishment 
relationship in the BaZi chart and how the Punishment 
manifests itself. Some punishments are tolerable, while some 
are more intense. Some make a person supremely pessimistic, 
like what we have mentioned about Mr N above, while some 
punishments create consequential events as a result of certain 
actions, which can be treated as a positive lesson for the future. 
In severe cases of Punishment formations in the chart — the 
person faces permanent and long term sadness, unhappiness, 
dejection or even, depression. 


You also want to consider if it is a full Punishment, meaning 
the full Punishment relationship, which often involves 3 
Branches together, appears in the chart, or just a minor 
punishment which only involves 2 of the 3 Branches in one 
natal BaZi chart. Of course, the impact of the Punishment 
depends on whether it is Internal or External Punishment, 
meaning, the Punishment occurs as a result of the Luck Pillar 
or Annual Pillar creating a Punishment relationship with the 
Branches in the BaZi chart. 


Dealing with Punishments is often not difficult. 
Punishments are Cause and Effect situations. It 
is often a matter of either taking the right action, 

planning your actions or strategising your 

responses to certain situations, recognising 
the area of the problem and developing 
self-discipline. Once the type of 
Punishment has been identified and 

the area or relationship that it involves 
has been identified, dealing with the 
situation is not difficult. 
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The seriousness of Punishments will also 
greatly depend on whether your favourable 
or unfavourable elements are involved 
in the Punishment. If the Punishment £ 
involves your favourable elements, the 
problems are tolerable and not harmful. 
Conversely, if the Punishment involves 
your unfavourable elements, the problems 
would be much more challenging and require 
more effort to manage. 


When it comes to Punishments, the solutions are not always 
palatable and it is here that often, people find it difficult to 
make the change. After all, if you are a lifelong smoker, you 
know what you need to do. You just may not want to do 
it! It is important to have the mental fortitude and support 
to do what it takes to overcome the situation and not allow 
the effects of the Punishment to dictate the situation. Take 
charge, rather than be taken prisoner, and Punishments are 
not entirely unmanageable. 


Types of Punishment 


The first step to decoding Punishments is to IDENTIFY the 
Punishment. Usually, Punishments involve 3 Earthly Branches 
but there are some which involve just 2 Earthly Branches. 
There are four basic types of Punishment relationships that 
can be found in a BaZi chart: 


° Ungrateful Punishment ff 2 Ff] 
: Bullying Punishment [34-2 Ff] 

° Uncivilised Punishment ff #8 Ff] 
° Self-Punishment [H Jf] 


Ungrateful Punishment #& Az Fl 
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Ungrateful Punishment #& Al-z ffl 


As the name implies, this type of Punishment involves 
a ‘lack of gratitude’. An Ungrateful Punishment refers 
to situations where you offer someone help, out of the 
goodness of your heart and without expecting anything in 
return, but you end up getting into trouble or are on the 
receiving end of flack as a result of your actions. Individuals 
on the receiving end of an Ungrateful Punishment may 
also feel short-changed, or that they have somehow been 
cheated. In certain special conditions, this formation can 
make the person volatile and aggressive. 


Ungrateful Punishment makes people prone to betrayal 
although it is not always the case that they are not to blame for 
the betrayal. You see, people with Ungrateful Punishments see 
the worse in other people and so sometimes, they create self- 
fulfilling prophecy situations where their attitude or overly- 
careful manner causes them to feel betrayed, sometimes, over 
small matters or brings out the worst in those around them, 
creating situations where betrayal is inevitable. 


Ungrateful Punishments, when present in the BaZi chart, can 
bring about long-term unhappiness, discontent, pessimism 
and depression. It is very hard to live life when you only see 
the negative traits in people or the negativity of situations. It 
is also hard to live life feeling like there is no one in this world 
you can trust to hel ecause you think everyone is out 
to get you! 


Estranged Family Ties 


Ungrateful Punishments are also usually 
not good for family ties. Depending on j : 
which Palaces the Punishment Formation 
effects, it usually weakens the affinity with 
that relative. In the old BaZi manuscripts, people with the 
complete Ungrateful Punishment usually have weak affinity 
with relatives. For example, they do not have harmonious 
relationship bonds with their parents or siblings, or their 
parents are divorced and therefore they have a broken family, 
or they have siblings from different parents (meaning, parent 
divorced and remarried another person giving birth to half 
siblings). Needless to say, charts that have the complete 
Ungrateful Punishment will naturally, in some way, affect the 
quality of the relationship with the spouse. 
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How an Ungrateful Punishment Manifests 
in a BaZi Chart 


The table below shows which Earthly Branches have an 
Ungrateful Punishment relationship with each other. 


The Ungrateful Punishment relationship only occurs when 
the Earthly Branches with an Ungrateful Punishment 
relationship with each other appear side-by-side. It is very 
important to qualify the Punishment Formation by looking 
at the positioning of the Branches to see if the Punishment 
is a complete Formation. In the chart below, all three of the 
Ungrateful Punishment Earthly Branches are present and are 
side-by-side. The Punishment Formation is complete and its 
full effects will be felt by the person. 
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In the chart below, the Punishments are separated and are 


technically not complete. 
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The Yin # (Tiger), Shen #1 (Monkey) and Sil. (Snake) 
are present in the chart. This is the complete Ungrateful 
Punishment Formation. However, because one of the Branches 
is separated, the effect is very much reduced. 
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A person may also ‘meet’ with an Ungrateful Punishment 
if the Earthly Branches in their BaZi have an Ungrateful 
Punishment relationship with the Annual or Luck Pillar. 
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This example shows just a Yiréd (Tiger) and Si G (Snake) 
Ungrateful Punishment Formation between the Month and 
Day branches. Clearly, this Punishment is not as severe as 
having the entire Yin-Shen-S####4  (Tiger-Monkey-Snake)

It is important to determine if the Ungrateful Punishment 

is externalised or internalised. This often dictates whether 
or not the impact is on the person’s relationship with people 
around them or matters around them or if it affects them 

psychologically and mentally and has an impact on their 
character. 


Externalised Ungrateful Punishment refers to something 
done to you, by someone else, which results in you getting 
into trouble, despite being a good Samaritan in the first 
place. Internalised Ungrateful Punishment on the other 
hand, involves the person’s perception and thinking of 
events and relationships around them. 


The Meaning of Ungrateful Punishment 


What kind of scenarios are examples of 
Ungrateful Punishment? The common 
example is the lady who supports her 
boyfriend or husband through his 
studies or professional examinations, 
and then when the boyfriend or 
husband achieves success or reaches 
the pinnacle of his career, he breaks- 
up or divorces his wife for someone 
else. Another possible scenario is the 
case of the friend who helps out a good 
friend during their darkest moments, only to find their friend 
rebounds and then, takes something away from them, such as 
perhaps a job. 
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Dealing with Ungrateful Punishments 


People with Internalised Ungrateful 
Punishment often are very cynical, see 
the worst in everything, are extremely 
negative, feel unworthy (although they 
often do not say this) and frequently 
think that everything has a catch or 
everyone is out to get them. They 
often are paranoid and have inferiority 
complexes. Their expectations, when they 
have done something for someone, are usually 

extremely high, resulting in frequent disappointment or 
feeling of being short-changed. People with Internalised 
Ungrateful Punishment often cannot accept that gratitude is 
not something to be expected. 


Of course, the gravity of the Punishment and what is affected 
by the Punishment must always be considered before we 
can determine the ultimate effects of the Punishment on the 
person. An Ungrateful Punishment Formation in the chart 
does not always mean the person will show a pessimistic 
outlook or be highly negative in their manner. 


It is often very difficult to help individuals with an 
internalised Ungrateful Punishment because they tend to 
have a very pessimistic view of the world or offer up many 
excuses why your suggestions or options are not feasible. 
Helping them change their perspective and outlook requires 
both a personal commitment to seeing the world and people 
in a better light, being more accepting and less angry with 
their lot in life and often, people around them who are 
supportive and very positive. 
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Psychological outlook and mental attitude are crucial to 
overcoming the inherent problem that having an Ungrateful 
Punishment in a chart poses. First, there is a need to break 
out of the comfort zone. Do not be afraid to venture forth 
boldly into the world and to take your own destiny into 
your own hands. Secondly, see the positive in everything 
and when unfavourable or negative things happen, or you 
experience betrayal or a set back, don’t look at it as a reason to 
be suspicious or distrustful in the future. It is good not to be 
naive in life, but at the same time, there is no point living your 
life as if everyone is out to get you. Negative things happen to 
everyone but that doesn’t mean we stop moving forward and 
dwell on the unfortunate events in life. 
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Bullying Punishment 34-2 Ft] 


A Bullying Punishment refers to 
situations where a person gets into 
a situation where they are helpless 
or without leverage or unable to do 
anything to defend themselves, and the ¢ 
cause of this misfortune is their own |» 
carelessness. Bullying Punishments are 
usually David v Goliath type situations, 

but usually without the good ending of 

the little guy triumphing over the big 

guy. Bullying Punishment can also be seen as payback for a 
mistake or slip-up you have made in the past, which causes 
you to lose out somehow. 


The table below shows which Earthly Branches have a Bullying 
Punishment relationship with each other. 


The Bullying Punishment relationship only occurs when 
the Earthly Branches Weii<t (Goat), Xu i (Dog) and 
Chou #1 (Ox) appear side-by-side, in any order in a chart. 
If there are only two of the three, it’s also considered 
a Bullying Punishment, however the impact is not so 
significant and serious. 
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In this example, the full Bullying Punishment Formation of 
Chou #. (Ox), Xu Fé (Dog) and Wei # (Goat) are present 
in this chart. 


However, a person may also ‘meet’ witha Bullying Punishment 
if the Earthly Branches in their BaZi meet with the 
missing third party that completes the Bullying Punishment 
formation. For example, the Bullying Punishment relationship 
is completed by the Annual or Luck Pillar. 


In the example below, the person ‘meets’ with the complete 
Bullying Punishment when she enters the 38 Years old 
Luck Pillar. 
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Are you the bully? Or are you being bullied? 


A Bullying Punishment can manifest two ways: externally, 
meaning you are bullied by someone, or internally, meaning, 
you bully yourself. Now, of course, you might be wondering 

- how do you ‘bully’ yourself? How about overburdening 
yourself with work? Or always giving yourself unnecessary 
hassles perhaps, because you’re just too responsible? Or not 
being able to say no? 


An example of internalised Bullying Punishment is a person 
who gets pushed around at work or intimidated or harassed 

at work because they lack qualifications or cannot muster 
enough courage to speak up. Or is a loner who feels that they 
are not understood or finds it hard to express their feelings or 
thoughts verbally. In a marriage, if the woman has a Bullying 
Punishment in her chart, she may find that if she seeks a 

divorce from her husband, she does not get spousal support 
or alimony because of her ignorance, and thus, is put into 

hard times. 


Internalised Bullying Punishment can also manifest in 
situations where a person makes a promise or gives their 


word and cannot go back on it, even if t esperately a 
needs to go back on their promise. For example, you promise “ + 
to sell your car to your girlfriend’s brother without profit. an 


Suddenly, you encounter a cash shortfall and soca 


% 


offers to buy the car off you for a better price. But because 
it is your girlfriend’s brother, you cannot refuse to sell the 
car to him. This is an internalised Bullying Punishment 
because the person’s hand is forced, due to circumstances 
of his own making. 


What about an external Bullying Punishment? Let’s say, a 
person is being sued and encounters a Bullying Punishment 
during that year. They may lose a lawsuit because the 
evidence is against them or the other party, being wealthier, 
is able to hire a better lawyer. This is an example of an 
external Bullying Punishment. 


Decoding a Bullying Punishment 


When looking at a Bullying Punishment, we should determine 
if it is already present in the chart, or whether it is met in the 
10-Year Luck or Annual Pillars, as this will bring about a 
different type of implication or outcome. It is also important to 
know which type of Bullying Punishment is involved because 
each Bullying Punishment relates to different situations or 
scenarios. We also want to look at the elements involved and 


the Ten Gods. 


The example below provides an illustration of how to decode 


a Bullying Punishment in a chart. 
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Female 24 July 1953 — 2.30am 
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This Bing Fire Day Master encounters a complete Bullying 
Punishment formation at the 10-Year Luck Pillar beginning 
at the age of 25. The Xu} (Dog) in the 10-Year Luck Pillar 
completes the formation that is partially present in the chart, 
in the form of the Wei 7 (Goat) in the Month Branch and 
the Chou # (Ox) in the Hour Branch. What is the impact 
of this Bullying Punishment? To know this, we must ask 
ourselves this question: who or what is being affected? 


The Earth Element in this chart is very dominant. Earth 
represents the Output for Fire and in the case of this Bing 
Fire Day Master, is the star known as the Hurting Officer 
star. In the Five Elements cycle, Earth controls Water. Water, 
specifically Gui Water, to this Bing Fire Lady, is the Husband 
Star. Since Earth is so strong, Water is weak in this chart. 


The arrival of the Bullying Punishment further weakens the 
Water element so obviously, the spousal relationship is affected 
during these ten years. 


You will also notice that there is already a Harm formation 
present between the Zi (Rat) and the Wei 7 (Goat) 
and the Zi $ (Rat) is also attempting to combine with the 
Chou #1 (Ox) branch. Without even knowing what this 
actually means, it’s clear that this woman’s marriage, during 
these 10 years, will be a messy and complicated affair. In 
real life, this woman lost her fiancée during this 10 Year 
Luck Pillar. 


Standing up to the Bully 


When individuals encounter a Bullying Punishment in their 

chart, they will find they encounter situations where they 
are often in a weak position or are victimised. And since the 
Bullying Punishment comprises of the Earthly Branches known 
as Graveyards (refer to Chapter 2 if you don’t remember what 
this is!), the individuals not only feel beleaguered and under- 
pressure, but misunderstood and lonely. 


Overcoming a Bullying Punishment is much more about 
mental and psychological attitude than anything else. At times 
when a person feels under constant pressure, beleaguered and 
without anyone to turn to, it is not only important to have 
confidence in oneself at all times, but also, a good support 
network of people who can help you pull through these 
difficult times. Positive thinking, staying motivated, and 
recognising that the situation is to some degree, not your fault 
is important. As the Graveyard Branches denote loneliness or 
a feeling of solitude, some people benefit from meditation or 
spiritual practice. 


Ultimately, a Bullying Punishment can still have a good 
outcome if the elements that are involved in the Punishment 

are favourable to your chart. Yes, you will experience the 
problems and challenges, but at the end of the day, you wil 
emerge a stronger, better and more capable person. | 
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Uncivilised Punishment #422 Ff 


In moderate cases, an Uncivilised Punishment refers to a ‘bite 
the hand that feeds you’ situation. A person with an Uncivilised 
Punishment in their chart is disloyal or goes against something 
that they should be loyal or grateful to. In serious cases, this 
sort of Punishment can bring about sexual related problems — 
unhealthy desires (if it is an internal Uncivilised Punishment) 
or harassment (if it is an external Uncivilised Punishment). 


The table below shows which Earthly Branches have an 
Uncivilised Punishment relationship with each other.

The Uncivilised Punishment relationship only occurs when the 
Earthly Branches with an Uncivilised Punishment relationship 
with each other appear side-by-side. 
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However, a person may also ‘meet’ with an Uncivilised 
Punishment if the Earthly Branches in their BaZi have a 
Uncivilised Punishment relationship with the annual or 
luck pillar. 
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Going Against the Grain 


Uncivilised Punishment usually entails some measure of going 
against something you should not go against, or having to 
do something that can be construed as ‘disloyal’. Let’s take 
a look at an example to get an idea of how an Uncivilised 
Punishment takes meaning in a chart. 


Rabbit Yin Wood 


Let’s say a person has the Zif and Mao Jj) Uncivilized 
Punishment in their chart. Zi represents the element 
of Water, whilst Mao Jj) represents the element of Wood. 
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In the study of the Five Elements, Wood and Water have a 
Growth relationship — Water grows the Wood. (In case you’ ve 
forgotten some of the Five Element basics, it’s all dealt with in 
The Destiny Code) 


Accordingly, Wood should be ‘grateful’ or ‘loyal’ to Water, 
because water is what ‘gives life’ to Wood. But because it 
is an Uncivilised Punishment relationship between the two 
Hidden Branches, Wood is neither ‘grateful’ nor ‘loyal’ to 
the Water, but instead, goes against the Water. Of course, 
how the relationship or scenario plays out largely depends 
on what Water and Wood represent in the person’s chart and 
the Ten Gods involved. 


If you have a look at the Hidden Branches that have an 
Uncivilised Punishment Relationship with each other, 
you will immediately notice that they are all also Peach 
Blossom stars. 


Briefly, Peach Blossom stars are also known as attraction 
stars and they represent, amongst other things, sex appeal 
or magnetism. 


Hence, an Uncivilised Punishment (involving two negative 
elements) in a chart can also mean the person is emotionally 
unstable or not in control of their emotions, and in serious 
cases, they have uncontrollable sexual desires, are lustful or 
lascivious. Uncivilised Punishments are one of the reasons that 
result in a person marrying for sex, for example. 


In severe instances, an Uncivilised Punishment in a chart 
suggests a risk of rape or incest or sexual abuse. Alternatively, 
the person marries or has a relationship with a spouse or 
partner who is sexually abusive or physically abusive. In 
some cases, an Uncivilised Punishment brings about severe 
personal guilt and/or the inability to face up to something 
done in the past. 
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Self-Punishment  ##]) 


As the name suggests, Self-Punishment involves doing 
something that you know is wrong, or dumb, or stupid, but 
doing it anyway. Simple examples of Self-Punishment are 
smoking despite knowing it carries the risk of lung-cancer or 
drinking when you know you can’t hold your liquor. It can 
also impact on relationships: a Self-Punishment is usually 
the cause of a woman or man, dating someone they cannot 
have, perhaps because that person is married or already 
attached. Essentially, you do something to yourself that you 
are conscious, has no benefit, or no positive outcome. 


The table below shows which Earthly Branches have a Self- 
Punishment relationship with each other. 


Chen 


To qualify as a Self-Punishment, the Earthly Branches with a 
Self-Punishment relationship must be next to each other. 
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However, a person may also ‘meet’ with a Self-Punishment if 
the Earthly Branches in his/her BaZi have a Self-Punishment 
relationship with the annual or luck pillar. 
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In the above example, this person meets Self-Punishment 
twice in his life. Once at 13 — 22 and then the second time 
when he’s 63-72. 
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Self-Punishment: 
Being your own worst enemy 


Each set of Self-Punishments has a unique interpretation, 
in addition to the interpretation afforded by examining the 
Palaces that they involve, and the Ten Gods involved. 


Let’s take the example of the Rooster and Rooster Self- 
Punishment. This Self-Punishment involves two Xin Metal 
elements and therefore, the Self-Punishment relates to 
wanting face or recognition, at any price. However, instead 
of getting recognition or face, the person ends up with egg 
on their face. 
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In this BaZi, this lady encounters a Self-Punishment when 
she enters her 16-25 Luck Pillar. Now, we can decode from 
the chart that the Self-Punishment relates to the Spouse 
Palace, and that it has something to do with the Companion 
Element, specifically the Friend star. 


It is clear that this Xin-= Metal Day Master’s negative 
elements are Water and Metal because the chart is quite strong 
and does not need any more Metal or Water. This lady had 
her boyfriend ‘stolen’ away from her by her best friend and she 
brought it upon herself because she introduced her best friend 
to her boyfriend. Now, because the Self-Punishment relates to 
Xin Metal, it is caused by seeking of face or recognition. This 
lady wanted her best friend to know what a good catch her 
boyfriend was and so orchestrated a meeting. The outcome 
however was that her boyfriend decided her friend was a better 
bet and dumped her for her best friend! 


Dealing with Self-Punishments 


Self-Punishment, like the name implies, is a problem caused 
by the individuals themselves. And they know what the 
problem is. It is perhaps not pointed out to them. Self- 
Punishments usually indicate inherent bad habits - retail 
therapy, chain-smoking, eating food that you’re not supposed 
to eat, procrastination or worrying at work - these are some 
simple and obvious examples. 


Naturally, these are bad habits that essentially can be resolved 
by either self-discipline, practicing putting your goals or 
objectives first over gratification or reward or complacency, 
or simply accepting you have this weakness (like junk food) 
and not blaming people or the situation when something goes 
wrong (such as gaining weight!). Of course, it is infinitely 
more practical and better just to fix the problem. The key to 
handling Self- Punishments is pee ie coe and 
Te fixing it while it is still mans e it in tl 


Chapter Seven: 


Harm Codes 
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One of the best ways to learn BaZi is by example. And to 
illustrate how the Harm relationship affects a person, and how 
it can manifest, let’s take a look at this BaZ1. It is a classic story 
of the Third Party Problem. 
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This person’s college sweetheart was wooed away from him 
by his best friend. He was so emotionally devastated that he 
ended up having to repeat his final year at university, due to 
poor performance in his examinations. In 1972, he met a new 
girlfriend and got married subsequently. A few years into the 
marriage, he discovered that his wife was having an extra- 
marital affair with his best friend at the time. However, he 
took no action, although his unhappiness over the situation 
affected his work performance and caused him to lose his job. 
His relationship with his wife did not improve either. Finally, 
his wife decided that she would divorce him and she sought 
half of his personal assets during the divorce proceedings. This 
man since then has not re-married. 


What does his BaZi tell us?The most significant aspect of this 
BaZi is the presence of a Double Harm Formation. 
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This is the first Harm. Using the Age Pillars, we can tell that 
it will happen early in his life, around the teenage years to the 
early twenties. 
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This is the second Harm. Again, using the Age Pillars, we can 
determine that it will take place during his middle age years. 
We can also see that in both instances, the type of Harm, 
which is Wei A (Goat) and Zi (Rat) are identical. 


Now, why is it that the Harm relates to his spousal relationship? 
Firstly, the Zi (Rat), represents not only his Wealth Star 
(which if you recall fromThe Destiny Codealso represents 
the man’s wife), but is also a Peach Blossom star. The Double 
Harm formation in the BaZi chart clearly affects the Wife 
Star, and is related to Peach Blossom problems. Because there 
is a Double Harm formation, the same problem occurred 
twice in his life. 


The problem that this Harm has caused is that the man has 
become apprehensive, even fearful of marriage. From his BaZ, 
there is no cause for this concern. Not only are the two Harms 
a matter of the past, but logically, he should not face this 
problem later in his life. 
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Understanding Harms 


Now, the little story above would have illustrated to you 
what a Harm is. From the name ‘Harm’ itself, it is clear 
that this type of relationship between the Earthly Branches 
signifies a situation or scenario or outcome that is negative 
to the person. 


At the most basic level, a Harm creates the feeling of betrayal 
for the person with a Harm in their BaZi chart. A Harm 
usually involves feeling that you have received the short 
end of the stick, or that you have somehow been put in a 
tormenting or difficult, or sometimes, dangerous situation 
because of someone else. 


Harms are by and large, more unpleasant 
than Clashes for several reasons: firstly, 
Harms are frequently emotional in 
nature, the impact of a Harm usually 
lingers or takes time to resolve, and thus 
Harms are usually mentally tormenting. 
The example above provides a good 
illustration of the kind of mental torment a Harm can cause. 
The person in the above example is reluctant to remarry 
because of the unhappiness caused by the first relationship. 
It is also very obvious that in both instances of the betrayal, 
he was significantly affected, to the extent he failed his 
examinations and could not perform at work. 


Secondly, Harms come out of the blue and are often 
unexpected or unforeseen. You can brace yourself for a Clash 
most of the time, psychologically, mentally and physically, 
but a Harm sneaks up on you, and catches you off-guard. 
And because the Harm lingers, it is worse. Imagine being 
stabbed in the back by someone you trust and love, and then 
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unable to pull out the knife — that is what a Harm feels like. 
Again, our story above illustrates this perfectly. 


Let me give you an example to illustrate the difference 
between a Clash and a Harm. A Clash would be a situation 
where you got hurt in a car accident while driving your 
own car. A Harm would be a situation where 
you got hurt in an accident, but you only 
were in the car because a friend asked you to 
accompany them on a short drive and they 
crashed the car. 


What are examples of Harms then? A simple example is your 
best friend finds out that you fancy a certain someone. Your 
best friend then pursues a relationship with this person. 
Of course, it doesn’t always relate to love and personal 
relationships. Another example of a Harm is stealing an 
idea or an invention that you have developed with someone 
collaboratively. And the “Stolen Project’ Scenario is exactly 
what our next example is all ab 


The Case of the Stolen Project 
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This person lost an important project in the year 1984, 
during the Jia Chen 4} Luck Pillar, which commenced 
at the age of 35. The project was stolen from right under 
his nose by his own brother. Why did it happen? In the 
BaZi, there is a Double Harm Formation, involving the two 
Hai & (Pig) and the Shen‘ (Monkey) sandwiched between 
the two Hai X% (Pig).

When this man arrived at his 35 Luck Pillar, Jid# Wood, 
which is hidden inside the HaiX (Pig) Branch, becomes 
revealed on the stem. In BaZi, when we say something is 
‘revealed on the stem’, that means that it becomes visible and 
apparent, it appears for all to see. The year 1984 is dia Zi #4 
year. So, JiaH# Wood has well and truly become ‘revealed’. 
Now, to decode the meaning of this, ask yourself: What is 


Jia ? Wood to a Yi Z Wood Day Master? 
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Let’s take a look at what else is happening in the BaZi. 
Notice the Zi (Rat) in the annual pillar of Jia ZiFF, is 
combining with the Chen} (Dragon) in the 35 Luck Pillar? 
It is also combining with the Shes? (Monkey) in the Month 
Branch of the BaZi. This combination produces Water. 
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This YiZ. Wood Day Master is weak so the combination 
is a negative one because it produces an element 
that is unfavourable to the Day Master. You 
might be thinking now, the combination creates 
Water — isn’t this good for a supposed weak Y& 
Wood? Doesn’t water ‘produce’ wood? Not in this case 
Why? Because there is already the presence of stron 
metal in this chart. The chart is born in the Autumn 
(metal) season and Rooster (metal) hour. Too much 
metal and water uproots the plant! 


= 


But because the Luck Pillar and the Year Pillar reveals Ji 
Wood, the outcome was not unfavourable. This is because 
Weak Wood meeting Jia? Wood denotes meeting a favourable 
outcome. The YiZ. Wood can receive support from the Jia 
Wood. This means, the betrayal happens, but the end result is 
not unfavourable to the YiZi Wood Day Master. 


The project was eventually bogged down with legal disputes 
and complications and in the end, the sibling who poached the 
project ended up in serious trouble. Now, you can see it as he 
was ‘betrayed’ by his brother, or ‘saved’ by his brother, right? 


Now, these are very common and simple examples of Harms 
but to be a Harm, there must not only be an emotional impact 
on the person, but there must also be a loss, be it a financial 
loss, or an emotional loss. : 


The Six Harms 


The table below shows the Earthly Branches that have a Harm 
relationship with each other. 


Now, to understand how the Harms are derived, we must 
first know the Six Combinations and Six Clashes. Why? 
Because the Harms essentially are derived from studying 
which elements interfere with or prevent combinations. For 
example, how is the Shen! (Monkey) and Hai X (Pig) 
Harm derived? 


Shen F (Monkey) combines with SiG (Snake). Now, what 
Clashes with SiG (Snake)? Refer back to chapter 5 on 
Clashes. You’ll find that the Hai (Pig) clashes with the 
Si G (Snake). The Hai % (Pig) prevents the SiE (Snake) 
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from combining with the Shen-f (Monkey). That is why the 
Hai & (Pig) Harms the Shen (Monkey). If you imagine 
it from a family relationship context, the Sher (Monkey) 
and Si E (Snake) are like a couple who want to get married. 
But the mother-in-law does not like the SiG. (Snake) and so 
it causes a rift! 


It is for this reason that a Harm is often perceived as a problem 
caused by a third party or the influence of a third party. 


When is a Harm a Harm? 


For a Harm relationship to exist between the Earthly Branches 
in the BaZi chart, the two Earthly Branches with a Harm 
relationship must appear side by side. 
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In this BaZi, the Harm is a serious one because the Branches 
that have a Harm relationship are situated side-by-side in the 
Month and Day branches of a BaZi chart. 
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Where there is a separation between the Branches that have 
a Harm relationship, as in the chart above, the impact of the 
Harm is reduced significantly. Here, the Chen (Dragon) 
is in the Month branch, while the Mao Jj) (Rabbit) is in the 
Hour pillar, and are separated by the SiG (Snake) in the 
Day Branch. 


External Harms 


A person can also meet a Harm relationship when the year 
pillar or the luck pillar interacts with the Earthly Branches in 


the BaZi chart. 
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This person ‘meets’ a Harm when she enters the 27 Luck 
Pillar. The Si (Snake) harms the Yini#¥ (Tiger), which is 
the Month Branch of her BaZi. So what can we find out about 


this Harm? 


Since the Palace involved is the Month Palace, we can conclude 
that the Harm involves her parents. Now, let’s decode the 
Harm further by looking at the elements involved. The 
element involved in the Harm is the Wood element. This lady 
is a Jic4 Earth Day Master. Wood represents her Influence 
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element, which you will recall, amongst other things, is the 
husband or boyfriend star. 


Now who is the other player in this Harm? It is the SE. 
(Snake). Inside the SiG (Snake) is BingW Fire. Bing A Fire 
represents the Resource element of the Five Factors. Resource, 
amongst other things, refers to the mother. 


What have we learnt so far about this Harm? It involves a 
boyfriend or husband star, and the mother. Her parents (and 

very likely her mother) refused to allow her to get married 
to the man of her choice, and as a result, she felt betrayed 
by them. 


The Meaning of Harms 


All the examples above have illustrated what a Harm is and 
how a person at the receiving end of a Harm feelsEach type 
of Harm is unique and carries a distinct interpretation and 
scenario, in addition to the layer of interpretation carried by 
the elements and the Ten Gods. I will show you a few examples 
in the following pages of different types of Harm relationships 
and how they are decoded from the BaZi charts. 


Do remember that when unpleasant things happen to someone, 
there is never ever one true cause of the problem. Life is 
complicated, problems are complicated and so, BaZi reflects 
this complexity. Often in a BaZi chart, more than one activity 
is going on at the same time and all these work together to 
create a certain outcome. So bear in mind that in the examples 
to follow, the problem is not always caused by just the Harm 
alone, although that is the aspect that we will focus on. 
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The Tale of A Costly Betrayal 


Often when a Harm takes place, people are less fixated about 
the money, and more by the feeling of betrayal and the 
emotional disappointment, either in themselves and their own 


lack of judgement, 


or in the person who stabbed them in the 


back. Betrayal is always an unpleasant event but when it is 
costly, it is almost like a double whammy. Someone stabs you 
in the back, turns the knife and then, sticks it in deeper, for 


the road as it were! 


Have a look at this BaZi. This gentleman is a Reni: Water 
Day Master. Let’s call him Mr A. 
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Mr A has a business partner, Mr B. They are both the same 
age and the best of friends. They started a biscuit producing 
factory together at the age of 30, after borrowing some money 
from Mr A’s father-in-law. After some tough times, they hit it 
big. They become one of the biggest biscuit suppliers in Asia. 


Their partnership was a good one: Mr A did the marketing. 
Mr B ran the office, and was in charge of the accounts. 
Now, like many Asian businessmen, they operated their 
business together largely on trust. They didn’t bother with 
documentation, especially in relation to who owned various 
assets in the company. There were no checks and balances in 
the company to keep everyone honest. Things started to go 
downhill when it became apparent that Mr B had his hand 
in the company cookie jar. He had misappropriated company 
funds for his personal expenditure and the company turned 
out to be in serious debt and faced a lawsuit. 
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Let’s decode Mr A’s BaZi and see how he found himself in 
this situation. Begin with the basics, which is, the Day Master. 
Mr A is a Ren+ Water Day Master, born in the Winter 
month of Hai & (Pig). In Winter, the Water element is at 
its strongest and most prosperous. This Rent Water Day 
Master is also rooted in the Shen"? (Monkey). Recall that 
inside the Shen 1 (Monkey), there is a Ren-- Water in the 
Hidden Stems. So, this Ren=E Water Day Master is strong. 


Now, as you will remember fromThe Destiny Codea strong 
Day Master’s favourable elements are the elements that it 
controls, the elements that control it and the element that it 
produces. That means this Day Master likes Fire, Earth and 
Wood elements. Think about it, which element is the most 
favourable amongst the trio? In this case, it is Fire. The chart is 
extremely cold. In fact, it is so cold, the Water is almost frozen! 
So, we need to thaw the ice a little, and get the water flowing. 


Clearly, Metal and Water are unfavourable to this strong 
Ren + Water Day Master. Water further strengthens the 
re strong Ren-E Water and Metal produces Water 
ov s not needed. In this BaZi, we Water Elements can 
in the Hidden Stems of pli 2 A (Pig) and 
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To get the full decoded picture, we now need to ask 
ourselves: What is Water and Metal to a Ren Water Day 
Master? Hai X (Pig) is Water, and represents the Companion 
Element. Shen (Monkey) is Metal and represents the 
Resource Element. 


In the study of BaZi, when Resource star is negative, it 
indicates carelessness, oversight, complacency, and taking 
things for granted. Resource is also the star that feeds the 
Self Element, and thus, denotes information and input. So, 
when Resource creates a problem, it causes issues as a result 
of complacency, ignorance, carelessness or taking for granted 
matters related to information and things you sh ou. > know... 
5 ? #, er 
The Harm adds a new dimension to th \ ie 
problem that Mr A will face. This is bee Ham ms 
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But our story does not end there. Now, from the BaZi 
chart, we can tell that Mr A is likely to experience a betrayal 
involving a friend or business partner. As it is an Internal 
Harm, it is essentially a betrayal waiting to happen. So, the 
question is WHEN? 


Since the Harm is between the Year and Month pillar, and 
using the Age Pillars, we might deduce that it happens early in 
life. But remember my story? It took 30 years for the problem 
to surface. Why is that? 


In BaZi, general principles usually have exceptions. And this 
is a chart that illustrates the point very well. 


We have established that the most important element in this 
chart is Fire. It is not just the Day Master that craves warmth in 
this chart - the Hai Z (Pig) and Shen#1 (Monkey) elements 
also want warmth. And where is this all-important element 
located? In the Day and Hour Branch and Stem respectively. 
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Take a look at the Luck Pillars. Mr A goes through Fire Luck 
in his middle age years. 
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You’re probably thinking - okay, this all doesn’t make 
sense. Fire is supposed to be his favourable element. But 
when he goes through Fire Luck, he gets this nasty Harm. 
What gives? 


Going through what BaZi practitioners call ‘good luck’ 
does not mean it is all sunshine and happy days. But 
because your Luck Pillars are favourable, chances are that 
outcomes will be favourable for you. It doesn’t mean you 
don’t have to go through any nasty experience. But it does 
mean that after the bitter medicine, the illness actually 
goes away and you feel better. It also means that while the 
Harm happens, it’s not as unpleasant as it could be. 
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So how does the story of Mr A and his cookie-jar dipping 
partner Mr B end? 


The Si G (Snake) luck pillar (58-67) sees Si (Snake) 
combine with the Shen -# (Monkey). At the same time HaiX 
(Pig) clashes with Si (Snake). The situation produces a 
combination and a clash at the same time. As a result, there is 
a catch 22 or dilemma situation. Let’s decode it further. The 
Companion Element, Hai & (Pig), is clashing with the Si 
(Snake), which is the Wealth Element. Meanwhile, Sheti# 
(Monkey) and SiG (Snake) combine and transform into 
Water, an unfavourable element for this already strong Ren 
+ Day Master! 


The transformation of Sil (Snake) Fire element into 

Water Element is like someone trying to ‘transfer’ Wealth. 
Why? SiE is Fire element. Fire is this chart’s Wealth star. 
In this scenario, it is ‘trying’ to become Water element, a 
Companion element! 


Still, because the SiG (Snake) remains a favourable element 
for this Chart as a whole, a good resolution is likely in 2006. 
So after the parties sat down and talked and resolved their 
issues, the problem went away.

This gentleman is a YiZ, Wood Day Master and for as long 
as he can remember, has been surrounded by petty people all 
his life. His colleagues are mean to him, his boss dislikes him, 
and even his dog at home seems to give him no respect. Why 
is that? 


This Yi Z Wood Day master was born in the season of 
Autumn. In Autumn, Metal is strong and Wood is weak. 
There are some minor roots in the WeiA (Goat) and Yin i 
(Tiger) but it is barely enough to keep the Yi Wood alive. 


The Harm formation is located between the Year and Month 
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Pillar, between the You] (Rooster) and the Xu F% (Dog). 
Clearly, the strongest element in this chart is= Metal, since 

it penetrates from the YouF¥ (Rooster) through to the Stem 
in the Month pillar. So this gentleman’s negative element is 
extremely strong and prosperous Metal, to a YiZ, Wood 
Day Master, is known as 7 Killings. 7 Killings is one of the 
two types of Influence Elements. When 7 Killings is a negative 
star, it represents petty people, backstabbing, situations 
turning tables on you, impossible to handle ultimatums and 


extreme stress. 


This 7 Killings star is extremely close to the Day Master, 
indicating that the people who are petty and who give him 

problems are always close to him. It is also found in his Parents 
Palace, indicating that some of the people who are mean and 
petty to him, are his own relatives! 
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The Double Whammy arrives in 1990, during the Jia ZiF 
-— Luck Pillar. Can you see the Double Harm in the chart? 
There is the Harm between the Youf¥ (Rooster) and Xuk&% 
(Dog) and with the Jia Zi #- luck pillar, a Harm between 
the Zi — (Rat) and the Wei A (Goat). Zi f (Rat) contains 
Gui 2 Water. Gui 2 Water represents the Resource element 
for a YiZ, Wood Day Master. Accordingly, his thinking and 
mental state were affected. Obviously disheartened by what 
he felt to be overwhelming problems in life, this gentleman 
suffered from a bout of depression. 


His relatives, instead of being supportive, bombarded him 
with belittling comments, nasty remarks and practically 
called him useless. The Zif (Rat) also Harms 
the Wei # (Goat). As this is a Harm involving 
the spouse palace, the Harm also affected his 
relationship with his wife. 


so a Destruction 
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Dealing with Harms 


A Harm often takes us by surprise but it is only able to do 
that, often, because the person is careless or complacent or 
took something for granted. It is often the case that a Harm 

occurs because the person has either been irresponsible, 
slacking off or is simply kept out of the loop with regard to 
certain information that is important. 


The best way to handle a Harm is to be careful. Cross every 
T. Dot every ‘i’. It is important to be detail-orientated, and be 
very careful with all matters, big or small, during periods of 
time when there is a Harm to your BaZ1. 


But by far, the most important method of dealing with Harms 
is not to assume that it is always bad. A wave in the ocean can 
sweep a boat back to shore, but it can also propel the boat 
forward. When someone throws rocks at your paperboat, they 
may not be trying to ruin your boat, but be creating waves to 
help your boat sail. 


Sometimes, a Harm will feel like a betrayal, but it carries an 
important lesson at the end and may even be a dark cloud 
with a silver lining. Once the feeling has passed, you’!1 wonder, 
what all the fuss was about in the first place. 


In BaZi, the correct philosophy and approach to Harms is to 
try to learn the lesson and move on with your life, wiser and 
more experienced. Being paralysed by what has happened 1s to 
not benefit from the situation. Take the lesson to heart, pick 
yourself up, and the next time the same situation comes along, 
hat you will be able to make the right decision. 


Chapter Eight: 


Destruction Codes 


Another type of the relationships the elements can have with 
each other in a BaZi chart is the Destruction relationship. 
In Chinese, the term is ‘PofJ%’ — like many Chinese words, 
an exacting precise definition is a bit difficult. ‘Destruction’ 
is the technical term that I have chosen for this relationship 
because a Destruction in a BaZi usually indicates the presence 
of behaviour or relationships or outcomes that are damaging 
in nature to the person. 


A Destruction in a chart indicates the likelihood of situations 
or scenarios which make a person feel like they are backed 
into a corner or their hand is forced or that person is forced 

by circumstances to take certain action that the 
do not want to take but have to. It can als 
result in a person finding themselves 1 
situations in which they are ill- 
equipped to deal with but have 
no choice but to face up to. 


For example, a person who is forced to work in a factory out 
£4 3 of economic necessity and then as a result of a freak accident, 
loses a finger or 1s injured physically. Or a person who cannot 

drink or doesn’t like drinking but because of the nature 
of the job, which requires socialising and entertaining 
clients, has to consume alcohol. As a result, that 
person ends up with liver damage or gets sick 

because of constant alcohol consumption. 


Traditionally, a Destruction is associated with 
a negative outcome for the person. However, 
this viewpoint is not my approach to BaZi 
and is not, I believe, the right approach 
either for today’s world. In the old days, there was 
no such thing as ‘no pain, no gain’. Today, in the age of 
self-help and Neuro-Linguistic Programming (NLP), bitter 
experiences or bad experiences are often seen as ‘empowering’, 
or something that gives the person a new direction of growth 
and development and used as an impetus for change. A bitter 
pill is sometimes what is needed to shake a person out of a 
situation and make them get to the next level. 


If a person needs to throw out the old (not always an easy or 
simple matter) in order to bring in the new, a Destruction 
is not a bad event. ‘Constructive Destruction’ is seen as a 
positive development in the corporate world these days. The 
operative word of course is constructive. Hence, these days, 
the approach to Destructions is to advise clients to build upon 
what has happened to them, or look for a lesson in the event, 
and to rebuild in a new direction. 


Also, while Destructions do have, at the time of occurrence, a 
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negative impact, the intensity of the Destruction must be taken 
into account before one concludes that it has a definitively 
nasty impact on the person. The strength of the Destruction 

and the Branches that have a Destruction relationship must 
be considered. 


Accordingly, when we are looking at a BaZi chart, we never 
assume that anything negative always means an unfavourable 
outcome. Sometimes, negative is good, or just what the 

doctor ordered. 


Now, just because a certain Earthly Branch has a destructive 
relationship with another, that does not mean that a person 
who is born in the year of the Rat, should not marry a person 
born in the year of the Rooster or avoid being friends with 
people who are born in the Rooster year. It does not mean 
they will have a ‘destructive’ marriage or relationship. This 
kind of extrapolation of the Earthly Branches relationship is 
not just wrong, it is simply not BaZi! 


The Code of Destructive Behaviour 


The presence of a Destruction relationship in a BaZi can result 
in a person engaging in vices or habits that are bad for their 
health (ie: smoking, drinking, drugs) or their relationships or 
mental/psychological state. Sometimes, a Destruction causes 
a person to be broken psychologically, their illusions or 
dreams shattered. A Destruction relationship 
can also manifest as a form of constant 
dissatisfaction. If the Destruction is 
serious, these people are pathological 
whiners who have plenty to complain 
~ about but don’t seem to want to take 
© the action that is needed to change their 
lot in life. 


Most of us probably know someone who is like this — you 
know, the good friend who thinks they deserve more money 
from their job but doesn't want to put in more hours. They 
always have a reason why they shouldn’t do something or 
are always justifying why a particular course of action is not 
suitable for them. As the conversation progresses, it soon 
becomes apparent that this person finds every option or 
suggestion unpalatable. 


Another example is the artistic creative person who longs to 
pursue their artistic dreams but is yet deterred by the slog or 
suffering that an artistic career might entail. Yet this person 
is unhappy and feels the world is depriving them of an 
opportunity to pursue their dreams or let the world know how 

talented they are.

How Destructions Appear in a BaZi Chart 


The table below shows which Earthly Branches have a 
Destruction relationship with each other.

At the basic level, there are two ways a Destruction can manifest 
in BaZi. As a Static Destruction (which happens between two 
Earthly Branches located side-by-side IN the BaZi chart) or as 
a Dynamic Destruction (which happens when Earthly Branch 
in the BaZi chart has a Destruction relationship with an 
Earthly Branch in the year or 10-Year Luck Pillar). 


Another form in which the Destruction relationship can 
manifest is through the 10-Year Luck Pillars, known as the 
Dynamic Destruction. Look at the example below:

In this example, there is a Destruction relationship between 
the Day Earthly Branch of the person’s BaZi and the person’s 
10-Year Luck Pillar, beginning at the age of 24. The Earthly 
Branch of the Day Pillar is also the Spouse Palace in the 
study of BaZi. We can conclude from this example that the 
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Destruction relationship relates to the Spouse Palace, since one 
of the components of the Destruction relationship is located 
in the Spouse Palace. So what is the likely outcome? 


Generally, we can say that during this 
particular 10-Year block, the person wil 
experience misunderstandings with thei 
spouse that will drive them to a bad habit 
or cause problems within the household) 
However, this Destruction may prove to b 
a positive development in this person’s life. A new beginning 
is on the horizon for this person and if this person uses this 

opportunity to reflect on their bad habits and make a decisive 

choice to change for the better, this person may find during this 

10-Year period, they may make many positive changes to their 
life and gain greater happiness or personal satisfaction. 


When the Destruction already exists in your chart, it’s known 
as a Static Destruction. So for example, you may have a 
Destruction relationship between the Earthly Branches located 
in your Year and Month pillar, or a Destruction relationship 
between the Earthly Branches located in your Month and 
Day pillar, or you have a Destruction relationship between the 
Earthly Branches located in your Day and Hour pillar. 


When the Destruction relationship is between the Year and 
Month Earthly Branches, like in the example below, then this 
indicates the destructive event or behaviour occurs during 
childhood or youth years. 
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Destruction between Year and Month 
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If the Destruction relationship is between the Month and Day 
Earthly Branches, then the problem will crop up during the 


person’s youth or during middle age. 
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Destruction between Month and Day 


If the Destruction relationship appears between the Day and 
Hour Earthly Branches, then the Destruction usually involves 
destructive events or behaviour occurring during old age, or 


involving the person’s spouse or children. 


Destruction between Day and Hour 
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The meaning of Destruction 


Each type of Destruction relationship carries a unique 
meaning or implication and usually results in a very specific 
kind of situation or scenario. For example, if someone has 
a Zi-You £4 (Rat-Rooster) Destruction relationship in 
their BaZi, this means the Destruction is related to 
alcohol or alcohol abuse. Individuals with this type of 
Destruction in their chart may be people who often 
resort to Dutch courage to get things done as they 
have an inferiority complex. Or they may drown 
their sorrows in alcohol rather than face up to iy 
their problems. Or they handle the stress of 

their job through drinking. 


Rat vs Rooster (- ) 


A Zi-You-* & (Rat-Rooster) Destruction may also bring 
about ostracism or exile for the person, usually as a result of 
an alcoholic habit or sexual peccadilloes.Or in some case 
scenarios, depending on the severity of the Destruction, the 
Destruction may cause serious depression. 


Of course, to get a more precise picture, we need to incorporate 
into the reading what is known as the Ten Gods }-##. But for 
now, just recognise that certain types of Destructions can be 
associated with specific types of negative behaviour.

Let’s see how certain types of Destructive behaviour can show 
up in a BaZi chart and how they can be interpreted. 


Below, is an example of a chart with a Zi-Youf 4 (Rat- 
Rooster) Destruction. 


Male —e Dec 1961, 10. a hour) 
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_ 1 “Yi = Day Master’s chart has a Zi- Your (Rat 
Rooster) Destruction present in the chart. Not surprisingly, 
this person is an alcoholic. Now, what is the reason this person 
hit the bottle? 


This BaZi chart is very cold - notice that all the Branches are 
either Winter season Branches (the ChouH, Hai Z and 
Zi $) or Autumn season Branches (the You#4). Although 
there is a Ding J Fire present in this chart, at the Hour, it 
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is not strong enough to warm the chart. Fire, in the study of 

the Five Elements, is what brings passion and happiness to a 
person’s chart. As the chart is cold and the Fire is weak, and 
there is preponderance of Water and Metal elements in the 

chart (remember the BaZi saying, Metal and Water makes a 
person emotional 477k 41), this person is easily depressed 
and is emotionally unstable. For that reason, the person hits 

the bottle. 


In the Ding You J fj (Fire Rooster) luck pillar, alcoholism 
becomesa severe problem. Why? The Yo (Rooster) contains 
Xin Metal. Xin Metal is this YiZ, Wood Day Master’s 7 
Killings star. (7 Killings is one of the two manifestations of the 
Influence Element). 7 Killings represents courage and bravery, 
when the 7 Killings star is exerting its positive qualities. But 
in this chart, it is negative and thus manifests its negative 
qualities, which are irrationality, aggression, rash behaviour 
and anxiety.

Now, notice that the You (Rooster) from the Luck Pillar, 
which contains the Xin Metal 7 Killings, is in a Destruction 
relationship with the Zi (Rat). The Zi-f (Rat) contains 
Gui 2$ Water, which is the Indirect Resource star for this 
Yi Z Wood Day Master. The Indirect Resource star governs 
how a person feels, the person’s comfort level and sensitivity. 
You will also notice that the You4) (Rooster) is also in a Self- 
Punishment relationship with the You (Rooster) in the 
Spouse Palace. 
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So, having worked out the ‘technical’ parts, what can we 
conclude? Clearly, the Ding You] @ Luck Pillar affects 
the person’s relationship with the Spouse. Since it is a Self- 
Punishment, and that Self-Punishment relates to 7 Killings, 
we can conclude that the cause of the problem is this person’s 
own (hence the Self in the Self-Punishment) irrational 
or aggressive behaviour. This behaviour then caused the 
relationship to go sour and the person then became further 
depressed. Since the Indirect Resource star is also affected, 
we can conclude that this person’s alcoholism is also linked to 
self-esteem problems. 


Horse vs Rabbit (4--9[)) 


Another type of Destruction that carries a specific Destructive 
behaviour is the Wu-Mao‘F JJ (Horse-Rabbit) Destruction. 
The Wu-Mao‘F Ji (Horse-Rabbit) Destruction refers to 
having to do something that results in the persons turning 
their back on their past, their family or their principles. 


It usually refers to the presence of a Catch-22 type situation 

for the person. For example, your father is a butcher and 

you are able to get an education and go to university 

thanks to your father’s work as a butcher. But 

when you come out from university, now 

armed with a respectable degree and enter the 

workplace, you are embarrassed by the fact 
that your father works as a butcher. 


In other cases, a Wu-MaoF fl (Horse- 
Rabbit) Destruction can also basically denote 
bad experiences with friends or a violation 

of trust between friends. I usually find this 

advice works well with people under the negative 


ho 
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influence of this Destruction: “just because someone doesn’t 
love you the way you want them to, doesn’t mean they don’t 
love you with all they have” . 


Again, the severity of this Destruction must be weighted by 
the overall BaZi assessment. Sometimes, the destruction’s 
effects are minor and even negligible. 


The Combination-Destruction Relationship 


There are also two Earthly Branches which have Combination- 
Destruction relationships. This means that the Earthly Branches 
have both a Combination and a Destruction relationship. 
The table below shows the two Combination-Destruction 
relationships that are possible between Earthly Branches. 


Combination-Destructions usually involve situations or 
scenarios or relationships where things go from good to bad, 
or bad to good. For example, the relationship begins all rosy 
and on a good footing but then ends in bad blood. 


For example, a person collaborates with someone else, in 
the hope of achieving something for the betterment of both 
but ends up on the bad side of their partner instead, despite 
that person’s noble efforts. Or a person is trapped or put in 
a difficult situation or sometimes, even outright conned or 
taken for a ride, as a result of a joint-venture or partnership 
with someone. 
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Depending on the circumstances, the Destruction aspect of 
the Combination-Destruction relationship may be active or 
inactive. For example, if a BaZi contains the Yin-Hati X 
(Tiger-Pig) Combination Destruction, if the Combination 
between Tiger and Pig is successful in transforming into 
Wood, then the Destruction meaning is often not considered. 
However, if the combination is not successful, then the 
Destruction must be considered in the reading. 


Let’s have a look at an example of a Combination-Destruction 
relationship to understand how it impacts on a person. 


Male: Born 12 November 1986 . Horse Hour. 
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This Geng §t Metal Day Master has a Combination- 
Destruction present between the Year and Month Pillars. 
This person has a difficult relationship with his father, who 
is divorced from his mother. He was sent away to live with 
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his grandparents at an early age and his 
father rarely came to see him. 


Through the Palaces, we can see that 
the Hai % (Pig) in the Month Palace 
and Yin ‘ (Tiger) in the Year Palace are in a 
Combination-Destruction relationship. Now, as you will have 
already noticed from all the previous examples, you need to 
dig deep in order to find out what is really going on in the 
BaZi. So let’s take a closer look at the Yi (Tiger). 


Inside the Yin #4 (Tiger), there is Jia? Wood. In the study 
of the Ten Gods +##!, Jia F Wood, to a Geng # Metal Day 
Master, is the Indirect Wealth star. Amongst other things, 
the Indirect Wealth star, to a man, represents his Father. The 
Yin ‘#4 (Tiger) combines with the Hai X% (Pig) in the Month 
Branch, which is the Parents Palace. So the father is supposed 
to take care of him. 


But, the Destruction aspect of the Combination-Destruction 
relationship creates problems here. And because the 
Combination aspect of the Combination-Destruction 
relationship does not successfully transform into Wood in 
the BaZi chart itself, and the first two 10-Year Luck Pillars 
are also not conducive to the Combination component, the 
Destruction aspect of the relationship comes into play. 


In this case, the Destruction relationship impacts on the 
Father star, and thus, involves the relationship with the o 
Father. This person is upset with his father because he 
feels his father did not live up to his responsibilities 
as a father and he is disappointed with his father. 
The preference for the grandparents is due to the 
presence of Bing Fire in the Year Pillar. This 
element is integral towards maintaining the chart’s 
warmth and keeping it comfortable. Hence, he is happier 
living with his grandparents. 
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The Devastation of Clash and Destruction 


In some BaZi charts, a Destruction formation can appear 
together with a Clash. The typical formation for this sort 
of occurrence is the presence of the Wu-Ma6F 5)! (Horse- 
Rabbit) Destruction in tandem with the Zi-You-~ FY (Rat- 
Rooster) Destruction. This sort of formation usually indicates 
problems of a sexual nature, for example, sexual abuse or 
sexual assault or problems caused by sex. Why? Because when 
such a line-up is present in the Earthly Branches of a BaZi, 
all the Peach Blossom stars are present in the chart and Peach 
Blossom stars typically govern matters relating to attraction 
and sexuality. The formation is particularly troubling if the 
stars that are affected are negative elements. 


The example below is an illustration of why a Clash and 
Destruction formation in a chart is highly unfavourable. 


Female, 18 March 1954 at 12.30am 
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This lady was raped by her male friend after she became 
drunk. As a result of the encounter, she became pregnant. She 

chose to abort the child and did not seek legal redress because 
the man apologised to her. Following that event, she has 

experienced problems with her marriage and relationships. 


What does the BaZi chart tell us? First, there is a Wu-MaéF 
5) (Horse-Rabbit) Destruction and it affects the Month and 
Year Branches. This tells us her family is not a happy one. Her 
mother is what we call a second wife in the Asian context. 
In the west, the woman is a mistress. She is ashamed of this 
aspect of her life. 


The Day Branch and Hour Branch show a Destruction 
formation involving the Zi-Yous #4 (Rat-Rooster). This 

tells us that there are problems with children and denotes a 
regrettable event involving children (such as an 

abortion.) Remember earlier I talked about 
how a Destruction frequently involves 
person feeling backed into a corner or 
forced to take certain actions due to 
circumstances? Destructions usually 
involve a person having to handle 
something which that person is 
ill-equipped to deal with but has 
no choice but to face up to. In this 
woman’s case, she had to handle the 
pregnancy because it was the result o 
something she didn’t want to happen. 


You will notice that there is also a Clash in her chart, between 
the Mao Jj) and You f¥ (Rabbit and Rooster). This affects 
the Spouse Palace and hence, her marriage has issues. But 
that’s not the only reason why her marriage has problems. 
Remember, in BaZi, we don’t arrive at our conclusion based 
on one observation, but several observations that support the 
same conclusion.

In addition to the Clash with the Spouse Palace, this lady’s chart 
reveals no true Husband Star. This Gui%S Water lady’s true 
Husband Star, known as the Direct Officer star, is Ww Earth. 
Now, you will see that the entire chart does not have any Wik, 
Earth in it. So this Gui Water has to use Jit, Earth, which is 
the 7 Killings Star. The only Jic’ Earth she has is inside the Wu 
“F- (Horse). This 7 Killings is ‘destroyed’ by the W&--Mao Jj! 
(Horse-Rabbit) Destruction. What does this mean? It means 
that she has a distorted view of men, because of something that 
happened to her - an event or a relationship in the past. 
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The date the rape incident took place in 1978, was in the year 
of Wu Wu /&% 4F (Earth Horse), during the Jia Zi 1 (Wood 
Rat) 10 year Luck Pillar. During that year, the Zif (Rat) in 
the Annual Pillar, clashes with the WWF (Horse) present in 
the Year Branch of her BaZi chart. The 7 Killings star is being 
clashed! The clash involves the Zif (Rat) which contains 
Gui %& Water. Gui 4$ Water is the Companion element to 
this Gui 3 Water Day Master. The Clash indicates a forcible 
attempt by a friend to be her boyfriend. 


The Zi (Rat) also creates an Uncivilised Punishment 
formation with the Mao JJ (Rabbit) in the Month Pillar. 
Rape is one example of an Uncivilised Punishment. The Zif- 
(Rat) also creates a Destruction with the You#4 (Rooster) in 
her Day Branch. That tells us that alcohol is the cause of the 
problem. 1978 is the year of Wu Wu/K4F, which indicates 
the Husband Star has arrived, and Wu/% combines with 
the Gui 3 Day Master. So on the surface, it appears to be 
a husband appearing but in fact, in the Earthly Branches, 
something very different is manifesting! 
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1978, the year of Wu Wu /X%4F (Earth Horse) also clashes 
with the Zi (Rat) in the Hour Branch, denoting an activity 
that takes place suddenly, in the blink of an eye almost. The 
Wu “F (Horse) is also in a Self-Punishment formation with 
the Wu “F (Horse) in the Year Branch. That tells us that the 
‘boyfriend’ (7 Killings star) committed an activity that he 
regretted. The Wu 4F (Horse) in the Annual Pillar is also in 
a Destruction relationship with the MaoJ[J (Rabbit) in the 
Month Pillar, indicating a psychologically traumatic event 
occurred that year. 
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I have all four Peach Blossom Stars! Should 
I be worried? 


Just because you have all the Peach Blossom stars (Zi (Rat), 

Wu “F (Horse), Mao Ji (Rabbit), You f¥ (Rooster) present 

in your chart does not mean you are going to experience what 
this lady encountered. Nor does it mean that if you have all 
the Peach Blossom stars, you are destined to be a prostitute 
or gigolo, a common but incorrect assumption frequently 
made. Each chart is unique and the placement of the Peach 
Blossom stars (which palace, in what relationship with the 
other Earthly Branches on the left and right) matters. If we 
tweak the chart above and change the position of the Year and 
Month pillars, like below: 
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It’s a big difference in the interpretation! All 
he the four Peach Blossom stars are present but 
in a different order, the impact is different. 

’ , 


-. There still is a Wu-Mao4F Jl (Horse- 
» 


Rabbit) Destruction but there is no clash 

with the Spouse Palace. That means 
- that while an unpleasant event may 
te take place, it does not have an 
impact on her marriage or future 
relationships. 


When the chart is tweaked this way, the 
Ji Gi Earth, which is the 7 Killings star, 
is now a strong and better quality star and does not have a 
contaminating effect on the Gui2é Water Day Master. When 
the Year and Month branches are swapped, notice that the 
luck pillars have also changed. The Zi-Wuf-4F (Rat-Horse) 
Clash is now likely to only happen in her 60s. 


What does this exercise tell us? First, that we should never 
assume anything when it comes to BaZi. Each chart should 
be read individually, and analysed individually. Of course, in 
BaZi, we do use some modelling, in the form of structures, 
to derive conclusions but these are always conclusions that 
have to be supported by more than one finding in the chart. 
Hence, the golden rule when it comes to reading a BaZi 
chart is to never assume that one chart, that bears a passing 
resemblance to another chart, will experience the same events 
or outcomes. 
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Dealing with Destruction 


Invariably, individuals with a Destruction relationship in 
their BaZi can end up being extremely frustrated people who 
blame everyone but themselves for their lot in life. They are 
unwilling to help themselves but yet unable to be satisfied 
with what they have either. The saying ‘Heaven helps those 
who help themselves’ clearly does not apply to these people! 


But there are also some instances where a Destruction can 
bring a good outcome — the person is broken and scrapes the 
bottom of the barrel, but as a result of the experience, that 
person bounces back, bigger and better, so to speak. They go 
through a life-changing or very drastic situation but come 
back from it changed, for the better. A Destruction can 
signal a positive change, from old to new, or the removal of 
a bad habit. In that respect, a Destruction in a BaZi is not 
always detrimental. Most of the time, it can also bring about 
positive outcomes. 


The key to dealing with a Destruction in your BaZi chart is 

not to whine about it but to ask yourself, what you have gotten 

out of the experience, miserable as it may be. Find the lesson, 

find the problem and then make your breakthrough. A 
Destruction pillar ultimately is like closing a chapter 

on one part of your life and moving on to , 
a new chapter. Seize the opportunity © OQ J” 
for a fresh start, and let go of the past. a 

Listen to the message that your BaZ1 is 
giving you and move on!

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Chapter Nine: 
Earthly Branch 
Relationships in Action 


From the start of this book, I have always talked about how 

the best way to learn BaZi is from examples. I note that 

students usually find it easier to ‘learn by osmosis’ many of the 
Earthly Branch relationships when they have some fun with 

the examples. So that’s what we have in this chapter - real life 
examples, and how the Earthly Branch relationships reflect the 
events that happened in their lives. 


Ihave used some famous living and some no-longer-with- 
personalities in this chapter. The purpose is not to 
peculate on the events in their lives, but to show you~ 
_ how these events are explained through BaZi and — 
so you can research on your own, how. ; 
_ people handled the situation and» whether-< 


_~ 
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They say history affords the best lesson in life, since it does 
repeat itself. Looking at the momentous events in a famous 
person’s life is the easiest way to learn BaZi because usually 
these personalities have their lives extensively documented (the 
downside to being famous!) and you can find out a lot about 
them on the Internet. Now, all you have to do is look at the 
BaZi and match it to the events, outcomes and personalities! 


In some instances, the outcomes were negative but this is 
because the wrong action was taken or no action was taken. 
Hence, this harks back to the point about BaZi - knowing is 
one thing, but doing the right thing is just as important. 


By this chapter, the key basics of understanding BaZi have all 
been covered. By this stage, you know how to identify the Day 
Master and know a little about the individual Day Masters. 

You have knowledge of all the Earthly Branch relationships 
and the Heavenly Stem relationships, and how to analyse 
them. From this point on, your knowledge and accuracy with 

BaZi analysis should start to improve. 


As you read through this chapter, you will notice I make 
increasing reference to the 10 Godst-## technique and 
reduce my usage of the more basic terminology. The 10 
Gods will be extensively covered in my next book but you 
should get an appetiser of this technique in this chapter and 
see how it adds yet another powerful dimension to decoding 
a Destiny Chart. 
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Three Harmony Combinations and Clash 
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Unless you’ve been living on the moon for 
the last 5 years, you would have heard of 
Mr Dan Brown, or his book, the Da Vinci 
Code I do not have Mr Brown’s complete 
chart as we do not know the hour of birth 
but that’s okay. We can still analyse it based 
on the first three pillars. 


So what does Mr Dan Brown’s BaZi tell us about him 
and why is it he could become a famous and extremely 
successful author? 
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Mr Brown’s chart is a structure known asShi Shen Pei Yin 
Ge £4 SC EN #§ or Output matches Resource Structure. In 
BaZi, structures are an important method to appreciate the 
beauty of a chart and see its true qualities. It is considered an 
advanced concept so at this point, just appreciate that there 
are such things as ‘special structures’ in BaZi and they add a 
new dimension of interpretation to a chart. TheShi Shen Pei 
Yin Gestructure is a special one that indicates a talent and 
ability to bring ideas into reality. 


A more basic analysis would be this: the Eating God st#& ##, 
represented by the Jia? Wood element is extremely strong, 
having roots in the Chen/X (Dragon) and Yin # (Tiger) 
branches of the BaZi. Eating God, in case you do not know, 
is one of the Output elements. Jia‘? Wood is also considered 
ideal for authors, especially when it is also the Eating God star. 
At a basic level of BaZi, Eating God represents, amongst other 
things, a person’s output or what they create. Individuals with 
Eating God also tend to be people who are 
behind the scenes or who work unseen, 
Fe such as an author. 


/ <f RR Now to be a successful author, 


you cannot just be able to write 
(otherwise, everyone out there who wrote 
would be a successful novelist). You have to have 
unique ideas, a special insight into the world, or great 
imagination and inspiration. In the study of BaZi, the Resource 
star relates to knowledge, inspiration, ideas and the star 
known as Indirect Resource(/fiE[) relates to unconventional 
ideas, unique perspectives and unorthodox thinking. All the 
qualities needed for someone planning to write a novel full 
of codes, brain cracking puzzles, tricky anagrams and the 
mystery of the century! 
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In truly unique and special BaZi charts, the elements all work 
together and play off each other. We call this the interdependence 
of elements. In Mr Brown’s Destiny Code, there is a perfect use 
of the Eating God star (represented by Jid# Wood) because 

it is made useful by the Indirect Resource star (represented by 
Geng ft Metal). Wood is chopped by Metal and made useful. 

So his writing is supported by good ideas. 


His Indirect Resource star in turn is of good quality because of 
the Ding J Fire found in the Wu “F (Horse), located in the 
Month Branch of his BaZ1i. 
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This Ding J Fire forges and makes useful the Geng Metal. 
Ding J Fire is the Direct Wealth stariE#4 for Mr Brown’s 
chart. Direct Wealth, amongst other things, represents putting 
one’s nose to the grindstone, working hard and also is the Wife 
star 2£/2 for a man. 
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Of course, there are many authors out there - not all of them 
are worth an estimated USD250 million. So does Mr Brown’s 
chart reveal his wealth potential? Yes. In the BaZi classic Di 
Tian Sui yi Hi, a verse states: “How do you know if a 


person is rich? Because he’s born in the Door of Wealtfr] 
AU ee SRR”. 


Mr Brown’s Wealth is represented by the element of 
Fire in his chart. The Month Branch of Mr Brown’s 
BaZi, the Wu “F (Horse) is a strong Wealth star. 
Inside the Yin #¥ (Tiger) is also a Wealth star, an 
Indirect Wealth star, that is in Growth (Chang 
Sheng f4Z). Mr Brown’s Indirect Wealth star 
is Bing Fire or the fire of the sunlight, 
indicating his Wealth potential from book 
royalties, like the fire of the sun, is infinite! 


So, it can be said that in this BaZi, the individual 
has the potential and capacity to become a successful and 
wealthy author, and the Wife star is useful, helpful and of 
great significance. 


The Man Behind the Code \ 


Mr Brown met his wife in 1993 and married her in r 
1997. In a newspaper article by the Observer, he is 
quoted as saying she is his ‘inspiration’ and she | kee 
a big mention in his books and CDs (yes, before he 
wrote books, he wrote music, which is also an Eating — 
God star activity). When he decided to become an 
author, his wife helped him get his first book dea I, 
organised book signing for his first book, did his PR 
got him onto talk shows and helped him do a great dea 
of research into the historical and art references for tu:

At the 35 Luck Pillar of Jia XUF KX the Xu Fé (Dog) 
completes the Three Harmony Combination of Yini¥ 
(Tiger), Wu 4F (Horse) and Xu i (Dog). With the arrival 
of the Xu % (Dog) the fire frame combination is complete. 
Refer to Chapter 4 on Combinations to quickly refresh your 
memory on this combination. 


Fire is the Wealth Element to this Rent Water Day Master. 
In Dan Brown’s case, the Yin-Wu-Xuii “F A{ combination 
brought him an income of US250 million (estimated as of 
2006). Not bad, right? 
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Here, most people might be thinking: I have this combo in 
my chart - how come I don’t have US250 million spare change 
in my account? You might have noticed that I didn’t discuss 
the strength of the Day Master in the earlier sections. 
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‘1 chart itself, 
it is strengthened. 
tal, remember? So 
this Ren Water Day Master - i y more. Also, 
Xu &% (Dog) contains Metal, so 
Resource star is now rooted a 
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Clash - not always a bad thing! 


Now, you will notice that there is a Clash between the X#X 
(Dog) and the Chen JX (Dragon) which releases Water from 
the storage. This is quite an advanced concept but because my 
purpose in this chapter is to expose you to some of the more 
sophisticated concepts in BaZi, I have decided to include it 
in here. 
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The Clash in this case is a favourable Clash because it 
releases a favourable element, which is Water. In fact, the 
Clash releases GuiZS Water, which is the Rob Wealth star. 
Now, Rob Wealth #4! means many things but if you are a 
famous celebrity, author or actor, Rob Wealth usually means 
your fans. 
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You might note that the element being clashed is WurX 
Earth, which is the 7 Killings staré #% of this Ren = Water 
Day Master. In case you have forgotten, 7 Killings is part 
of the Influence Star group. As you will know, Mr Brown 
was sued for plagiarism in 2005 by two 
authors claiming the Da Vinci Code 
plagiarised their work and demanding 
a slice of his royalties. The 7 Killings 
star 4X, amongst other things, refers to 
lawsuits and legal action.

Rob Wealth is one of the 
Companion Stars. 


The Rob Wealth star #4, as its name literally suggests, 
indicates also individuals who are trying to ‘rob your wealth’. 
Now, I don’t mean real robbery of the knife and gun kind. 
Rob Wealth, in a nice way, means sharing your money. In 
a bad way, cashing in on your success. But because Gus 
Water is favourable, its favourable aspects (the fans) comes 
forth, rather than the unfavourable aspects (people trying 
to cash in on your success!). During this Luck Pillar, he got 
sued and the people suing him were 
trying to cash in on his success but 
because the pillar is favourable to 
him and the element clashed out is 


Combo - not always good! 


Whenever I talk about this chart in class, students are often 
puzzled as to why Mr Brown had to wait till 35 to see success 
as a writer. After all, the logic is that since he is a weak Rén 
Water, entering the You (Rooster) Luck Pillar at 25 would 
have seen things improve since Metal strengthens Water. 


Superficially that would seem to be the case. But remember 
how I always say we have to look at what is going on 
underneath? If you look at what is happening in the Earthly 
Branches, you will understand why he only got his break in 
the 35 Luck Pillar. 
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The You & (Rooster) is combining with the Chenjx 
(Dragon) but this combination is unsuccessful because of 
the season of the chart, which 1S a Go or the 

| t 


counters the Metal. So it looks good, but in fact, is not good. 
In Chinese we have a saying - looks good but does not taste 
nice. That is the case here. 


So what is affected by the combination? Chen (Dragon) 
contains the roots of the Wood and Gui% (Yin Water). 
These two elements are integral to both the Ren: Water Day 
Master and his Jia! Wood Eating God star. His Output is 
affected and lacks quality. The RenE Water Day Master 
finds support is withdrawn because the Gu# Water, which 
is lending strength to the Rent Water Day Master is gone. 
No Gui % Water also means no Rob Wealth#jHt - no 
adoring fans to love your work and buy your books! 


Differentiating Structure from Description 


I received a phone call from a local reader of my articles who 
happens to be a BaZi enthusiast. An abridged version of Mr 
Dan Brown’s analysis had appeared in a leading Malaysian daily. 
He disagreed with my analysis and said Mr Brown’s chart was a 
Cai Duo Shen Ruo Get % 554% (Wealth Strong Self Weak) 
structure. He also said that the Jia? Wood in this chart, which 

is the Eating God starf{##! , is dead because it is wood in Wu 
“- (Horse) month. So it should be unfavourable to this chart. 


“Cai Duo Shen Ruo 4 #455” is not a “structure”. It is 
merely a description of the Day Master being very weak as a 
result of too many wealth elements in the chart. The Eating 
God star is seated on Chen) (Dragon), it is not seated on 
WuF (Horse). Jia ChenFJ& pillar, in advanced BaZi, is 
considered beautiful, high quality, solid wood. Furthermore, 
the Gui Water in the Chen )& (Dragon) helps to pacify the 
heat of the summer season. 
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Mr Brown is a world famous author - Eating God star is the 
author star. If this Eating God star is really dead or rotten, how 
on earth did Mr Brown become a world famous author with 
a best-seller? Also, this Ret: Water Day Master is strictly 

speaking NOT that weak. A weak Day Master would not be 
able to control the Wealth element, which is Fire and would 
certainly not be able to bank every penny of that US250 
million royalty fortune. 


I encourage students to debate and discuss BaZi but conclusions 
must always be supported by a reason and logical deduction. 
You can’t slap a label on a chart and then conclude your 
analysis. Equally, to debate BaZi, the fundamentals must 
be the same. Talking BaZi to what I call ‘new age’ BaZi 
practitioners is difficult because they are not using the same 
basics and fundamentals as classical BaZi practitioners. Once 
we were on the same plane, the gentleman caller realised his 
analysis was off-the-mark and we had a lot of fun chatting 
about BaZi these days. 


Bullying Punishment 
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Let’s begin with the technical analysis of this chart first, then 
we move on to the interpretation of the technicalities. 


This Yi Z Wood Day Master is a weak YiG 
Wood, being born in Wu 4 (Horse) month, the 
height of Summer. In the middle of Summer, it’s 
hot so this YiZ Wood obviously needs Water. 


Now, superficially, this chart doesn’t seem to have 


any Water but that’s the sort of assumption that 
is made by people who don’t know what Hidden 
Stems are. If you look inside the ChouH. (Ox), 

you will notice that the Gui% Water is stashed 
away there. This Gui2S Water is not weak - it is supported by 
the Xin == Metal above and it is extremely important to this 
Yi G Wood Day Master.

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The Chou #1 (Ox) is important for this chart for two reasons: 
firstly, because it contains the needed Gu%S Water to help 
this Yi Z: Wood grow and secondly, Chou H. (Ox) contains 
wet Ji CG Earth, which is ideal to grow the Y%.

The third component needed for YiZ Wood to 
grow is BingA Fire. YiZ Wood is the 
beautiful flower and without sunlight, how 
can we appreciate the flowers when they ar 
blooming? This YiZ, Wood has a BingA 
Fire in the Hour pillar. Bing Fire is the 
Output star of this Yi Z Wood. In the 
advanced study of BaZi, it is known as the 
Hurting Officer star {§'B of Yi Z: Wood. The 
Hurting Officer star indicates creative and artistic 
talents, and a person who enjoys being in the limelight. 


The Hurting Officer star is typically the star of a performer, 
someone who wants to be seen, and who plays to the gallery. 
When you put the picture together, this chart tells us that this 
lady is very attractive and good-looking, who loves to be in the 
spotlight and center of attention. 


I’m sure you’re very curious now who this lady is but we will 
get there! Read on... 


Let’s turn all that technical analysis into practical 
information. This lady is a Yid% Wood 
Day Master. From Chapter 2, you will 
remember that Yi 7, Wood is soft twines, 
ivy, beautiful flowers and grass. Ya 
Wood people are usually also very good 
at ‘growing on other people’ and can be 
manipulative (but of course, not always 
in a bad way). YiZ Wood people are 
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usually very good at playing coy. Combined with the Hurting 
Officer star in the Hour pillar, and you have someone who is 
a Star, in every sense of the word. 
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We know that this Yi Wood needs Water, specifically 
Gui 2 Water. Gui 4S Water, to this Yi Z, Wood Day Master, 

is known as the Indirect Resource staff#E|]. It represents 
amongst other things, the mother, and also, charitable 
activities and endeavours. Accordingly, we can say that this 
person is very close to her mother and, is also very involved 
in charity. 


Now, at a higher level of BaZi, one looks to appreciate not just 
the BaZi as a whole, but differentiate the grade and quality of 
each pillar. 


If you look at this BaZi, you will notice that the Year Pillar 
is an extremely good pillar. This tells us that her family 
background is good, especially the grandfather. It also tells us 
that her husband is someone important, and who has a good 
name. Yes, you can use a person’s BaZi to find out more about 
their relatives too. 
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This chart uses Xin Metal as the Husband Star because 
there is no true Husband Star, which is supposed to be Geng 
Metal for this Yi Wood Day Master. So the 7 Killings Stat 
Ax, Xin = Metal, is read as the Husband Star. If you look 
at the Xin7 Metal in this chart, it is seated on Choutl 


(Ox) and it is a very steady Xiné 


Metal, supported by the Earth in the 
Chou #1 (Ox).

/ Yang Metal 
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At this point, we know that Gui2 
Water is important to this Yi Wood 
Day Master. Without the Gui Water, 
this Yi Z: Wood will be a shrivelled 
up cactus. So the Chou (Ox) 
Earthly Branch as a whole is very important to this YG 
Wood. You can say that the Chou #1. (Ox) controls this YiZ 
Wood’s water supply if you like.

Who is Chou #1. (Ox) to her? Inside Chou #1. (Ox) is the Ji 
Earth hidden stem. 


Jit Earth is the Resource starE[J4# of Xin=2 Metal. 
Remember how I said Resource, amongst other things, 
represents the mother? If Ji Earth is the ‘mother’ of Xin 
Metal, and Xin7# Metal is the husband of the YiZ. Wood, 
this means Ji Earth is the mother-in-law of this YiZ, Wood 
Day Master. So, the mother-in-law is a powerful figure in this 
Yi Z Wood Day Master’s life. 


Despite the fact that this chart has Gui2S Water, this Yi Z 
Wood Day Master is an unhappy person who’s life is pressured 
and taxed, particularly by the mother-in-law, who ‘controls’ 


the most vital and needed element of this chart. 


Who is the person you might be wondering? 
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This is the chart of the late Diana Frances Mountbatten- 
Windsor, better known as Diana, Princess of Wales, and 
former wife of the heir to the British throne, Prince Charles. 


Diana was the daughter of an Earl, so she had an aristocratic 
background and was clearly no commoner. Her husband, 
obviously, is from an exceptionally good family, being of royal 
blood. All this, we can determine from the Year Pillar alone 
in her chart. 


The Hurting Officer star in her chart tells us 
why she was an eloquent speaker, and explat 
her passion for dancing and singing talen 
This Yi Z Wood flourished under the glare 
of the photograph flashes and media attention 

- during her lifetime, Diana appeared on the cover of People 
magazine more times than any other individual and was said 
to be the most photographed person in the world. She has 

also been described as the most famous person in the world. 
From the moment she became the wife of Prince Charles, 
till her death, and beyond, she remained an icon and an 

enduring celebrity. 


Her charitable endeavours are well-documented, particularly 
in the field of AIDS, the homeless and landmines, although 
she had also lent her name to many other causes during 
her time as Princess of Wales. And of course, her powerful 
mother-in-law is none other than the Queen of England, 
Elizabeth II. 
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Some Day My Prince Will Come - 
The Combination 


Diana met Charles in 1977, a Ding Si JE Year. At that 
time, she was in the luck pillar of Bing Shepy #1. 
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Shen #1 (Monkey) and SiG (Snake) is a combination but 
remember when it comes to combinations, what matters 
is whether or not the combination produces a favourable 
element and if it actually takes place. This combination does 
produce a favourable element, Water, but unfortunately, it 
is not a real combination because the combination doesn’t 
produce in this case. The season of birth, which is WuF 
(Horse) does not support the combination. What does that 
mean? It suggests that her relationship with Charles might not 
have been ‘true love’. 


She married Charles in 1981, which is the year of Xin You 
>£ 2. The Husband Star protrudes to the Stem and becomes 
prominent that year. In 1982, she became Her Royal Highness 
the Princess of Wales, ranking third after the Queen Mother 
and the Queen. 
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She also entered the luck pillar of Ding You) 4. This Luck 
Pillar is a formation known asEating God Controlling Seven 
Killings FormatiofShi Shen Zhi Sha & ##'#fi!] #8) and heralds 
power and authority. It was also during this period that Diana 
experienced post-partum depression, after the birth of Prince 
William in 1982. The You & (Rooster) in the ten year luck 
pillar is in a Harm Formation with the XuF% (Dog) in the 
BaZi chart. The Xu}K (Dog) is located in the children’s 
palace, hence the depression is related to childbirth. 
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Once Diana exited the Ding You J #4 pillar, her separation 
and divorce from Charles took place in 1992, during the Wu 
Xu YAK luck pillar. Xu -%{ (Dog) is the Direct Wealth IEHT 
star of YiZ. Wood and this is a very strong Direct Wealth 
luck pillar - the figure has never been confirmed but Diana 
is said to have received an extremely substantial lump sum 
settlement from Charles (reputed to be 17 million pounds).

This chart also has a very strong Peach Blossom star, the Wu 
“-- (Horse). But this Peach Blossom star is negative, and it 
harms the Chou #1 (Ox) in the Year Pillar and it combines 
the Wei (Goat) in the Day Branch. Wu’F (Horse) harms the 
Chou #1. (Ox) - who is Chou H (Ox)? It is the mother-in- 
law and the Royal Family. So, her attractiveness (remember, 
Peach Blossom is what gives you popularity and magnetism) 
annoyed the Royal Family.

The Peach Blossom star combines with the Spouse Palace, 
indicating that her Peach Blossom interferes with the 
relationship with the spouse.

is the Rob Wealth star, or competitor, of this YiZ, Wood. Both 
the Jia 4 and Yi Z, Wood are seated on Wealth stars, hence we 
know that the husband has a choice between two ladies who 
come from rich families. Diana was the daughter of an Earl. 
Camilla Parker-Bowles was the daughter of a wine merchant. 
Now side-by-side, the Y% is obviously more attractive than 
the Jia A, especially since this Jia# Wood, in BaZi terms, is 
charred, dead and older looking!

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The Death of a Princess - 
a case of Punishment Formation 


Diana died in Paris in 1997, the year of Ding Chou J #1. 
Take a look at her 10 year Luck Pillar during that year - it 
is Wu Xu JK FX. She has a complete Bullying Punishment of 
Chou #. (Ox), Xu F% (Dog) and Wei Ae (Goat). 
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According to the official account, she was chased by the 
paparazzi - being hounded and feeling youd have nowhere to go 


Combination and Ungrateful Punishment 
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This chart belongs to the famous Australian naturalist Steve 
Irwin, known internationally as the ‘Crocodile Hunter’, who 
was killed in 2006, after being stung in the chest by a stingray. 
This BaZi’s first three pillars are accurate but the hour is not. 
However, I believe that the Dragon Hour (7am-9am) may 
be the correct hour in this case because of Irwin’s personality 
and career, which suggest that his chart is a special formation 
known as Triple Ren with Xinas described in Yuan Hai Zi 
Ping jiift FF, a classical fe on gh Zi. In the old days ibis 
special formatio ad 


Structures in BaZi are an important methodology in 
understanding and analysing BaZi and will be covered 
extensively in my later books. Now, to some people, this looks 
like a Follow the Leader Structurefit{#%. Briefly, a Follow 
the Leader structure is where the Day Master conforms to 
one particular element in the BaZi due to its overwhelming 
strength. This is an incorrect assessment of this BaZ1. Firstly, if 
that was the case, then Steve Irwin would have hated his job as 
‘Crocodile Hunter’. And I think it is obvious to anyone who 
has seen his show that he loved what he did and was extremely 
passionate about what he did. Secondly, a Follow the Leader 
formation always manifests as a person doing something which 
he does not like to do but has to do as he has to conform to 
the strongest element. Also, if the chart is really a Follow the 
Leader chart, then Irwin would probably have written nature 
books rather than made documentaries, since Wood is the 
publishing business in the study of the 5 Elements. 


So, what does Steve Irwin’s BaZi tell us? Let’s first go with the 
basics - the Day Master. 


Steve Irwin’s Day Master is Xif= Metal. Xin3= Metal is 
jewellery metal or small metal - you can picture this as your 
Cartier rings, your Swiss Army knives or your Rolex watches. 
It is beautiful, elegant, and to be admired. Xin Metal Day 
cigs. Masters love attention, love to perform and love 
, pat , to be the center of the attraction. Hence, Irwin 
“ Pe. was destined to be a showman - be it feeding 
ae ? a crocodiles at Australia Zoo, the zoo his family 
owned, or making crazy nature documentaries, 
courtesy of Animal Planet. 
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In his Month Stem and Year Stem, there is Reni Water. In 
BaZi, Ren Water (an Output element of this Xin 34 Metal) 
is the Hurting Officer star. This is an excellent formation as 
the Xin == Metal needs to be washed by the RenE Water in 
order to be polished, shiny and beautiful. 


In BaZi, Xin2 Metal is the most talkative of the Day 

Masters. A good Xim Metal talks a mile to a minute and 

always has something to say or an opinion to express. This 
is because Xin Metal loves to produce Water. Have you 

ever turned on a tap? The water just pours out and runs 

and runs. If you have ever watched ‘Crocodile Hunter’, you 
will notice the hyper-articulate nature of Steve Irwin. Also, 
Xin=£ Metal using Hurting Officer denotes going against 

the order or prevailing status quo of the day. Irwin paved 
the way for nature documentaries that were energetic and 
adventurous, and a whole new form of entertainment. His 

style was vastly different from the prevailing approach to 
nature documentaries. 


Why was he attracted to crocodiles? In BaZi, 
Jia 4 Wood can also refer to ‘armour’. The 
crocodile is a creature with an armour. As for 

the penchant for handling snakes, SiG 

(Snake), Yin#¥ (Tiger) and Shen 

~ (Monkey), along with HaiX (Pig) 


are part of the same group of Earthly Branches. The §i 
(Snake), Yin#{ (Tiger), Shen F? (Monkey) and Hai X% (Pig) 
are also all associated with danger and hazardous activities - 
doubtlessly, it is clear that catching crocs and handling snakes 
are hazardous.

Wood, in the study of the 
Five Elements, represents benevolence, growth and nurturing 
Irwin also had a foundation called Wildlife Warriors, devoted 
to the conservation of animals. Some people questioned his 
motivations in setting up the charity but it’s very clear fro1 
his chart that his intentions were genuine and honest.

Wood is a negative element for this Xin Metal Day Master 
and so by giving away his money to charity, Irwin was doing 
the right thing, BaZi-wise. 


What about personal relationships? What does Irwin’s BaZi 
tell us about that? 


Wood (both Yi Z: Wood and Jia? Wood), besides representing 
the Wealth Star of Xin Metal, also represents, for a man, the 
Wife Star. Irwin met his wife, Terri, during the Luck Pillar of 
YiSiZE. Yi Z Wood, which is soft twines and ivy, is much 
easier to ‘cut’ compared to Ji! Wood. Hence, Irwin met his 
wife during this luck pillar. 
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Si G (Snake) is a Travelling (Sky Horse) Star. Within Si 
(Snake) is BingN Fire. Fire represents the South Direction. 
How did Irwin meet his wife? When she travelled to Australia 
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from the US! The YZ Wood comes with Bing¥ Fire inside 
the Snake. Bing Fire represents the Direct Officer star for 
a Xin>= Metal Day Master and denotes fame and status. 
Irwin filmed the first episode of Crocodile Hunter during his 
honeymoon with his wife! From the BaZi, clearly, she was 
instrumental to his becoming famous! 


It was however only in his next Luck Pillar, Bing WwF, 
that Irwin became truly famous around the world. Firstly, 
the Wu‘F (Horse) and the Yin#{ (Tiger) form half a Three 
Harmony Fire Frame combination. Secondly, Fire, to a Xit# 
Metal Day Master, is Officer Luck, and signals fame and 
glory. As the sun blazes over this Xin Metal, surrounded by 
the Ren-E Water, the Xin3= Metal’s beauty is revealed to 
the world. Imagine a beautiful ring, glistening and sparkling 
under the sea water, illuminated by the sun. This is how we 
can ‘picture’ Steve Irwin’s BaZi during this Luck Pillar. 
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The Tragic Event 


How do we derive the tragic occurrence of his death from 
Irwin’s BaZi? Firstly, he had just changed Luck Pillars, into 
the Luck Pillar of Ding Wei] A&. The Ding J combines with 
all the Ren-£ in his chart, and successfully transforms into 
Wood. The element most integral to his chart’s success is 
removed and the element that is most negative to the chart is 
now enhanced. 
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The Weix< (Goat) combines with the Maojf! (Rabbit) 
Branch. In BaZi language, we say the feet of the Day Master 
is combined away. This indicates movement away from home 
and negative events happening since Wei and Mao Jj is a 
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half combination that also produces Wood. So the negative 
element is now appearing in a double whammy formation in 
the BaZi. 
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Wei (Goat) and MaoJil (Rabbit) are two Branches in a 
Three Harmony Combination and the third animal Branch in 
the Combination is HaiX% (Pig). Inside HaiX (Pig) is Ren. 
Ren Water is sea water and the water of great lakes and 
rivers. As the Hai-Mao-WeiX 9). Ax combination is obviously 
negative (producing Wood) and the third 

component to complete the combination 
is the HaiX(Pig), which contains RenE, 
clearly, any activity involving the sea is 
potentially dangerous. 
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Why did the event happen this year? This is the year of Bing 
Xu A%. In BaZi, Xu Ki (Dog) is one of the four graveyards. 
When an element is ‘in the graveyard’ it is old and worn, the 
Qi is weak and can sometimes in extreme cases, denote death. 
In XukK (Dog), Xin Metal is in the graveyard. Bing Xu also 
creates a formation known aHeaven and Earth Combinevith 
Day Master, and there is aFan Yin formation with his Year 
and Month pillars. 


The Fu Yin Formation{K is another advanced BaZi concept 

- I mention it here because it is integral to understanding why 
the events happened the way they did, so don’t worry if you 
don’t quite know what it is. 


A Fu Yin{K!¥ is not an event we like to see in a BaZi since it 
denotes a sudden event that causes tears. In short, this entire 
BaZi is affected by the Year’s elements. The day the tragic 
event took place was a Bing Shem FA day in a Bing ShenY 
Hmonth - again, the Ren Yin=E‘# in the Month and Year 
pillars are in a Fu YinfXK!4 Formation with that day. 
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Why a sting ray? The Jia# wood in HaiX represents 
the barb. Also, all creatures found in the sea are 
regarded as being associated with Ret Water or Hai 
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% (Pig) Earthly Branch. In the advanced 
technique of BaZi known as Chou Xiang 

Fa F(R” (Pictorial Metho the Ren 
Water has a long horizontal middle stroke 

\ when written in Chinese. Both Jid# and 
a, Ren-E characters have the ideographic 
symbolism of a barb or tail and look like 

a stingray. 


Ding J Fire, in the study of BaZi, represents the heart and in 
this Luck Pillar, it is combined away by the Rei Water. The 
heart is clearly affected in any incident - in this case, the barb 
pierced his heart. I believe there may have been more than one 
stingray present during the accident because Ret: and Yinii 
(with the Jia inside) strongly suggests two or more creatures. 
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Finally, the Shen# (Monkey) of the day and month of 
the event, and the fact that he was in the sea(HaiX%) and 
filming a documentary (a fire type activity since it relates to 
entertainment) means he has the complete set of Punishments 
on that day, and specifically an Ungrateful Punishment 
between the Sher}! (Monkey) and the Yin'# (Tiger). 


Remember in Chapter 7, I talked about the meaning of 

Ungrateful Punishment? An Ungrateful Punishment involves 
doing good for someone but getting no gratitude in return. 

Irwin was killed by one of the creatures that he had devoted 
his life to protecting, a classic illustration of an Ungrateful 
Punishment. 


In BaZi, a person’s luck continues, even though the person is 
no longer with us in this world. Steve Irwin’s name, and his 
contributions to conservation, will live on and be remembered 
for a long time. This is because the Ding Wei] 4& Luck Pillar 

is still a very strong pillar of Fire, which brings fame and good 
name to the Xin?= Metal Day Master. So Irwin will not fade 
from the media and public’s minds so quickly. 


COMBINATION-DESTRUCTION 
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This is the BaZi chart of the famous 
South African Nobel Prize Laureate 
Nelson Mandela. I had the privilege 
of meeting him in 1999 when I was in 
South Africa for a seminar. 


The first thing you will notice about 
this chart is that it has no Water and 
Metal, not even in the Hidden Stems. 
Fire is also extremely strong in this 
chart - structurally, it has aFollow Prosperous Structunehich 
immediately tells us that this chart is special and so has to be 
read with regard to its unique nature. 


The conventional assumption is that a chart like this needs 
Water and accordingly, Water must be the favourable element, 
with Metal as a secondary favoured element. This is a very 
superficial way of looking at a BaZi chart.Special charts 
should be considered with regard to their special nature and 
structure. This chart does not particularly need Water, but 
favours Water for balance. (There is a difference between 
‘need’ and ‘favouring’ an element). So the person will be 
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attracted to politics, which is the Influence element for a 
Bing Fire Day Master but is not motivated by power (Water 
element) or money (Wealth element) in his deeds. That is 
how we translate ‘favours water but does not need water’ in a 
practical sense. 


Earth is extremely strong and dominant in this chart. In the 
study of the BaZi 10 Godst##!, Earth element, specifically 
Jic Earth, to a Bing Fire Day Master, is the Hurting Officer 
star{§ ‘Ef. The Hurting Officer star {4H wants to change the 
rules, challenge the norms, create new order. Fire is also very 
strong in this chart, so we can see that he desires change for 
his own people. Hence, Mandela became a key figure in the 
challenge against apartheid in South Africa. 


Now let's take a look at his pillars. 
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It would be assumed that since this chart favours Water, the 
Water Pillars would be good for him. In Gui Hai2$ ZLuck 

Pillar, Mandela did indeed become active in politics, but it did 
not bring him power and glory - instead, he ended up being 
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3 imprisoned in 1962. For the next 27 years, almost the entire 
“4 duration of his Water Luck Pillars, Mandela was in prison. = 
Mandela survived the Neer because the structure

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Now, the HaiX (Pig) and the Weij#< (Goat) create a Half 
Combination and pushes up a MadjlJ (Rabbit).

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In 1998, Mandela married his third wife, a 50 year old 
companion. By this point, he is in the Ding Mao] 9!) Luck 
Pillar, a personal Peach Blossom luck pillar for him, as he is 
born in the Wu4F (Horse) year. This is good Peach Blossom! 
If someone still wants you at 80, it’s a good thing! His 
wedding was attended by over 2,000 people including many 
celebrities and world politicians - they are represented by 
the Ding J’ Fire or Rob Wealth star, in the Luck Pillar. The 
MaoJ[J (Rabbit) in the Earthly Branch 

of the Luck Pillar also indicates true 

support and a strong reputation 
and good name, at this point in 
his life. 


Combinations 
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In all the previous examples, I talked about the technical 

analysis aspects of the chart - the strength of the Day Master, 

the clashes and the combinations and relationships between 

the Branches. That is one way to study a BaZi. Another 

approach, which is more sophisticated and which is practiced 
at the highest levels of BaZ1i, is to see the ‘picture’ that the BaZi 
paints. Appreciating a BaZi at its highest level involves being 
able to visualise the BaZi, almost like a painting and to see if 
what it shows is a beautiful picture. 


The chart above is the BaZi of Steve Jobs, the founder of 
Apple Computers. It is a beautiful chart - the Bing Fire Day 
Master here is just right, not too hot, not too blazing. That is 
the beauty of this chart. Many people assume that Bing Fire 
must be hot to be a good Bing Fire. Intensity 

of Fire is the consideration when it comes to 
Ding J Fire, but not Bing Fire. When 

it comes to BingN Fire, we want it to be 
bright but not the kind that hurts your 
eyes. We want it to be warm, but not hot 
that it sears your skin. 
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Picture a gentle and warming sun, shining over a lush forest as 
represented by the full season of Spring that is present in the 
chart through the Directional Combination of Yin#¥ (Tiger), 
Chen J (Dragon) and Mao JJ (Rabbit) - that is the picture 
this BaZi paints. This person’s purpose in life is to change the 
world, to grow and nurture new ideas, to illuminate. Money 
is not the foremost thing on this person’s mind because whilst 
there is Wealth in the chart, it is not rooted and hence, is not 
what drives this person. But because the BinpY Fire Day 
Master combines with Wealth, making money is easy for Steve 
Jobs. Indeed, Steve Jobs displayed entrepreneurial prowess 
very early in life, despite his hippy nature. 


Now, let us take a look at some of the important events in his 
life, and how they correspond to the luck pillars in his BaZi. 
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Apple Computers was founded in 1976, which is the year of 
Bing Chen AjJx, during the Bing Zi A Luck Pillar. Zi 
(Rat) is hisDeath and Emptiness - Death and Emptines& 1 

is an advanced concept that I will introduce in my subsequent 
books but for the purposes of this chart, the interpretation 
tells us that during these years, the person lacks personal 
direction and discipline. 


Indeed, in the run up years to 1976, Jobs dropped out of 
college, hung out with hippies, and travelled to India in 
search of personal enlightenment. A.combination hoy 
can relieve Emptiness and in 1976, the Chenix ( 
combines with the Zi (Rat) to relieve the | 

there is a sense of realisation and direction. Al 
Bing Chen Y } sees the arrival of another 
Companion element - it was in 1976 that Jobs ft 
with his friend, Steve Wozniak. ' 
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Apple went IPO in 1983, as Jobs entered his Yi Hai. 
% Luck Pillars. The Hai (Pig) completes the 
Hai-Mao-Wei & JJ A (Pig-Rabbit-Goat) Three 
Harmony Combination, creating a Wood Frame. 
This denotes support, good connections, good 
network and also, paper money, since Wood is a 
Resource star to this Bing Fire Day Master. Stock 
options and paper documents are part of the Resource 
Star. However, the Hai(Pig) also creates a Combination- 
Destruction with the Tiger, denoting that during this period, 
there is a potential time-bomb problem waiting to happen 
that involves the goodwill he enjoys or his support. 
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In 1985, Steve Jobs was pushed out of the company he 
founded. 1985 was a Yi Chow. year - Choufl (Ox) 
and Wei (Goat) clash, breaking the Hai-Mao-Wek& 9] #< 
combo. Joint-ventures and partnerships bring about problems 
and the destruction is caused by excessive aggression and 
recklessness leading to a loss of goodwill - when he was 
pushed out of Apple, Jobs had embarked on an ambitious 
project, the Macintosh XL that was eating into cash but 
showing few returns. ChouH. (Ox) and Yin#% (Tiger) is also 

a Hidden Combination amongst the two Hidden Stems, an 
advanced Combination concept. This points to the plotting 
and orchestration that had been said to be going on behind the 
scenes that led to his ouster. 


of Jia XuFf FY, that Steve Jobs returned 
to Apple. 1996 is the year of Bing Zi 
Af. Zi is a Direct Officer star 
for BingA Fire indicating a change in A Ley 
business environment, a new lifestyle or 

concept and of course, authority and power. The Xu (Dog) 
and the Yini# (Tiger) is a half Three Harmony Fire Frame 
combination, and the Xu (Dog) and MaoJjl (Rabbit) is a 
combination that also produces Fire. All these combinations 
produce the elements he likes and signals a return to the 
company in the midst of adoration since Fire is his Companion 
element. This is the period of rebirth and new growth for Jobs 
as Jia! Wood in the Luck Pillars, seeing BinpY Fire is a 
favourable formation in advanced BaZ1i. 


It was only in 1996, in a new luck pillar 
J = Companion

While Jobs made many notable changes to Apple, he is most 
famous for reviving Apple's fortunes through the iPod MP3 
player. The announcement of the iPod coincided with the 
change in Luck Pillars, into the Gui Yous /4 Luck Pillar.

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Chapter Ten 
Practical BaZi Analysis 


By this stage, you will have at your fingertips, a wealth 
of information and techniques that you can apply to a 

Destiny Chart. The last nine chapters of this book have 

focused on theoretical and technical information about 

elemental relationships between the Heavenly Stems and 
Earthly Branches. I have explained the key relationships - 
Combinations, Clashes, Harms, Destructions and Punishments 

and also through examples, explained how these elemental 
relationships are decoded. 


So, in this chapter, let’s get practical. 


My classes and seminars on BaZi 
around the world are attended by 

people from all walks of life and 
backgrounds. There are individuals 
who are there because they are 
looking at developing an alternative career as Destiny Analysts 
(extremely lucrative in the West), there are individuals who are 
there to further their interest in Chinese Metaphysics, there are 

corporate people who are interested in empowering themselves 
through an understanding of BaZi and using it for business 
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purposes and individuals who are attending because they are 
interested in using BaZi to better understand themselves. 


They all want one thing when they come to a class: the ability 
to utilise the information they have learnt in a practical 
context. It’s one thing to be able to handle the technical 
analysis. But at the end of the day, what does it all mean? 


The key to this, as I tell my students, is a proper format 
of reading. You need to approach a BaZi in a systematic 
fashion. Professional BaZi consultants 
can switch in and out of different 
perspectives on a BaZi but at the 
beginner’s level, this can sometimes 
be confusing and complicated. So, 
the trick is to go with a format and be 
guided on how to decode the BaZi. 
And that is what I am going to show you here - a simple 
format, that beginners to decoding Destiny Charts can utilise. 
Of course, as your understanding of BaZi grows, I will show 
you more sophisticated formats and techniques to approach 
BaZi in a systematic manner. 


Now, for some ‘trade secrets’ on decoding Destiny Charts. 


The most important thing about approaching a Destiny Chart 
is not to rush yourself or panic when there’s something you 
do not understand or cannot decipher at first glance. The 
moment you hit the panic button, your brain will freeze up 
and you probably won’t even be able to recite the Five Element 
cycle if asked to. If you do freeze up, put the chart aside for a 
minute, and then come back to it. 
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Always focus on the question at hand and look for the answer 
there. Many beginners often make the mistake of trying to 
derive the encyclopaedia of their life, or a person’s life, by 
looking at the BaZi. At the highest level, yes, the BaZi can be 
perceived as a single image or pictorial depiction. But at the 
beginner’s level, focus on one question, one answer at a time. 
Even in a professional Bazi consult, clients will be asked to list 
their questions. The purpose is to make the session productive 
and also, ensure the client focuses on their issues, not the 
issues which the consultant deems important. So remember, 
ask yourself, what is the question, and then seek out the 
answer. At the end of this section, I’ll share with you some 
techniques for analysing certain issues, such as relationships 
and career. 


To help you along, I’ve included some forms where you can 
work out the information pertaining to your own personal 
Destiny Chart. It’s helpful to use your own chart first to 
practice - you after all, know yourself better than anyone else! 
Then as you feel more confident with your analysis, work on 
the charts of the people you know - friends, colleagues and 
family members - to build up your confidence. 


So, let’s start decoding! 


PART ONE: The Basic Analysis 
Step 1: Plot the BaZi 


Using the technique outlined in my first book,The Destiny 
Code plot your BaZi, the 10-Year Luck Pillars and the Age 
Limits out. If you want to be fast, use the online calculator at 
www.joeyyap.com. 


The example I will be using for this section is the Destiny 
Chart of a male born Ist October 2006 at 7.45am. 
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Step 2: Identify the Day Master 


Using a red pen, circle the Day Master. The Day Master is the 
Heavenly Stem of the Day you were born. 


A person born Ist October 2006 at 7.45am, has a Guz 
Water Day Master 
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Day Master 


Step 3: Analyse the Basic Personality of the person 


Using the information from Chapter 2, you will already be 
able to engage in some analysis of the person’s basic innate 
personality, by looking at this person’s Day Master. So for 
example, for this GuiZ$ Water Day Master, we can say this 
person is someone who is always on the move and cannot sit 
still. Water is always moving so this person is impatient for 
results and does things quickly and with great urgency. This 
person is not suited for a job behind a desk but should be in a 
job that enables a lot of movement or travel. See - you’re already 
analysing the BaZi, and that’s just from the Day Master! 
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Step 4: Determine if the Day Master is Strong or Weak 


This technique has been explained in Chapter Six offhe 
Destiny CodeBriefly, if your Day Master is born in season, 
then the Day Master is considered prosperous or strong. If the 
Day Master is not born in season, then it is considered weak. 
In case you have forgotten, the key to determining if a Day 
Master is strong or weak, is usually the Month Branch. 
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Again, using the example of the BaZi of a person born Ist 
October 2006, 7.45am, this person is Gui%$ Water born 
in You & (Rooster) month. YouF4 (Rooster) is the Autumn 
season, which is part of the season of Metal. However, as 
Metal produces Water in the 5 Element cycle, this Gu 
Water is not prosperous, but is strong. 
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Weak Day Master 


Okay, now, at this stage, you need to know what Resourcé|! 
/#, Influence 4, Wealth 742, Companion [Lt # and 
Output £{% elements are for the Day Master. In case you’ve 
forgotten, I’ve reproduced the table here for you: 
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So, let’s apply the information to the sample Destiny Chart 
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Step 6: Look at the Luck Pillars 


Now, take a look at the luck pillars. Using the red pen, mark 
out the seasons. So for example, Har (Pig), Zi J (Rat) and 
Chou 1 (Ox) are the season of Water. So put a bracketed line 
under these three pillars and write ‘water’. Do the same for all 
the other seasons, as I have done with the example below.

Step 7: Identify the Favourable and Unfavourable 
Luck Periods 


By looking at the Favourable and Unfavourable Elements, 
you can ascertain when a person will go through favourable 
luck periods, and unfavourable luck periods. So in the case of 
our Gui 4 Day Master, as he favours Wood, Earth and Fire, 
so we can say that when he arrives at Wood Luck, which is 
the season of Spring, beginning with the Ren Yink #% Luck 
Pillar, then his favourable luck period commences. Prior to 
that, his Luck Pillars were not favourable. 


Okay, now, try it with your own chart using the blank sheet I 
have prepared for you at the back of this section. 
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PART TWO: 
Incorporating in the Relationships Codes 


After you’ve handled Part One as described above, you’re ready 
to use the new codes that you’ve learnt in this book. Again, use 
back the form that I’ve included in the back of the book for 
this part of the analysis. 


Step 1: Identify the Elemental Relationships in the chart 
Check all the Earthly Branches and identify which Earthly 
Branches have any relationship with each other and then circle 
these Branches and make a note of the relationship. 

So, in our example above, there is a Harm Relationship 


between the You (Rooster) in the Month Branch and the 
Xu /% (Dog) in the Year Branch. 
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To make it easy and fast for you to identify the elemental 
relationships between the Earthly Branches, I’ve included a 
little “cheat sheet’ for you.How do you use this 'cheat sheet"? 
Find the Earthly Branches on the right hand side of the 
table, and see what kind of relationships they have with other 
Branches, which is located on the top of the table. 


So for example, what relationship does the Yow (Rooster) 

Earthly Branch have with the Branches left and right of 
it in the BaZi, which are Xuf% (Dog) in the Year Branch, 

and Hai & (Pig) in the Day Branch? Remember, a Clash, 
Combination, Harm, Punishment or Destruction has to be 

side-by-side in order to take effect.

As you can see from the extract of the table, Yo# (Rooster) 
has a Harm relationship with the Xu (Dog) but no 
elemental relationship with the HaiX (Pig).

Destruction and mark these 
on the sheet I’ve provided. 
Don’t worry if it looks 
messy. The main point is to 
identify the relationships.

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Step 2: Analyse the Relationships via Palaces 
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Look at which Earthly Branch is involved in the Combination, 
Clash, Harm, Punishment or Destruction and note down the 
palaces that are involved. If the Year Branch is involved, then 
the Grandparents Palace is involved. If the Month Branch is 
involved, then it relates to Parents since that is the Parent’s 
Palace. If the Day Branch is involved, it relates to the Spouse 
Palace or the person’s home. If it is the Hour Branch that is 
involved, then it relates to their children or employees. 


So in our example, the harm is between the Year Branch and 
Month Branch, involving the Grandparents Palace and the 
Parents Palace.

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Step 3: Identify the Dynamic Elemental Relationships 


Bring the Luck Pillars into play now. Check each of the 10 
Year Luck Pillars and highlight using a red pen, which Earthly 
Branches in the Luck Pillars have a relationship with the 
Earthly Branches in the BaZ1i.

Yang Earth 


As we can see from this example, there is a Harm relationship 
between the Xu (Dog) and You & (Rooster) during the 
first luck pillar aged 2-11. There is a Self-Punishment between 
the Hai % (Pig) Luck Pillar aged 12 and HaiX% (Pig) in the 
Day Branch. In the Geng Zi /# Luck Pillar, there is a Half 
Combination with the Chen J (Dragon) and a Destruction 
with the You & (Rooster). 
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In the Xin Chou 77H. Luck Pillar, there is half a Bullying 
Punishment with Chou #. (Ox) in the Luck Pillar and XuFX 
(Dog) in the Year Branch and a Destruction between the 
Chou H (Ox) and the Chen }& (Dragon) in the Hour 
Branch. 


Step 4: Analyse the Dynamic Relationships via Palaces 


Let’s now decode the technical analysis by using the Palaces. In 
the Ji Hai C,\& Luck Pillar, as the Self-Punishment involves 
the Day Branch, we can conclude that it involves the person’s 
home or a person at home. If you add the layer of the Five 
Factors, you can see that involves the Companion element. 
This indicates that it has to do with a sibling or a relative. 


The Geng Zi #t- Luck Pillar that creates a Destruction 

that involves the Month Branch. As this involves the Parent’s 
Palace, we can say that the Destructive relationship is the 
result of either something happening to the parents or 

involving the person’s superior, since the Parent’s Palace also 
denotes boss or superior. Also, as it is the specific Zi-You 
-¥ Ff (Rat-Rooster) destruction, we can say this person has 
a tendency to drink or abuse alcohol, as a result of work 
pressure or problems at home.

Most of the time, when people get stuck with analysing a 
Destiny Chart, it is because they’re not focusing on what I 
call the Four Aspects: career, wealth, relationships and health. 
So when you are looking at a Destiny chart, having worked 
out all the technical issues, you are ready to examine the chart 
from these four aspects. 


Career Analysis 


Let’s take career first. When will a person’s career be in flight, and 
when will it be stagnant? For this, the Luck Pillars afford the best 
answer. If a person is going through favourable luck pillars, then 
it is usually a period of time when there is career advancement 
or growth and progress. By contrast, during unfavourable luck 
pillars, it is hard to make any advancement up the corporate 
ladder. You may climb, but find you slip back. 


If you are very familiar with the Five Factors, you need to 

look at whether or not those luck pillars are supportive of the 

Output element, or go against it due to Clash, Destruction, 

Punishment or Harm. This is because the Output element 

governs what a person produces, their accomplishments, their 

achievements and their ability to perform on the job. If the 
Output element is affected in the Luck Pillars, then 

career is definitely going to be affected. 


If the Influence element is favourable and the 
person goes through Influence Luck pillars, 
then this indicates a period of promotion, 
status and power. There will be opportunities 
for the person to leap up the ranks quickly 
and rapidly during this period. 
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Wealth Analysis 


For Wealth Analysis, typically the question, at least for Asians 
is straightforward:When will I get rich? 


The easiest way to look at this is to check when the person 
goes through Wealth Luck or the season of their wealth. So 
if you are a Geng ## Metal Day Master, and you go through 
Wood Luck in your Luck Pillars, then you are going through 
Wealth Luck and that is the time when things will improve 
financially and afford opportunities to make money. However, 
this is only if Wealth is a favourable element. Remember, if 
wealth is unfavourable, then going through wealth luck will 
make the person have money problems or this person will 
make money but it gets them into trouble. 


If there is any kind of elemental relationship affecting the 
Wealth element in the chart - a Clash, Harm, Destruction or 
Punishment for example, then these are periods when wealth 
brings problems, or in an attempt to get rich, the person gets 
into trouble because of the means in which they are used to 
attempt to acquire wealth. A Clash, Harm, Destruction or 
Punishment that involves the Wealth element also denotes a 
loss of wealth during that time. Hence, those are periods to 
advise the person to remain conservative with money and to 
avoid risky endeavours or investments. 
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Relationship Analysis 


This is a little tricky because the spouse star differs for women 
and men. Again, the easiest way to determine when a person 
has luck with the opposite sex is to check the Luck Pillars. If 
the man is going through Wealth Luck, it’s not just money 
he’s making, but honeys he is attracting too! So a Gut 
Water male, going through Fire Luck in his Luck Pillars, is 
doing well financially and will probably find it easy to find a 
girlfriend or spouse during that period. 


For a lady, you want to see the Influence element appearing on 
Stem or for the lady to go through Influence Luck Pillars or see 
the Influence Element in the Earthly Branches. So for example, 
a Jia 4 Wood lady, going through Metal Luck, will find it 
easier to meet a Significant Other or prospective Spouse. 


The caveat of course is whether or not the Spouse Palace is 
affected during those luck pillars, and whether or not the 
Influence element (in the case of a lady) or Wealth element (in 
the case of a man) is favourable or unfavourable. If the Spouse 
Palace is affected by clash, harm, destruction or punishment 
during the period of time favourable to a relationship, the 
person will get into a relationship but it may not work out 
or the relationship is just plain bad. If there is no elemental 
relationship between the luck pillar and the Spouse Palace 
but the Influence element or Wealth element is 
unfavourable, then the person meets someone 
but that person is either not up to 
expectation or the relationship 
is unfulfilling. 
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Health Analysis 


In BaZi, health analysis looks to utilise the Five Elements, 
and favourable and unfavourable elements to 
determine the person’s health weaknesses. A person’s . 
unfavourable element is usually the area that will 
create the most health issues. For example, 
if your unfavourable element is Fire, then 
Fire-related health issues such as heart attack, eye 
problems or acne or a boil. 


Sometimes, there is more than one negative element and so the 
health problem is a culmination of two elemental problems. 
For example, a person with Metal and Water as unfavourable 
elements, and going through Metal and Water in their Luck 
Pillars, may find they have pulmonary oedema.
